Births.—In the Dublin Registration District, which consists of the city of 
Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, and portions of the districts of 
Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, there were registered during the year 1894, 
9,888 births—5,178 boys and 4,710 girls—being equal to 1 in 35, or 28 per 1,000 of 
the population. The average rate for the preceding ten years was 29 per 1,000. 

Of the 9,888 births registered in 1894, 7,708, or 32 in every 1,000 of the population, 
occurred in the City, and 2,180, or only 21 in every 1,000 inhabitants in the suburban 
districts. 

_ Of the 9,888 births in the entire district, 2,542 were registered during the first quarter 
of the year, 2,559 in the second, 2,473 in the third, and 2,314 in the fourth, the weekly 
average being 190. _ 

In London the number of births registered during the year 1894 was 130,559, 
being equal to a rate of 30 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
the number was 22,509, equal to 33 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh it was 7,174, or 27 
per 1,000 of the population. 

Deaths.— The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District during 
the year 1894, was 8,649 (4,244 males and 4,405 females)—equal to 1 in 40, or 24:7 
in every 1,000 of the population. The average death-rate for the ten years, 1884-93, 
was 27°77 per 1,000. Thus the rate for last year is 3:0 below the average, or, in 
other words, the deaths for last year show a decline of 10 per cent. in the mortality. 

Omitting 333 deaths which, being those of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Dublin Registration District, are not properly chargeable to. 
the District, the death-rate for last year is 23°8 per 1,000 of the population, the rate 
for the city being 26°6 per 1,000 (26:0 on the North side, and 27°2 on the South), and 
for the suburbs 17°2 per 1,000. The rates for the several Registrars’ districts range 
from 11:6, the rate for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 31:1 for No. 1 South City 

(South Harl-street) District. 

Of the 8,649 deaths in the entire district, 2,749 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 2,037 in the second, 1,816 in the third, and 2,047 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 166. . 

In the fifteen provincial Urban Sanitary Districts, for which statistics are given in the 
Weekly Returns, the respective death-rates for the year are as follow, ranging in order 
from the lowest to the highest :—Dundalk,.14°8 per 1,000 of the population ; Newry, 
17°4; Londonderry, 19:4 ; Lurgan, 20°3 ; Kilkenny, 20:4 ; Waterford, 20-5 ; Limerick, 
21:0 ; Drogheda, 21°3; Wexford, 21:9 ; Armagh, 21°9 ; Lisburn, 22°0 ; Belfast, 24°6 ; 
Cork, 24:9; Sligo, 25°5 ; and Galway, 27°4. The total mortality in these districts and 
the Dublin Registration District yields a death-rate of 23:4 per 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered in London during the year 1894 was 77,051, or 
17°7 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow 13,561, equal to 19°7 per 1,000; 
and in Edinburgh 4,716, or 17°4 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Public Institutwons—Of the 8,649 deaths registered in the Dublin Registration 
District last year, 2,999, or 34°7 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz.—1,684 
in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 600 in the North Dublin 
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Union Workhouse, 681 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 34 (those of persons 
admitted from the Dublin Registration District) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 
Diseases. — Dublin Registration District—(See Tables IT. and IIL.)—The total number 
of deaths from zymotic diseases, which had risen from 865 in the year 1891 to 1,500 
in the following year, and to 1,533, in 1893, fell last year to 1,086 being 196, or 15:3 
per cent. below the average for the ten years 1884-93. The decrease as compared 
_ with the average is chiefly due to the comparatively light mortality from measles, 
scarlatina, and diarrhcea. Deaths from typhus, simple continued and ill-defined fever, 
enteric fever, and diphtheria are all below the average of the preceding ten years, but 
during the year there weré 68 deaths from small-pox (only 4 deaths from this disease 
occurred in the District during the ten years 1884-93), and the mortality from 
whooping-cough was slightly over the average. | 
Omitting 29 deaths of hospital patients admitted from places without the district, 
the number of deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* registered during last year 
was 724, equivalent to a rate of 2:1 per 1,000, the rate for the city being 2-4 (2:1 
on the north side, and 2-6 on the south), and for the suburbs 1°4. The rates for the 
several Districts vary from 0°7 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 30 for 
Bouth City No. 2 (High-street) District ; the 560 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for the last named district comprising 10 from small-pox, 1 from measles, 5 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 7 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 9 from enteric fever, 
and 20 from diarrhea. 
_ Small-poxw which, up to July last, had not caused any deaths in the Dublin 
Registration District since the month of March, 1888, proved fatal last year in 68 
cases. One case of the disease was treated in hospital in the month of March last 
(the patient recovered), but the present epidemic appeared at the close of the month 
of May, and the deaths from it registered up to end of the year consist of 17 
in the quarter ended the 29th September, and 51 in the three months ended 29th 
of December last. Thirty-nine of the 68 persons whose deaths were registered 
were unvaccinated, 26 had been vaccinated, 1 infant was vaccinated too late, and in 
2 cases there was no statement as to vaccination. As to the ages of the persons who 
died of small-pox and their relation to the protective power of vaccination it is'to be 
noted that all of the 16 children under 5 years old were unprotected by vaccination 
(one having been vaccinated too late), and of the 52 persons above five years of age 
24 were unvaccinated, and 26 had been vaccinated. All of those vaccinated except one 
(aged 6) were over 7 years of age, the period at which the protective power of primary 
vaccination is known to be weakened. 

The weekly returns received from the principal Dublin Hospitals show that since 
the appearance of the disease in May last to the close of the year 653 small-pox patients 
were admitted to those institutions, 445 patients were discharged, and 67 died, leaving 
1417 as the number in hospital on Saturday, the 29th December. 

Measles.—Deaths from measles which had fallen from 472 in 1892, to 103 for the 
following year, further declined last year to 48, or 125 below the average for the ten 
years 1884-93. Thirty-three of the 48 deaths were registered in the first quarter of 
the year. 

The mortality from scarlet fever (scarlatina) although higher than that for any of 
the five years 1889-93 was below the average for the ten years 1884—93, the deaths 
being 55 against an average of 125. During the year 611 cases of the disease were 
admitted to hospital; 604 patients were discharged during the year, 21 died, and 79 
remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the year. | 

Typhus caused 11 deaths, only, during last year, against an average of 31 for the 
preceding ten years. Very few deaths have been tabulated under this heading during 
the last four years. | 

There were only 10 deaths registered from simple continued and ill-defined fever 
last year, being 10 below the average for the ten years 1884-93. As in the case of 
typhus the mortality from simple continued fever has been inconsiderable in recent 
years in the Dublin Registration District.

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The number of deaths from enteric fever was 147, being 129 or 46°7 per cent. below 
the number for 1893, and 24 under the average for the ten years 1884-93. - Of the 
147 deaths for last year, 32 were registered in the first quarter, 35 in the second, 35 
‘in the third, and 45 in the fourth. Atthe close of the year 1893 there were 76 cases 
of enteric fever in hospital ; during last year (52 weeks) 601 cases of the disease were 
admitted (being a decline of 294 or 33 per cent. as compared with the admissions in 
1893) ; 542 patients were discharged, and 68 died, leaving 67 as the number in hospital 
on the 29th December. From the above statement it will be seen that of 610 hospital 
cases of enteric fever terminated during the year 68 or 11°1 per cent. proved fatal. 

Influenza and its complications caused 138 deaths, but this number, although much 
above the average, and 36 over the number for 1893, shows a large decline as com- 
pared with the number for the year 1892, when the deaths under this heading 
amounted to 224. 

The number of deaths from whooping-cough registered is 200, or 19 over the average 
for the ten years 1884-93, and 9 over the number for the year 1893. 

Erysipelas caused 30 deaths, being equal to the average for the preceding ten years. 

The number of deaths tabulated under the head of diarrhea dysentery is 197, 
being lower than the number in any of the preceding ten years, except 1885 and 
1890, 89 or 31 per cent. below the average for that period, and 250 or 56 per cent. 
under the number for 1893. 

The remaining deaths from zymotie diseases comprise 17 from diphtheria and 5 
from simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea. : 

The mortality from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or 
pulmonary consumption, for which see below) although heavy, was considerably under 
the average, the number of deaths being 1,603 (equal to 4°6 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation), against an average of 1,905, for the ten years 1884-93. The 1,603 deaths 
comprise 963 from bronchitis, 452 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 
29 from croup, and 25 from pleurisy.

The number of deaths from phthisis or pulmonary conswmption is 1,253 (equal to 
3°6 per 1,000 living), being about the average for the ten years 1884-93. 

Among the deaths from other constitutional diseases are 170 from mesenteric disease, 
160 from tubercular meningitis, 265 from cancer (being 11 under the number from 
that cause in 1893), and 10 from gous. . : 

The deaths of 489 children were ascribed to convulsions; the number is 79 under 
that for the preceding year. | 

Apopleay caused 106 deaths, epilepsy 42, other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) 320, and diseases of the circulatory system 786. 

There were 198 accidental deaths (including 40 from burns or scalds, and 37 from 
drowning) ; 6 cases of homicide ; and 13 cases of suscide, 

In 671 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: of these 671 cases, 412, or 61 per cent., were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age: these 412 deaths form 17°6 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 498 infants under 1 month 
old registered, there were 204 (or 41 per cent.) regarding which the cause was 


uncertified.

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Ages:—Of the 8,649 deaths registered eae the year, 2,344, or 27 per cent., 
were of children under five years of age, and 2,213, or 26 per cent., were of persons 
aged 60 years aud upwards, including those of & 176 persons aged 70 years and 
upwards, of whom 44 were stated to have been nonagenarians, and 1 (a man) was 
returned as a centenarian. 

The deaths of infants under 1 year old were equal to 152 for every 1,000 births | 
registered, against 180 in the preceding year, and 180 in 1892.

Occupations.—Table VI. on page xi. exhibits the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the year, the various callings being 
_ grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to a 
rate of 20°9 per 1,000 of the persons in that.class according to the Census of 1891 ; 
in the “ Middle Class” the death-rate was 18°3 per 1,000; among the “ Artizan Class 
and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 21:0; and in the “ Goneel Service Class” and the 
“Tnmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 31°0. The number of the living in each 
of the several classes and orders of occupations. in 1891 is shown by age-periods 
in the following Table.

PROVINCIAL URBAN SANITARY DISsTRicTs.—(See lables VII. and VIII.)— 
The respective death-rates represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic dis- 
eases* registered during the year in the fifteen urban sanitary districts included in the 
weekly returns are as follow, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest:—Dun- 
dalk, 06; Drogheda, 1:0; Wexford, 1:0 ; Newry, 1:1 ; Londonderry, 1:3; Kilkenny, 
1:4; Sligo, 15; Galway, 1:5; Cork, 1°8; Limerick, 1°8 ; Lurgan, 1:8 ; Waterford, 
1-9; Armagh, 2°8; Belfast, 4:1; and Lisburn, 4°3; the 269 deaths from all causes 
registered in the last-named district comprising 25 from measles, 10 from scarlatina, 
16 from whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhea. 


Small Pox.—The only death from small pox registered in any of the fifteen 
districts during last year was one in Londonderry about the middle of the year ; no 
deaths from the disease occurred in any of these districts during either of the two 
years preceding. 


Measles.—The total number of deaths from measles registered in the fifteen districts 
during the year 1894 is 563, of which 452, equal to a ratio of 1:7 per 1,000 of the 
living at all ages, occurred in Belfast, where during the preceding year the disease 
caused 216 deaths. Of the deaths in the other districts 51 (equal to 0-7 per 1,000 
living) occurred in Cork, 1 in Limerick, | in Waterford, 8 in Galway, 2 in Newry, 
25 or 2:0 per 1,000 in Lisburn, 9 in Lurgan, 2 in Sligo, and 12 or 1°6 per 1,000 in 
Armagh. 


Scarlet Fever (Scarlatina).—One hundred and twenty-nine deaths from this disease 
were registered in the fifteen districts. Thirty-eight were in Belfast, 15 in Cork, 32 
in Limerick, 13 in Waterford, 10 in Lisburn, and 9 in Wexford. In the remaining 
districts there were 12 deaths. 


Typhus.—In seven of the fifteen districts no deaths from typhus were recorded during 
the year ; the total number for the other districts is 25, being 28 under the aggregate 
number for the year 1893, Of the 25 deaths, 4 occurred in Belfast, 5 in Limerick, 
4 in Waterford, 5 in Sligo, &e. | e 


Whooping-cough caused 190 deaths (equal to 0°7 per 1,000 living) in Belfast, where 
during the year 1895 there were 193 and in the preceding year 131 deaths from the 
disease ; 16 in Cork; 13 in Limerick; 16 (equal to 1:3 per 1,000) in Lisburn, 
7 each in Galway and Drogheda, and 8 in other districts. 


Diphtheria.-—Deaths from this disease amounted to 92 against 88 for the year 1893, 
and 54 for 1892. Of the 92 deaths last year, 66 were registered in Belfast, 13 in 
Londonderry, 4 in Cork, 4 in Lurgan, and 5, only, in other districts, 7 of the districts 
having been free from fatal cases of the disease. A ay 


Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—The number of deaths returned under 
this heading is 32, including 21 in Belfast, 3 in Cork, and 3 in Sligo. 


Enteric Fever caused 145 deaths (equal to 0°5 per 1,000 living) in Belfast, 
the average for that city in the five years 1889-93 being 148. These 145 deaths form 84 
per cent. of the total deaths from this disease in the 15 districts. In Cork there were 
13 deaths from enteric fever, and the remaining 15 deaths from the disease consist of 
4 in Londonderry, 3 in Waterford, 3 in Newry, 2 in Kilkenny, and 1 each in Lurgan, 
Sligo, and Armagh. 


Diarrhea Dysentery.--There were only 197 deaths under this heading in Belfast 
against 599 for the preceding year. The deaths in other districts during last year 
comprise 32 in Cork, 24 in Londonderry, and 19 in Waterford.

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which the 
rate was 24°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 22:8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21°5 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 22°6, and for Edinburgh 20-2.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 16 districts during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in 
ten of the districts to 4°4in Belfast and Drogheda; the 142 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast comprising 13 from measles, 5 from whooping-cough, } from 
diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea, and the 8 deaths in Drogheda, 
including 1 from whooping-cough. Among the 57 deaths from all causes registered 
in Cork are 3 from measles. The Assistant-Registrar of Cork No. 5 District 
remarks: ‘Measles is very prevalent.” 

DusBiin AND SUBURBS, 
In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 


to 171--85 boys and 86 girls—and the deaths to 182-85 males and 97 females. 
B 
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The deaths, which are 39 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten yearsrepresent an annual rate of mortality of 27:1 in every 1,000 
of the population, or 5:9 under the mean rate for the first week of the ten years 
1884-93: omitting the deaths (rumbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate for last week was 26°! per 1,000. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during the week is 
24, being 2 over the average for the 1st week of the last ten years, but 16 under 
the number for the week ended 30th ultimo; the 24 deaths comprise 3 from measles, 
] from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 7 from influenza and its complications, 5 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from enteric fever, 2 from dysentery, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

Only 4 cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, against 14 
for the preceding week: 14 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 
1 died ; and 65 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 under the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 30th ultimo. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 12, being an increase of 
3 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week ; 4 patients were discharged 
during the week ; and 101 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 over 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospitaladmissions for the week include, also, 11 cases of measles (being 17 under the 
number for the preceding week) and 2 of typhus: 52 cases of the former and 8 of the 
latter disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 48, being 
11 below the average for the corresponding week of the ten years 1884-93, and 8 
under the number for the week ended the 30th ultimo: the 48 deaths comprise 29 
from bronchitis and 14 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 9 children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under)1 year old) 
were ascribed to convuisions. 

Six deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 8. 

Two accidental deaths were registered. prhig 

In 18 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been -no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 5 
children under 5 years of age (including 4 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 9 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 

Forty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (25 being infants under 1 year, of whom 4 were under 1 month 
old), and 49 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 8 were octogenarians, and 1 (a man) was stated to have been aged 
93 years. = : 

Fifty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 6 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 261 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 287 (32°1 on the North side, and 25°6,0n the South), and in the Suburbs 19’9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1'6 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°7 (0°9 in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North Citu District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
25°7 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis but none from any zymotic disease, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 
29°8 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina and 1 from influenza, 
The 22 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis and 4 from phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
41'5 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases including 1 from influenza. Among the 21 deaths 
from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North: City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. One was caused by enteric fever, but no deaths from'any other zymotic disease were recorded, 
The remaining 14 deaths comprise 4 from phthisis and 2 from convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 15°4 
per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from measles, 1 from whooping-cough, and 1 
from influenza. Among the 6 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia and 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system. : 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 34°0 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, and 1 from 
erysipelas. Among the 22 deaths from other causes are 7 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 


2 from phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23°3 per 1,000. Influenza caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. Of the 15 deaths from other causes 3 were from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 3 
from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 29°2 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 0:0; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 266; Donnybrook, 18'8 ; 
Blackrock, 0°0; and Kingstown, 19°6. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from influenza for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1; 1 from whooping- 
cough for Palmerston, part of; 2 from influenza for Rathmines; 1 from whooping-cough for 
Donnybrook, and 1 from enteric fever for Kingstown. The 7 deaths from all causes tabulated for 
the last-named district include 2 from phthisis ; among the 14 deaths for Rathmines are 3 from 
bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, 2 from cancer, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system ; 
among the 9 deaths for Donnybrook are 2from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system; and the 6 deaths for Coolock and Drumcondra No. 1 
district comprise 2 from pneumonia, 1 from bronchitis, and 2 from phthisis.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R. mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 6th January, 1894 :— 
“Weather of unusual severity held over the greater part of Europe throughout this week. Rough 

easterly winds, low temperatures, and frostand snow took the place of the stormy south westerly winds, 
rains and mild temperatures which characterised all but the closing:days of December, 1893. Sunday 
(December 31) was'a damp, foggy, very cold day in Dublin. Open weather prevailed in the N., severe 
cold inthe 8. An anticyclone had its centre over the southern half of Ireland, the barometer reading 
30°63 inches at 8 a.m. at Parsonstown. A deep depression was at the same moment travelling east- 
wards across the north of Russia, the barometer being as low as 28°60 inches in that region. The 
thermometer at the hour named read 46° at Malin Head, but only 31° at Valentia Island in Kerry 
and 27° at Parsonstown. Dublin was 11° colder than Holyhead. In the rear of the depression over 
Northern Russia the barometer rose with great rapidity, so that at 8a.m. of Wednesday the reading 
at Feerder, near Christiania in Norway is stated to have been 31°07 inches, At this time atmospheric 
pressure was low in the Mediterranean basin (29°60 inches at Nice) : consequently a strong and bitterly 
cold easterly wind began to blow over Germany, France, and the southern part of the British Islands. 
The result was a spell of truly Siberian cold. At8a.m.of Friday the thermometer read 14° in London. 
In Dublin a strong easterly gale had prevailed during the previousjnight, and at 11a.m.a heavy snow- 
storm set in with a temperature of 279. This was renewed in the evening, and Saturday broke with 
an intense frost, 20° being the temperature at9a.m. A fine snow or frozen aqueous vapour fell 
lightly for several hours on this day, while the clouds came from 8. and 8.W. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 30°233 inches, pressure ranging from 30°611 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, W.) to 29543 inches at 3 p.m.of Saturday (wind, calm). The corrected mean temperature 
was 340°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 32°7°. On Monday the thermo- 
meters rose to 43°6° in the screen, on Saturday they fell to 19°82. The rainfall was ‘179 inch on three 
days, ‘151 inch falling as snow on Friday. Easterly winds prevailed. At1l p.m. of Saturday the 
thermometer fell to 18°6° in the screen. On Friday night the lowest minima were 5? at Loughborough, 
6° at Parsonstown, and 10° at York.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-241 inches. The highest reading (30°636) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°564) on Saturday at 9 a.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 31°1°, being 5°6° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 41°7°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 8°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 30°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 29°4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 3°3 
hours. The rainfall measured :205 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 26°5°, the maximum 37°79, and 
the minimum i2°8° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 50°5°, the minimum 15°3°, and the 
mean 33°29 and at Edinburgh the maximum was 490°, the minimum 13:9°, and the 
mean 37°8°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°56 in.; at Glasgow 0°01 in.; and at 
Edinburgh 0-16 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 16 districts during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 3:4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
nine of the districts to 6°6 in Belfast and 7:0 in Armagh; the 189 deaths from all 
causes registered in Belfast comprising 13 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 10 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhcea, and 
the 7 deaths in Armagh comprising | from scarlatina. The Assistant-Registrar of 

the latter district reports the occurrence of 2 deaths from influenza. 


DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 211—-112 boys and 99 girls—.and the deaths to 285--132 males and 153 females. 
; Cc 
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The deaths, which are 47 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten yearsrepresent an annual rate of mortality of 42°5 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 4!°5 per 1.000. During the 
first two weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 34:8, and was 0°5 over the 
mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-"3, — 

There were 37 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week against 
24 for the preceeding week and an average of 28 for the second week of the last ten 
years: they comprise 7 from measles, | from typhus, 7 from influenza and its complica- 
tions, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from ill-defined fever, 2 from enteric fever, 1 from 
diarrheea, 3 from dysentery, &c. " ; 

Ten cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 6 in 
excess of the admissions for the preceding week, but 4-under the number for the week 
ended the 30th ultimo: 13 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 
and 62 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Sixteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital against 12 for the preceding 
week, and 9 for the week ended the 30th ultimo: 23 patients were discharged during 
the week; and 94 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the 
number in hospital on Saturday the 6th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 9 cases of measles (being 2 under the 
number for the preceding week) and 2 of typhus: 36 cases of measles and 6 of typhus 
remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Eighty-one deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 13 


in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 33 over 


the number for the week ended the 6th instant: they comprise 56 from bronchitis and 
18 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 6 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 13 by other diseases of the brain and 
nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 22 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 34 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 7. 

Six accidental deaths and 1 case of homicide were registered. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was ‘ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 5 
infants under 1 year old, and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Sixty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (40 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under 1 month 
old), and 101 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 50 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 16 were octogenarians, and 1 (a man) was stated to have been aged 
90 years. : ; 

le even of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 35 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables LV. and VIlI.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 41'5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 45°8 (39°2 on the North side, and 51'7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 31°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3°0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 4’0 (2°2 in the North City Districts, and 5'7 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 
14°3 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from influenza and 1 from whooping- 
cough. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (33) are equal to an annual rate of 
39°4 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from typhus. The 31 deaths 
from other causes comprise 11 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (29) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
52°4 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, 4 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 42°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from ill-defined fe ver, 1 from diarrhea, and 
1 from dysentery. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 
3 by phthisis, and 2 by mesenteric disease. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (57) represent an annual rate of 87°7 
per 1,000. They comprise 12 from zymotic diseases, including 4 from measles, 3from influenza, and 
8 from whooping-cough. Among the 45 deaths from other causes are 9 from bronchitis, 3 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 10 from phthisis, 3 from convulsions, and 4 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 50°6 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 2 deaths, including 1 from measles, The 16 deaths from other causes 
comprise 5from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 4 from phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (32) are equal to an annual rate of 41'9 per 
1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, and 2from 
enteric fever. Among the 26 deaths from other causes are 6 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 3 from phthisis,2 from cancer, and 3from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. , 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 291 per 1,000. They comprise 5from bronchitis and 5 from pneumonia. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1,.24°3 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 36°9; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 19:0; Donnybrook, 47°'9 ; 
Blackrock, 43°77; and Kingstown, 25°2. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from dysentery for Rathmines, 1 from influenza for Donnybrook, and 2 from 
influenza for Kingstown. The deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra 
No. 1 district comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from: phthisis; among the 10 deaths for Rath- 
mines are 2from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; the 23 deaths 
for Donnybrook comprise 2 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, and 4 from 
cancer ; 2 of the 6 deaths for Blackrock were from bronchitis, and the 9 deaths for Kingstown 
comprise 2 from pneumonia,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W Moore, F.R. meT. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 13th January, 1894 :— 
“Remarkable changes in the weather were experienced in Western Europe in the course of this 
week, warmth and rain taking the place of bitter cold and snow. On the other hand, continuous 
frost held in Germany, Austria, and Russia, where also the distribution of atmospheric pressure 
remained anticyclonic throughout, the barometer ranging from 30°60 to 30°80 inches and upwards 
over Russia. At the beginning of the week gradients for S.W. and 8. winds were already forming} 
over the British Islands. On Monday these became steep, and during the remainder of the period 
depression after depression passed in quick succession northwards outside our western coasts, 
causing gales in the west and north of the United Kingdom, with heavy rains from time to time in 
all districts. At the same time, many fine, bright intervals were enjoyed. But the most striking 
feature in the week’s weather was the extraordinary rise of temperature which accompanied the 
establishment of the S. and 8.W. winds. On Sunday morning severe frost prevailed everywhere, 
except at the west-coast stations both in Great Britain andinIreland, At Aberdeen the temperature 
at 8 a.m. was only 14°. By Monday morning the thaw had become general in Ireland, but. hard frost 
still held inthe centre and East of Great Britain. At8 a.m. the thermometer read 17° at Shields, 
On Tuesday morning no frost was reported from any British station. The temperature now rose 
day by day until Thursday, when maxima of 57° at Loughborough, 55° at Nairn and in Dublin, and 
54° at Oxford were recorded. Thunder and lightning occurred on Sunday at Valentia Island in 
Kerry and lightning was seen at Prawle Point and Holyhead as wellasfrom Dublin. In this city the 
mean atmospheric pressure was 29600 inches, the barometer rising to 29°890 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Sunday (wind, §.S.W.), and falling to 29°385 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, also $.8.W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 43°62. The mean dry bulb readings at 9a.m. and 9p.m. were 
43'4°. On Sunday the thermometers in the screen fell to 18°6°, on Thursday they rose to 547°. The 
rainfall was 2'055 inches on six days, ‘334 inch being measured on Friday. Southerly (S.E. to S.W.) 
winds prevailed throughout. In Dublin the thermometer stood 30° higher on Saturday morning 
than it had stood that day week.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°611 inches. The highest reading (29°900) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.m., wind S. W., and the lowest (29°46) on Wednesday at 9p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43:0°, being 3:7" above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 55°8°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 14°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43:7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 41:4°. The mean humidity of the air was °81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 23°2 
hours. The rainfall measured °645 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 37°5S, the maximum 52°19, and 
the minimum 18°1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°9°, the minimum 13°8°, and the 
mean 39°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°7°, the minimum 14:0°, and the 
mean 38°6°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°43 in.; at Glasgow 0°57 in.; and at 
Edinburgh 0-11 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 23°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 23:2 per !,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21°6 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 22°0, and for Edinburgh 19°8.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 30°9 per 1,000 of the population, 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases registered in the 16 districts during 
last week, were equal to an annual rate of 3°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
six of the districts to 12°6 in Dundalk; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district comprising 1 from scarlatina and 2 from diphtheria. Among the 168 
deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 11 from measles, 5 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea; the 48 deaths 
in Cork comprise one from each of the following diseases, viz. :—Measles, simple 
continued fever, enteric fever, and diarrhea; and the 8 deaths in Lisburn comprise 2 
from whooping-cough. The Assistant-Registrar of Armagh district reports the 
occurrence of another death from influenza. | 


DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS, 
In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 206—-116 boys and 90 girls—and the deaths to 207—-99 males and 108 females. _ 
D 
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The deaths, which are 32 under the average number for the corresponding week of 


_ the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 30°9 in every 1,000 


of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 30:0 per 1,000. During the 
first three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 33°5, and was 1:3 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week amount to 40, being 
3 over the number for the preceding week and 13 in excess of average for the third 
week of the last ten years: they comprise 3 from measles, 9 from influenza and its 
complications, 12 (including 4 in No. 1 South City—South Harl-street—District, and 
3 in Kingstown) from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 5 from enteric fever, 4 from 
diarrheea, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 1 over 
the admissions for the preceding week: 13 enteric fever patients were discharged 
during the week ; and 60 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

There were but 5 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital against 16 for the preceding 
week, and 12 for the week ended the 6th instant: 11 patients were discharged during 
the week; 1 died; and 87 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under 
the number in hospital on Saturday the 13th instant. 


The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of measles (being 7 under the — 


number for the preceding week) and 4 of typhus: 24 cases of measles and 6 of typhus 
remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during the 
week is 53 being 17 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, 


and 28 under the number for the week ended the 13th instant: the 53 deaths comprise — 


37 from bronchitis and 12 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under 1 year old) 
were. ascribed to convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and 
nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 12 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 5. 

Seven accidental deaths were registered. 

In 22 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 10 
children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 6 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

_ Sixty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (38 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month 
old), and 58 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 38 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 11 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been 
aged 90 and 92 years, respectively. . . 

Fifty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions: of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse. 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 30°0 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 32°4 (31°2 on the North side, and 33°4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 24'4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3°6 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°6 (1'8 in the North City Districts, and 53 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 3°5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22'8 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza. Two deaths 
were caused by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 
34°6 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric 
fever, and 1 from influenza. Among the 25 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis, 2 from 
pneumonia, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
34°3 per 1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from -zymotic disease. The 18 
deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis,and 3 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from bronchitis and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. No 
deaths from any zymotic d!sease were recorded. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (29) represent an annual rate of 44°6 
per 1,000. They comprise 10 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from measles, 4 from whooping- 
cough, and 1 from enteric fever. Among the 19 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 
2 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 42'2 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, viz. :—whooping-cough 1, diarrhea 1, and influenza 1. Of 
the 12 deaths from other causes 6 were from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 34°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diarrhea, 
1 from influenza, and 1from erysipelas. The 20 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 
2from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 175 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from influenza. 
Bronchitis caused 8 deaths, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 14°6 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 26°6 ; Donnybrook, 22°9 ;

Boundaries of Registrars’ Districts--Belfast and Cork. 
Norr.—The Statistics given in Table VIII. are for the City portion of the several Districts only. 


The Registrar’s District of Belfast, No. 1,is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road, and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Lonisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same to a point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on same 
125 yards from the west side of John Magee’s farm road, thence in a north-easterly direction along the fence passing the rere of 
John Magee’s old farm-house, to the south-western boundary of the Northern Reservoir at Old Park, thence following said boundary 
along its western and northern sides to a point about 140 yards in an easterly direction from the point where the Carr’s Glen River 
enters the grounds of said reservoir, and thence north-eastward along a fence which meets the western boundary of Skegoneill 
Townland, along said b-undary to Duncairn-street, and through the centre of Duncairn-street, to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane, through the centre 
of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, Kast and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane ; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 

Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, Mill- 
street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, Winetayern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road, to Wilton-street, 

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland to the River Lagan ; thence through the centre ef the river as far as 
Queen’s-square. 

Belfast, No. 9, District—The only parts of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
of the City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry. 

Belfast, No. 10, District consists of the Townlands of Ballymagarry, Black Mountain, Hannahstown, Ballydownfine, Ballygam- 
mon, Ballymoney, Ballymurphy, Englishtown, Tom of the Tae End, and portion of Edenderry Townland, south and west of a line 
drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springfield-road, through the centre of said road, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Leeson- 
street, Grosvenor-street, Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River to Ballygammon Townland.

Castlereagh, No. 1, District consists of that portion of the Municipal Borough of Belfast, in the County of Down, lying south and 
west of a line drawn from the middle of Queen’s Bridge, through the centre of Bridge-end, Mountpottinger-road, Castlereagh-street, 
and Castlereagh-road to’ the Municipal Boundary. 

Castlereagh, No. 4, District consists of that portion of the Municipal Borough of Belfast, in the County of Down, lying north and 
east of the said line. 





The Registrar’s District of Cork, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from St. Patrick’s bridge, through the centreo Bridge-street

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Taste VI.) 


Dr. J. W Moore, r.z. met. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 20th January, 1894 :-— 


“Except on Sunday, which was‘a fine, quiet, bright day in Ireland but very wet in England, the 
weather during this week was very disturbed—open, squally, and rainy, but with bright intervals. 
Even in Germany the frost broke up on Monday, and considerable falls of rain occurred from time 
to time. The fine weather inIreland on Sunday was brought about by the presence of small sub- 
sidiary areas of low pressure (secondary depressions) over Wales, England, and Brittany. The 
effect of these was to equalise pressure over Ireland, so that the wind fell light and the sky cleared. 
On Monday these systems had passed away and a new primary depression approached. Ireland. 
from 8.W., causing fresh southerly winds and rain. Several areas of low pressure subsequently 
passed north-eastwards along the western shores of the British Islands, keeping the weather 
unsettled with frequent rain and squally S.W., W., and N.W. winds. On Wednesday night the 
barometer sank below 29 inches over the North of Scotland, and on Saturday morning pressure was 
as low as 28°72 inches at Wick. A moderate W.S.W. gale prevailed for some hours on this day, and 
rain fell in plentiful showers. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure during the week was 
only 29°569 inches, the barometer being observed to range between 29'887 inches at 9 p.m, of 
Sunday (wind, W.N.W.), and 29186 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 459°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 444°, On 
Tuesday the screened thermometers rose to 53°5° ; on Monday they fell to 363°. Rain was measured 
on five days to the amount of ‘533 inch, the maximal fall in 24 hours being ‘183 inch on Friday. The 
prevalent wind was W.S.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°581 inches. The highest reading (29°901) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29-203) on Saturday at 94.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43:9°, being 3°9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 53°19, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 32:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43-9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 41:9°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 1(*4 
hours. The rainfall measured -605 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°0S, the maximum 51:09, and 
the minimum 37-0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 50:0°, the minimum 35°2°, and the 
mean 43°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°7°, the minimum 34°62, and the 
mean 43°2°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°86 in.; at Glasgow 1°16 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 0°39 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week, 
were equal to an annual rate of 3°1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in seven of 
the districts to 11-3 in Galway ; the 16 deaths from all causes registered in that district 

comprising 2 from whooping-cough and | from diarrhoea. Among the 146 deaths’ 
_ from all causes registered in Belfast are 9 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 7 from 
whooping-cough, and } from diphtheria ; and the 63 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from 
measles and 2 from diarrhea. The Assistant-Registrar of Armagh reports the 
occurrence of another death from influenza ; and the Registrar of Lisburn District 
remarks :—‘‘ pertussis (whooping-cough) very prevalent.” 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS, 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted’ 
to 192—-93 boys and 99 girls—and the deaths to 217-—-100 males and 117 females. 


E 
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The deaths, which are 8 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 32°3 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 31°9 per 1,000. During the 
first four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 33:2, and was 1:3 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week amount to 42, being 2 
over the number for the preceding week and 18 in excess of the average for the fourth 
week of the last ten years: they comprise 1 from chicken pox, 3 from measles, 2 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from typhus, 9 from influenza and its complications, 11 from 
whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from simple-continued fever, 2 from enteric fever, 
1 from diarrhea, 2 from erysipelas, &c. 

Sixteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 5 over 
the admissions for the preceding week: 16 enteric fever patients were discharged 
during the week ; 2 died; and 58 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 
under the number in hospital on Saturday the 20th instant. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 13, being an increase of 8 
as compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 32 patients were discharged 
during the week; and 68 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 19 under 
the number in hospital on Saturday the 20th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 7 cases of measles (against 2 for the 
preceding’ week) and 1 of typhus: 17 cases of the former and 5 of the latter disease 
remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system which had fallen from 81 for the week 
ended the 13th instant to 53 for the following week, further declined last week to 48 or 
14 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 48 deaths 
comprise 33 from bronchitis, 7 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 3 
from croup.

The deaths of 14 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

T'wo deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 26 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 5. 

Four accidental deaths (including 2 from burns) were registered. 

In 15 instances the cause of death was ‘ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 10 
children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Seventy of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years ot age (40 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old), 
and 46 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were stated to have been 
aged 91 and 90 years, respectively. 

Sixty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse. 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 31°9 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 34°7 (39°2 on the North side, and 30°5 on the South), and in the Suburbs 25°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3°4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°6 (3°6 in the North City Districts, and 3'7 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 3°0 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Hmerald-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 
81'4 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from influenza, but none from any other zymotic disease, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (36) are equal to an annual rate of 
42°9 per 1,000. Nine were from zymotic diseases, including 2 from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, 
1 from enteric fever, and 1 from influenza. Among the 27 deaths from other causes are 7 from 
bronchitis, 6 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—_The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
30'7 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, including 1 from scarlatina and 1 from influenza. 
The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from convulsions and 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 48°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 4 from convulsions. No 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 32°38 
per 1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, including 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diarrhea, 
and 2 from influenza. Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis, 2 from 
phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. They comprise 1 from meningitis and 2 from bronchitis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 31°4 per 
1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, including 2 from whooping-cough and 1 from erysipelas . 
Among the 19 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 80°6 per 1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from chicken-pox, 1 from typhus, 1 
from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, and 1 from influenza. Bronchitis 
caused 8 deaths, pneumonia 3, and phthisis 2. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :-— 
Clontarf and Howth, No, 1, 37's per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°4 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 20°9 ; Donnybrook, 387°5 ; 
Blackrock, 364; and Kingstown, 16°. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from scarlatina, 1 from diphtheria, and 1 from influenza for Rathmines; 1 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from simple-continued fever, and 1 from influenza for Donnybrook; 1 from 
measles, 1 from influenza, and 1 from erysipelas for Blackrock ; and 1 from whooping-cough for 
Kingstown. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra No. 1 
District were from phthisis; among the 18 deaths for Donnybrook are 5 from bronchitis and 2 
from phthisis ; and the 6 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 27th January, 1894 :— 


“The westerly type of weather still held over Western Europe throughout this week. Several 
deep depressions passed northeastwards across the Norwegian Sea, while their secondaries traversed 
the British Islands and the adjoining seas. In consequence of this unsettled state of atmospheric 
pressure, the weather remained in an exceedingly broken, rough, and rainy condition, and changes 
of temperature were both sudden and extreme. At 8 a.m.of Sunday the barometer was down to 
28°67 inches at Bodd in the north-west of Norway, but as high as 30°32 inches at Biarritz and 30°40 
inches at Lisbon. Strong W.S.W. winds, cloudy skies, and open weather prevailed, and in the 
afternoon rain fell heavily for a time in Ireland. Monday was colder and brighter, with showers of 
cold rain and hail. Tuesday was fair and frosty, but at night a new break in the weather began in 
Ireland, whereas the frost became sharp in England. On this night the screened thermometer fell 
to 23° at Loughborough and Cambridge and to 24° in London. This frost was of short duration, for 
within 24 hours temperature had risen 20° over the centre and S.E. of England, and warm S.W. 
winds were again sweeping all over the country. A sudden chill on Thursday evening covered the 
Dublin mountains with snow, but this had all disappeared by Friday afternoon. A fresh to strong 
gale from W.S.W. followed, and rain fell heavily at times on Saturday. In Dublin the mean atmos- 
pheric pressure was 29°669 inches, the barometer ranging between 30°121 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday 
(wind, 8.W.) and 29°306 inches at 2 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean tempera- 
ture was 42'0°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 41°3°. On Saturday the 
screened thermometers rose to 52°3°, on Tuesday they fell to 31°0°. Rainfall was measured on five 
days, the total amount being ‘530 inch, of which ‘280 inch fell on Saturday. The prevalent wind 
‘was once more W.S.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°678 inches. The highest reading (30°132) was on 
Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29°408) on Saturday at 9 4.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40:4°, being 2°7° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 50°8°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 28°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40:0° 
and of the Wet Bulb 38:1°. The mean humidity of the air was °85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 2(0°9 
hours. The rainfall measured °620 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41°6°, the maximum 52:29, and 
the minimum 25°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 49°2°, the minimum 30:0°, and the 
mean 39°99; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 50°3°, the minimum 28°1°, and the 
mean 39°4°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°71 in.; at Glasgow 1°95 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 1-08 inches.*

rate was 19:4). was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20-0 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21:0 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 222, and for Edinburgh 17°5.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 29:2 per 1,000 of the population.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week, 
were equal to an annual rate of 2'4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in six of 
the districts to 5‘) in Sligo; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from scarlatina. Among the 136 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 5 from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, and 2 from 
diarrhoea ; and the 11 deaths in Waterford comprise 2 from scarlatina. The Registrar 
of Lisburn District remarks:—‘ Pertussis (whooping-cough) still very prevalent and 
complications almost in every case.” 


DvuBLiIN AND SUBURBS, 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 183—-97 boys and 86 girls—and the deaths to 225-97 males and 128 females. 


F 
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The deaths, which are 12 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 33°6 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 32°8 per 1,000. During the — 
first five weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 33'3, and was 0-7 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

Thirty-four deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 12 
in excess of the average for the fifth week of the last ten years, but 8 under the number 
for the week ended the 27th ultimo: they comprise 3 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 10 from influenza and its complications, 10 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
diphtheria, 1 from ill-defined fever, 1 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, 1 from 
erysipelas, &c. ; 

There were only 8 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week, being 
8 under the admissions for the preceding week and 3 under the number for the week 
ended the 20th ultimo: 10 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 
3 died; and 53 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Thirteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being equal to the admissions 
for the preceding week: 17 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 62 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 27th ultimo. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also,6 cases of measles and 3 of typhus: 
15 cases of the former and 7 of the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last. 

Fifty-four deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during the 
week, being 6 over the number for the preceding week, but 1 under the average for 
the fifth week of the last ten years: they comprise 38 from bronchitis and 14 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

‘The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convuisions. 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. | 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 29 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 5. 

Four accidental deaths (including 2 from burns) and 1 case of suicide were registered. 

In 20 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 12 
children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 

Seventy-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (33 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under 1 month old), 
and 66 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 37 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 11 were octogenarians, 2 (women) were stated to have been respectively aged 
94 years, and-1 (a man) was returned as 109 years old. 

Fifty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIl1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 328 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 38'3 (32°6 on the North side, and 43°6 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3'0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°4 (1°3 in the North City Districts, and 5°3 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2'0 per 1,000. : 


No. 1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis and 1 from pneumonia, but none from any zymotic 


disease. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summet-hill).—The deaths (35) are equal to an annual rate of 
41°7 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from measles, 1 from whooping-cough, and 
2 from influenza. Among the 31 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 
6 from phthisis, 6 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from diseases of the brain and 


nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
28'°9 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from convulsions and 2 from mesenteric disease, but none from any 


zymotic disease. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (39) represent an annual rate of 60°0 
per 1,000. Hight were from zymotic diseases, including 2 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 2 from 
whooping-cough, 1 from diarrhea, and 1 from influenza. Among the 31 deaths from other causes 
are 10 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 6 from phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 42'2 per 
1,000. Diphtheria caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. ; 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 31’4 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—-1 from influenza, 1 from enteric fever, and 1 from 
diarrhoea, Among the 21 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis and 5 from phthisis. 


. No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (29) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 42°2 per 1,000. Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina, 3 from 
influenza, and 8from whooping-cough. The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 
3 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 9°7 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 24°7 ; Donnybrook, 16°7 ; 
Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 336. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from ill-defined fever and 1 from influenza for Coolock and Drumcondra No.1; 
1 from whooping-cough for Palmerston, part of; 2 from influenza and 1 from erysipelas for 
‘Rathmines; and 2 from whooping-cough for Kingstown. Among the 13 from all causes tabulated 
in Rathmines are 3 from bronchitis ; and the 12 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from pneumonia.

METEOROLOGY. 
(Yor Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R. met. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 3rd February, 1894 :— 


“Storm and rain, hail, sleet and snow, and unsteady atmospheric pressure and temperature were 
the characteristics of this week. Conditions, in a word, remained cyclonic over Western and 
Northern Europe, and a succession of deep depressions passed northeastwards in the far North, 
while their subsidiaries crossed the British Islands and neighbouring districts. At 8 a.m. of Sunday, 
the barometer stood as low as 28°11 inches at Bodé in Norway, while it read 30°40 inches at Lisbon. 
Needless to say, unsettled weather prevailed generally. Westerly gales and snow showers occurred 
in Ireland and Scotland and lightning was seen at Malin Head, thunder and lightning being re- 
ported from Valentia Island. Scarcely had Sunday’s disturbance passed away, when another large 
depression approached, so that the barometer fell to 28°58 inches at Sumburgh Head in the Shet- 
lands by 8 a.m. on Tuesday. On the evening of this day a heavy fall of wet snow took place in 
Dublin—the ground remained covered until Thursday, when a rapid rise of temperature, amounting 
to 20°, occurred within a few hours. After many hours of squally, blustering weather, a fine, 
bright day brought this very unsettled week toa close. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure 
was 29°714 inches, the barometer falling to 291140 inches at 2 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.S.W.), and 
rising to 30'348 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 41'9°. 
The mean dry bulb readings at 9a.m.and9p.m. were 40°4°. (On Wednesday the screened thermo- 
meters fell to 30°9°, on Friday they rose to 55'7°. Rain was measured on six days, the total amount 
being ‘750 inch, of which ‘280 inch fell on Tuesday as wet snow. The prevailing wind was W.S.W. 
Brilliant aurora was seen from Wick and Aberdeen on Friday night, and lightning was reported 
from those stations as well as from Roche’s Point.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-731 inches. The highest reading (30°359) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°316) on Wednesday at 9 4.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 41:0°, being 0°3° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 54:99, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 28:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 39°3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 37:6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 2(\2 
hours. The rainfall measured -720 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°0S, the maximum 52:09, and 
the minimum 322° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 48°8°, the minimum 29°3°, and the 
mean 40°28; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°6°, the minimum 29°32, and the 
mean 39°4°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°69 in.; at Glasgow 2°20 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 1:14 inches.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which the 
rate was 18°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19:1 per !,006 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°7 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20°4, and for Edinburgh 16:3.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week, 
were equal to an annual rate of 3:0 per 1,000, the rates varyiny from 0:0 in seven of 
the districts to 142 in Kilkenny ; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 3 from diarrhea, Among the 138 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 6 from measles, 5 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 2 from _simple- 
continued fever, 5 from enteric fever, and 2:from diarrhoea. The Registrar of Kilkenny 
No. 1 District reports the occurrence of 1 death from influenza, 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS, 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 201-125 boys and 76 girls—and the deaths to 222—-113 males and 109 females. 
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The deaths, which are 18 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 33:1 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 31°6 per 1,000. During the 
first six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 33:3, and was 0:1 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 30, being 
10 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 4 under 
the number for the week ended the 3rd instant: the 30 deaths comprise 1 from measles, 
1 from rétheln, 3 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from typhus, 6 from influenza and its 
complications, 8 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from ill-defined fever, 2 
from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhcea, 2 from dysentery, &c. 

Twelve cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 4 over 
the admissions for the preceding week but 4 under the number for the week ended the 
27th ultimo: 10 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; and 55 re- 
mained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital at the 
close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 12, being a decrease of 1 as 
compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 16 patients were discharged 
during the week; and 58 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under 
the number in hospital on Saturday the 3rd instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also,4 cases of measles and 2 of typhus : 
14 cases of the former and 6 of the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 53 deaths, being 4 over the average for the 
sixth week of the last ten years, but 1 under the number for the week ended the 3rd 
instant: the 53 deaths comprise 35 from bronchitis and 15 from pneumonia or inflam- 
mation of the lungs.

The deaths of 11 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 8 by other diseases of the brain 
and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 6. 

Five accidental deaths were registered, including 1 from ‘cardiac syncope, caused 
by shock resulting from nervousness and chloroform administered for operation acting 
on a weak and flabby heart,”—Inquest. 

In 22 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 14 
children under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 5 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 

Seventy-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years ot age (42 being infants under 1 year, of whom 13 were under 1 month old), 
and 48 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 32 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 10 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 94 years. 

Sixty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.) 


Asalready stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 31°6 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 34°9 (30°3 on the North side, and 39°1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 23'9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3'0 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°3 (1°38 in the North City Districts, and 2°8 in the 


South), and for the Suburbs 4'5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 
a4'3 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from rétheln, but none from any other zymotic disease. Among the 
11 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 
z9°8 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from measles and 1 from influenza. The 23 
deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, 3 from convulsions, and 5 from 


diseases of the digestive system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
28°9 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 2 deaths, viz.:—typhus 1 and diarrhoea 1. Among the 14 
deaths from other causes are 5 from diseases of the brain and nervous system and 3 from tuber- 
cular meningitis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represént an annual rate of 30°0 per 
_ 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from dysentery. The 13 deaths from other 
causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 36°9 
per 1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 
93 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 
from phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 36°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (38) are equal to an annual rate of 49°7 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from 
whooping-cough, and 1 from diphtheria. Bronchitis caused 8 deaths, pneumonia 3, diseases of the 
circulatory system 3, phthisis 2, and convulsions 4, 


_No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 30°6 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotie diseases, viz.:—2 from influenza, 2 from 
whooping-cough, and i from enteric fever. Six deaths were caused by bronchitis and 4 by phthisis. 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Goolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 9°7 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 0'0 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 21°65; Rathmines, 34°2 ; Donnybrook, 31°3 ; 
Blackrock, 21°38; and Kingstown, 19°6. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 2 from whooping-cough for Palmerston, part of; 1 from scarlatina, 2 from 
influenza, and 1 from diphtheria for Rathmines; 1 from each of the following diseases—scarlatina, 
whooping-cough, ill-defined fever, and enteric fever, for Donnybrook ; and 1 from whooping-cough 
for Kingstown. The 18 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 3 from pneumonia 
and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; among the 15 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 
from phthisis; and the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 4 from pneumonia.

METEOROLOGY. : 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 10th February, 1894 :— 


“At the beginning of this week conditions were quieter than of late, and mild, tolerably fine 
weather prevailed. Monday broke dull and foggy, but afterwards proved mild and bright. At this 
time an area of high pressure, in which readings exceeded 30°60 inches, lay over the west of France, 
and the barometer was low (29°20; inches) only in the North-west of Norway. On Tuesday, how- 
ever,a new and deep depression had advanced to the Hebrides, Caithness, and the Orkneys and 
Shetlands, causing a rapid rise of temperature and fresh or strong gales from S.W., W.S.W., or W. in 
most parts of the British Islands. At 8 a.m. of Wednesday, the barometer ranged from 30°56 inches 
at Lyons to 28°36 inches at Bods, in Norway. This great difference of 2°20 inches in atmospheric 
pressure accounted for the strong S.W. to W. winds and gales which swept over Western Europe at 
this time. Temperature ruled very high on Wednesday, the sereened thermometer rising to 59° at 
Loughborough and in Dublin (58°6°), 57° in London (Westminster), and at Shields, Cambridge, and 
Yarmouth ; and 56° or 55° at many other stations. The last three days of the week were cooler, but 
justas unsettled and changeable—squally S.W. to W.N.W. winds, passing showers or heavy rains, 
and fine, bright intervals prevailing in rapid succession. Hail and lightning were reported from 
several Scottish stations on Wednesday and Thursday. In Dublin, the mean height of the 


barometer was 29'901 inches, pressure rising to 30°382 inches at_9 a.m.of Monday (wind, W.S.W.) 
wut campy vv 47000 lcs av o pa. Ol Saturday (wind, 8.W.). The corrected mean temperature 


was 47°9°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 am. and 9 p.m. was 473°. On Wednesday the 
screened thermometers rose to 58°6°, having fallen to 40°0° on Monday. No frost occurred even on 
the grass. The rainfall was ‘751 inch, ‘262 inch falling on Thursday and ‘360 inch on Saturday. 8S.W. 
and W. winds again prevailed as in many past weeks of the present winter. At 8 a.m. of Saturday, 
the barometer read only 28°24 inches at Bod, in Norway.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°911 inches. The highest reading (80°382) was on 
Monday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°334) on Saturday at 9p.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 46°49, being 44° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 56°5°, and was lowest on Monday, the , 
mercury having fallen to 36°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46:3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 44:2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 17:4 
hours. The rainfall measured :905 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 46°0S, the maximum 55:19, and 
the minimum 35°72 ; at Glasgow the maximum was 53:0°, the minimum 35:19, and the 
mean 43°99 ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54°5°, the minimum 34:6°, and the 
mean 43°6°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°27 in.; at Glasgow 2°95 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 1°87 inches.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week, 
were equal to an annual rate of 3:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from v°0 in ten of 
the districts to 12°8 in Lisburn; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from scarlatina and 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 151 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 9 from measles, 5 from scarlatina, 5 from 
whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and 
the 49 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from measles and 1 from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 191-104 boys and 87 girls—and the deaths to 223-~100 males and 123 females. 


H 
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The deaths, which are 9 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 33°3 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 31‘8 per 1,000. During the 
first seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 33°3, and was 0:1 over 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

Thirty-one deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 1 
over the number for the preceding week and 11 in excess of the average for the seventh 
week of the last ten years: they comprise 3 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 4 from influenza and its complications, 10 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea, 1 from dysentery, 2 from erysipelas, 
&e. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 10, being 
2 under the admissions for the preceding week : 9 enteric fever patients were discharged 
during the week ; 2 died; and 54 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
1 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital also show a decline, the number for last 
week being 10, or 2 under the admissions for the preceding week: 10 patients were 
discharged during the week ; and 58 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
equal to the number in hospital on Saturday the 10th instant. 

‘Che hospital admissions for the week include, also,5 cases of measles and 4 of typhus: 
15 cases of the former and 6 of the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 58 deaths, being 5 over the number for the 
week ended the 10th instant and also 5 over the average for the seventh week. of the 
last ten years: the 58 deaths comprise 34 from bronchitis, 14 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs, 2 from croup, and 1 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 14 children under 5 years of age (including 12 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convuisions.. ; 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Beebe or pulmonary consumption caused 27 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 4. 

Seven accidental deaths were registered. : 

In 15 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 9 
children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year old), and the deaths 
of 5 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Seventy-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (40 being infants under 1 year, of whom 3 were under 1 month old), 
and 68 were ageu 60 years and upwards, including 38 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 11 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been aged 92 and 
94 years respectively. ) 

Seventy-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 26 took place in the North Dublin Union 
PAPEHOnSES 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 

orkhouse.

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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 31'8 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 37°7 (38°8 on the North side, and 366 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3°1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3'4 (3°6 in the North City Districts, and 3°3 in the 


South), and for the Suburbs 2’5 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, East (Bmerald-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
25°7 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from scrofula, and 2 from diseases of the brain 


and nervous system. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 
$2°2 per 1,000. Six were from zy motic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, 
and 1 from enteric fever. Among the 21 deaths from other causes are 5 from bronchitis, 2 from 
pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, 3 from convulsions, and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
41'5 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles and 1 from whoop- 


ing-cough. The 20 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 3 
from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 3 North\City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (28) represent an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from diarrhoea and 1 from erysipelas. Among the 
96 deaths from other causes are 2 from pronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 5 
from convulsions. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 30°8 
per 1,000. One death from measles constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 19 deaths 
from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 5 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the circu- 


latory system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—_The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. Two were from whooping-cough, but none from any other zymotic disease. The 6 deaths 
from other causes consist of 3 from bronchitis, 1 from phthisis, and 2 from scrofula. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (34) are equal to an annual rate of 44°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from whooping-cough, but none from any other zymotic disease. Bronchitis 
caused 6 deaths, pneumonia 3, and phthisis 3. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (28) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 40°8 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough and 
i from enteric fever. The 26 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 
2 from phthisis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from convulsions. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No, 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 29°2 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 43°0; Rathmines, 11°4; Donnybrook, 20°8 ; 
Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 14’0. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, District ; 1 from scarlatina for 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1; 1 from whooping-cough for Palmerston, part of ; 1 from diarrhea 
and 2 from influenza for Rathmines; and 1 from diarrhoea and 2 from influenza for Donnybrook. 

The 6 deaths from all causes tabulated for Palmerston, part of, comprise 2 from pneumonia ; among 
the 10 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from phthisis ; and the 5 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from 
phthisis,

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.8. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar- General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 17th February, 1894 :— 


“ Opening with the same tempestuous weather which had prevailed for so long, this week closed 
with a more than half fulfilled promise of finer and quieter conditions. After Monday the wind 
moderated and the rainfall almost ceased for a time while the period ended with a dry, bright, and 
springlike day—at least in Ireland. Some very remarkable incidents have to be recorded in con- 
nection with the weather of this week. For example, on Sunday and Monday a storm-centre of 
exceptional intensity passed eastwards across Scotland and the southern half of Scandinavia. By 
8 a.m. of Monday the barometer fell to 27°93 inches at Feerder, on the Christiania Fjord, while it stood 
as high as 30°31 inches at Lisbon. Very violent §.W. to W.N.W. gales accordingly swept over the 
British Islands, Holland, and Germany, accompanied by hail, thunder and lightning in several 
places, notably over central Ireland on Sunday night. Agreat dip in temperature followed in Great 
Britain, the thermometer falling on Wednesday night to 10° at Nairn, 20° at Aberdeen, and 26° in 
the Lowlands and North of England. An anticyclone, or rather a ridge of high pressure, passed on 
to Scandinavia from Great Britain on Thursday, and at 8 a.m. of Friday the barometer read 30°43 
inches at Feerder or 2°50 inches higher than at the same hour four days previously. Such a vast 
range of pressure is very unusual in so short atime. On Friday and Saturday a V.-shaped shallow 
depression brought heavy rains to Great Britain. In Dublin the mean reading of the barometer 
was 29°32 inches, the observed extremes being highest, 30°204 inches, at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 
N.W.) ; lowest, 28°867 inches at 8 p.m. of Sunday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 
440°, The mean dry bulb readings at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. were 42°3°. On Sunday the screened ther- 
mometers rose to 548°, on Tuesday they sank to 327°. Rain fell on four days to the amount of °198 
inch, ‘169 inch being measured on Sunday. At 12.30 p.m. of Monday a severe squall of snow and hail 
passed over Dublin. Vivid flashes of lightning were seen on Sunday evening. The prevailing 
winds were W. and 8.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°835 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°197) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (28958) on Sunday at 9 P.M., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43:0°, being 56° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday and Thursday, when the thermometer registered 53°29, and was lowest on 
Wednesday, the mercury having fallen to 30°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the 
week was 41°6° and of the Wet Bulb 39:9°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, 
complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for 
the week was 19:4 hours. The rainfall measured °260 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41°0S, the maximum 54°39, and 
the minimum 30°8° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 50:0°, the minimum 24°3°, and the 
mean °37°8° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 50:0°, the minimum 26:0°, and the 
mean 37°1°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°60 in.; at Glasgow 2°86 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 2-97 inches.* .

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 20°0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°0 per 1,006 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°6 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20°5, and for Edinburgh 20°6. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 28°3 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week, 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from v0 in ten of 
the districts to 4°5 in Belfast; the 165 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 7 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea. The 37 deaths in Cork 
comprise 1 from measles and 1 from scarlatina. 


DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 186—-92 boys and 94 girls—and the deaths to 196—-99 males and 97 females. 


I 
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The deaths, which are 15 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 29°2 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 28°0 per 1,000. During the 
first eight weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 32°8, and was 0-2 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 25, being 
5 in excess of the average for the eighth week of the last ten years, but 6 under the 
number for the week ended the 17th instant: the 25 deaths comprise 2 from measles, 
2 from typhus, 9 from influenza and its complications, 5 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
ill-defined fever, 2 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhcea, &c. 

There were only seven cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week, 
being 3 under the admissions for the preceding week and 5 under the number for the 
week ended the 10th instant: 6 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 
2 died; and 53 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the number 
m hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Eighteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 8 
over the admissions for the preceding week and 6 in excess of the number for the 
week ended the 10th instant: 10 patients were discharged during the week; and 66 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 17th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also,7 cases of measles and 1 of typhus: 
19 cases of the former and 5 of the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 62 deaths, being 4 over the number for the 
preceding week, and 9 over the average for the eighth week of the last ten years: 
the 62 deaths comprise 39 from bronchitis, 16 from pneumonia or inflammation of the 
lungs, and 1 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Thirteen deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive 
of convulsions), and 13 by diseases df the circulatory system. 

PAE or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 7. , | 

Five accidental deaths were registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 
children under 5 years of age, including 5 infants under 1 year old. | 

Fifty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (27 being infants under 1 year, of whom 4 were under 1 month old), 
and 60 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 28 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 8 were octogenarians. 

Seventy-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and ~ 
other public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VI1.] 


Asalready stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 28°0 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 31°5 (32°6 on the North side, and 30°5 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1'9 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°1 (2°2 in the North City Districts, and 2°0 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°65 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
87°1 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic 


disease. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
27'4 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from influenza and 2 from 
whooping-cough. Five deaths were caused by pneumonia, 4 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of the 


circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
28'9 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from measles, 5 from bronchitis, and 3 from pneumonia. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 42°0 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 1 from typhus. Bronchitis 


caused 2 deaths, cancer 2, and convulsions 4. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (26) represent an annual rate of 40°0 
per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—3 from influenza and its complications 
and 1 from diarrhea. The 22 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 33°7 per 
1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zy motic disease. Two deaths were 
caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 2 by phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 15°6 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 4 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 32°0 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—3 from influenza and its 
complications and 2 from whooping-cough. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths, pneumonia 2, and 
phthisis 3. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, i2°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 14°6 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 12.3; Palmerston, part of, 28°7; Rathmines, 19:0; Donnybrook, 22'9 ; 
Blackrock, 14°6; and Kingstown, 22'4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from choleraic diarrhcea for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1; 1 from enteric 
fever for Palmerston, part of; 1 from influenza for Rathmines; 1 from whooping-cough for 
Donnybrook ; and 1 from ill-defined fever for Kingstown. The 10 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Rathmines comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system; among the 11 deaths for 
Donnybrook are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from mesenteric disease ; both of the 
deaths for Blackrock were from bronchitis ; and the 8 deaths for Kingstown comprise 4 from that 

disease.

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 24th February, 1894 :— 


“For the first time for many weeks the weather was of an anticyclonic type during several con- 
secutive days. On Friday, however, a large depression encroached on the Irish and Scotch coasts, 
causing a gale from 8. or 8.W. and a heavy fall of rain. At the beginning an anticyclone, in which 
the barometer exceeded 30°60 inches, lay over the Christiania Fjord, where six days previously 
pressure was below 28 inches (27°93 inches at Ferder). A heavy rainfall had occurred in Great 
Britain, but the weather was rainless though dull and foggy, in Ireland. As the hours passed by, 
the anticyclone spread out westwards and southwards, so that on Monday morning it covered 
England, Ireland,and France. Very sharp frost prevailed for a succession of nights in England, 
but it was by no means so severe in either Scotland or Ireland. At Loughborough, in Leicestershire, 
the minima were 30°, 18°, 18°, 16°, 17°, 23°, and 30°. At Parsonstown, a central Irish station, the cor- 
responding values were 29°, 30°, 33°, 33°, 34°, 35°, and 35%. A great deal of fog prevailed at night and 
in the mornings during the anticyclonic period, but this all cleared away with the coming of 
Friday’s 8.W. gale. On Friday night. bright aurora borealis was seen for many hours, waves of 
auroral light sweeping up to the zenith from the northern sky in rapid succession and with extreme 
velocity. Saturday was a bright, breezy, changeable day, with an occasional shower of sleety rain 
and hail. In Dublin, the mean pressure was 30°163 inches, the barometer rising to 30°409 inches at 
9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, S.S.E.), and falling to 29°358 inches at 4 p.m. of Friday (wind, S.W.). The 
mean temperature was 40°7°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 389%. On 
Tuesday the screened thermometers fell to 31'8°, on Friday they rose to 51°8°. Rain fell on two 
days to the amount of ‘271 inch, 160 inch being measured on Friday. The wind was generally 
calm at first, but finally became fresh to strong from §.W. and W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:]63 inches. The highest reading (307446) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°503) on Friday at 9P.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 38°6°, being 3'1° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 500°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 280°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 37:7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 358°. The mean humidity of the air was 85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20-0 
hours. The rainfall measured -385 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 34'3°, the maximum 49:19, and 
the minimum 24:4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 490°, the minimum 31°1°, and the 
mean 39°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 47°9°, the minimum 28°92, and the 
mean 38°3°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-21 in.; at Glasgow 1°03 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 0°81 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 21:0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°5 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°6 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19°1, and for Edinburgh 17:3. 


Town Disrricts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of lreland was 27:4 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 


were equal tu an annual rate of 3°] per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven of 
the districts to 6°8 in Belfast; the ]48 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 12 from measles (being an increase of 5 as compared with the number for 
the preceding week), 12 from whoopmg-cough (against 6 for the preceding week), 2 
from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, and 5 from diarrhoea. Among the 41 deaths in 
Cork are 1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea; and the 17 deaths in Limerick 
comprise one from typhus. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 231—-110 boys and 121 girls—and the deaths to 202—-83 males and 119 females.

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The deaths, which are 3 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 30:1 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 29:2 per 1,000. During the 
first nine weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 32°5, and was 0-1 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. i 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 25, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week, and 3 in excess of the average for the 
ninth week of the last ten years: the 25 deaths comprise 2 from measles, 1 from 
typhus, 6 from influenza and its complications, 7 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric 
fever, 1 from diarrhea, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

Nine cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 2 over 
the admissions for the preceding week, but one under the number for the week ended 
the 17th ultimo: 10 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 2 died; 
and 50 remained under treatment on Saturday, being 3 under the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 24th ultimo. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 15, being 
a decline of 3 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 8 patients 
were discharged during the week; and 73 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 7 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week, 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 16 cases of measles (against 7 for 
the preceding week), but no cases of typhus were admitted: 30 cases of measles and. 3 
of typhus remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 58 for the week 
ending the 17th ultimo to 62 for the following week, fell last week to 41, or 6 below the 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 41 deaths comprise 25 


from bronchitis and 12 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 13 children under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convuisions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 5 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 19 by diseases of the circula- 
tory system. 

Cg ey or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 3. 

One case of homicide and one of suicide were registered. 

In 16 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 10 
children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths 
of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. : 

Sixty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (33 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under 1 month old) 
and 52 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 31 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians, and 3 (women) were each stated to have been aged 90 
years. 

Kighty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 19 took place in the North Dublin Union 


Workhouse, 21 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse, 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 


| last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 


the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on

No. 1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 
34°8 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough and 1 
from enteric fever. Phthisis caused 3 deaths. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 
34°6 per 1,000. They comprise 6 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from influenza and its com- 
plications, 1 from whooping-cough, and 1 from enteric fever. Among the 23 deaths from other 
causes are 2 from pneumonia, 5 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
34°3 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza.- Four deaths 
were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by diseases of the ade ag system, and 2 by 
phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 42°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 1 from typhus. The 
19 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from diseases of the respiratory Byam, 3 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, and 4 from convulsions. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (27) represent an annual rate of 41°5 
per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 1 from influenza. Among 
the 25 deaths from other causes are 7 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 33'7 per 
1 000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Bronchitis caused 
2 deaths and convulsions 2. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 28°8 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever. The 20 deaths from 
other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 4 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 219 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from influenza and 2.from’ 
whooping-cough.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 3rd March, 1894 :—— 


“The record is once more one of unsettled, blustering, showery weather. On five days the 
barometer was below 29 inches to the northward of Scotland, while it was above 30 inches on every 
day over France—hence the continued prevalence of strong’and’squally southwesterly and westerly 
winds on the British coasts. Thunder and lightning occurred at many northern stations on more 
than one occasion, and squalls of sleet and hail were very prevalent as the successive gales passed 
by. On Wednesday night, bright aurora was seen in many parts of Great Britain, even as far 
south as London and Oxford. In Dublin and its neighbourhood, aurora was seen on Sunday 
evening, after a fresh westerly gale which blew all day. The storm was renewed on Monday, and 
heavy rain fellat night. A third gale sprang up in the course of Wednesday night, and was followed 
by a downpour of rain and afterwards by sharp hail-showers on Thursday afternoon. By 8 a.m. of 
Friday the barometer had fallen to 28°57 inches at Sumburgh Head in the Shetlands. A rapid 
increase of atmospheric pressure ensued on ‘this day, and a brief spell of fair, springlike weather 
was enjoyed. On Saturday the wind backed to S.W. and freshened with renewed showers. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°701 inches, pressure ranging from 29°363 inches at 
3 p.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) to 30°084 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 45°8°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. were 44'2°, On Monday 
the screened thermometers rose to 58°0°, on Friday they fell to 380°. The rainfall was ‘590 inch, 
on six days—'271 inch being registered on Wednesday. Hail fell on three days. The prevalent 
wind was W.S.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°707 inches, The highest reading (30°097) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°414) on Sunday at 94.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44°1°, being 5:5° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 55°99, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 31:8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43-4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 41:1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 32:2 
hours. The rainfall measured *720 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 44°0°, the maximum 55:99, and 
the minimum 31:59 ; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°3°, the minimum 340°, and the 
mean 42°8° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°1°, the minimum 33°3°, and the 
mean 42°5°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°45 in, ; at Glasgow 2°06 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 1°39 inches.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which the 
rate was 20°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°9 per 1,006 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21:1 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 22-4, and for Edinburgh 18:3.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from U:0 in ten of 
the districts to 5-2 in Belfast ; the 161 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 12 from measles (being equal to the number for the preceding week), 8 from 
whooping-cough (being 4 under the number for the preceding week), 1 from enteric 
fever, and 6 from diarrhea. Among the 44 deaths in Cork are 1 from typhus, 2 from 
enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhcea; and the 23 deaths in Limerick comprise 1 from 
typhus and 1 from diarrhea.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 178--99 boys and 79 girls—and the deaths to 204—-100 males and 104 females.

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The deaths, which are 11 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 30:4 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 28°9 per 1,000. During the 
first ten weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 32°3, and was 0°3 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. , . 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 22, being 
equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 3 under 
the number for the week ended the 3rd instant: the 22 deaths comprise one from 
measles, one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 5 from influenza and its complications, 6 
from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, &c. t 

There were but two cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week, being 
7 under the admissions for the preceding week and 5 under the number for the week 
ended the 24th ultimo: 11 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 1 
died; and 40 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 under the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 3rd instant. ; 

Seventeen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being an 
increase of 2 as compared with the admissivns for the preceding week: 12 patients 
were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 76 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 11 cases-of measles (being a 
decrease of 5 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week), and 2 of 
typhus: 35 cases of measles and 4 of typhus remained under treatment in hospital on 
Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 45, being 
4 over the number for the preceding week, but 7 below the average for the tenth week 
of the last ten years: the 45 deaths comprise 30 from bronchitis and 9 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 12 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convuisions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 21 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 42 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 6. 

Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 13 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 
children under 5 years of age (including 4 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths 
of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years ot age (28 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old), 
and 52 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians, and 3 (1 man and 2 women) were stated to have been 
aged 92, 93, and 98 years respectively. 

Sixty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 289 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 29°8 (35°7 on the North side, and 24°4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 26'9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°6 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°9 (1°38 in the North City Districts, and 2°0 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'0 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
371 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from meningitis, 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from 
phithisis, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 
82°2 per 1,000. Among them aré 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough. 
Seven deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, and 7 by phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
89°7 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
Among the 21 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 1 from diarrhea. Seven. 
deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 3 by diseases of the circulatory 
system. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 26°2 
per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from influenza and 1 from 
whooping-cough. Bronchitis caused 8 deaths and phthisis 5. 


No.2 South City District ( High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. They comprise 1 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, and 3 from phthisis, but no deaths from 3 
any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 24'9 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from influenza and 1 from whooping- 
cough. Five deaths were caused by bronchitis and 4 by phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina, 1 from whooping- 
cough, and 1 from enteric fever. Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 2 from phthisis and 
2 from convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1,19°4; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 49°2 ; Palmerston, part of, 28°7 ; Rathmines, 30°4; Donnybrook, 16'7 : 
Blackrock, 48°7; and Kingstown, 30°8. The deaths from Zzymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever for Palmerston, part of ; 1 from influenza for Rathmines, 
and 1 from whooping-cough for Kingstown. Three of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, were from phthisis ; the 16 deaths for Rathmines comprise 2 from 
bronchitis, 5 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis; among the 8 deaths for 
Donnybrook are 4 from phthisis ; 2 of the 6 deaths for Blackrock were from bronchitis; and the 
11 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. meT. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 10th March, 1894 :-— 


“The weather remained of the ‘westerly type’ throughout this week. Strong or squally S.W. to 
W.N.W. winds, most unstable temperature, frequent rains or passing showers and fine, bright 
intervals make up the record of the period. On Sunday a depression lay off the north of Scotland, 
while another was found over the eastern part of that country. N.W. winds and cool, showery 
weather prevailed in Ireland. On Monday a new and much more extensive depression came in 
from the Atlantic. Its centre lay between the Shetlands and Norway at 8 a.m. of Tuesday, when 
pressure ranged from 30°34 inches at Biarritz to 28°90 at Sumburgh Head (Shetland Mainland). The 
eyclonic circulation of winds round this low pressure system was well marked—N. in the Shetlands, 
N.W. in Scotland and Ireland, W. in England, 8.W. in Belgium and Holland, 8. in Denmark, and S.E. 
in Norway. Hardly had this system moved away in a south-easterly direction, when another 
depression appeared off the west of Scotland, bringing with it more rain or showers. After 
Wednesday, a tendency to anticyclonic conditions existed over the Baltic, so that the wind became 
southeasterly in Sweden and Norway. In the British Islands, however, 8.W. and W. winds persisted. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'678 inches, pressure ranging between 30°317 inches 
at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, N.W.), and 29°296 inches about 3 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.S.W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 44'8°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 44°5*. 
On Friday the thermometers in the screen rose to 547°, having fallen to 35°9° on Wednesday. Rain 
fell on every day of the week to the total amount of ‘616 inch, ‘200 inch being measured on Monday 
and ‘192 inch on Thursday. The prevailing winds were W.N.W. and W.S.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-687 inches. The highest reading (30-337) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29-322) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43:2°, being 4°3° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 548°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 31'3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°6° 
and of the Wet Bulb 41:2°. The mean humidity of the air was °82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 310 
hours. The rainfall measured :915 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 44°2°, the maximum 55:39, and 
the minimum 30°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 51:6°, the minimum 31:8°, and the 
mean 42°28 ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°1°, the minimum 32°1°, and the 
mean 42°0°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:19 in.; at Glasgow 1°50 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 0-95 in.*

ENGLAND AND ScoTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which the 
rate was 19°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19*2 per 1,006 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21-0 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 22:9, and for Edinburgh 19:8.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal .o an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rates vacyiny trom 0-0 in seven of 
the districts to 5:1 in Sligo; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from ty; hus. Among the 153 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast 
are 1] from measles (being 1 under the number for the preceding week), 7 from 
whooping-cough (also one under the number for the preceding week), 3 from diphtheria, 
3 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhoea; and the 34 deaths in Cork comprise one 
from each of the following diseases, viz. :—Measles, enteric fever, and diarrhea. The 
Registrar of Belfast No. 9 District remarks :—‘«there have been some cases of typhoid, 
several of which were of a very severe character.” 


DuBLIN AnD SuBpuRss. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 187.88 boys and 99 girls_and the deaths to 173-81 males and 92 females.

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The deaths, which are 35 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25°8 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24°5 per 1,000. During the 
first eleven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31°7, and was 0-7 under 
the meari rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 20, being 
2 under the number for the preceding week and one under the average for the 11th 
week of the last ten years: the 20 deaths comprise 1 from measles, 8 from influenza and 
its complications, 5 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 1 from dysentery, &c. 

Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 4 over 
the admissions for the preceding week, but 3 under the number for the week ended 
the 3rd instant: 7 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; and 39 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 10, being 
a decrease of 7 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 14 patients 
were discharged during the week; and 72 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 4 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 10th instant. 

There were but 2 cases of measles admitted to hospital, being a decrease of 9 as 
compared with the admissions for the preceding week and 14 under the number for 
the week ended the 8rd instant: 11 patients were discharged during the week ; and 26 
cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, one case of typhus: 4 cases 
of this disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 44, being 
1 under the number for the preceding week and 4 below the average for the eleventh 
week of the last ten years: the 44 deaths comprise 29 from bronchitis and 14 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 3 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 20 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 8. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 16 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,’’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 9 
children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths 
of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 


Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 


5 years of age (32 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old), 
and 44 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 8 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 91 
years. 

Fifty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 6 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 24'5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 23°2 (21'9 on the North side, and 244 on the South), and in the Suburbs 27°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0°9 (0'0 in the North City Districts, and 1°6 in the 


South), and for the Suburbs 2’0 per 1,000. 


No. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-str eet).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. Among them are 1 from meningitis and 2 from bronchitis. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
25°0 per 1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Four 
deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 4!by phthisis, 2 by cancer, and 3 by convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
23°5 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis and 3 from convulsions, but none from any zymotic 


disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 16°0 per 
1,000. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 24°6 
per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from influenza and its com- 
plications. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28°1 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from cancer. No deaths from 
‘any zymotic disease were recorded. 


‘No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 22°2 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough. Two deaths 
were caused by bronchitis, 3 by pneumonia, 2 by diseases of thé circulatory system, and 5 by 


phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 24°8 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l1 from measles and 2 from 
whooping-cough. Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis and 3 from diseases 


_ of the circulatory system. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25°2 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°4 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 369; Palmerston, part of, 14:3; Rathmines, 38°0; Donnybrook, 22'9:; 
Blackrock, 21°38; and Kingstown, 280. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from whooping-cough for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of; 1 from the same 
disease for Palmerston, part of ; 3 from influenza and its complications for Rathmines, and 2 from 
enteric fever and 2 from influenza and its complications for Donnybrook The 20 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 5 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; among the 11 deaths 
for Donnybrook are 2 from bronchitis and 2 from convulsions; and the 10 deaths for Kingstown 
comprise 2 from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Taste VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following - 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 17th March, 1894 :-— 


“Opening amid storm and rain, this week witnessed a change to quieter, finer, though colder 
weather, and closed with a springlike day. At 8 a.m. of Sunday the barometer read 30°10 inches 
at Lyons, but the centre of a very large and deep depression lay between the Orkneys and the 
Shetlands—near the centre the barometer read only 28°10 inches or less; at Sumburgh Head the 
reading was 2819 inches, at Wick it was 28°17 inches. The difference of 2 inches in atmospheric 
pressure between central France and the North of Scotland caused strong: westerly (8.W. to N.W.) 
gales on the British coasts, and the weather was very rough and unsettled. Temperature was 
particularly unsteady—in Dublin the thermometer had risen to 52°7° during the night, but fell to 
35°9° in the course of the day, when heavy showers of hail, sleet, and snow passed over. At 
Cambridge, the maximum on Sunday was 56°. On Monday night a deep secondary system 
travelled northeastwards across England, causing heavy rains or falls of wet snow in many places 
and gales of considerable violence on the English and Welsh coasts. Again on Wednesday night 
did a depression cross England, but on this occasion ina south-easterly direction. Hail and sleet 
showers were very prevalent until Friday when the weather became dry, fine, and quict, with 
fog and frost at night and bright sunshine by day. On Saturday, after a frosty night, temperature 
rose fast. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29°605 inches, the barometer ranging 
between. 29°096 inches at 7 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.) and 30'226 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 
S.W.).. The corrected mean temperature was 41'5°, The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 
p.m. were 396°. The extremes of temperature were both recorded on Saturday—they were, 
highest, 52°8° ; lowest 31'8°. Rain fell on five days to the amount of °555 inch, °268 inch being regis- 
tered on Monday. The prevailing winds were W. and W.N.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-612 inches. The highest reading (30°237) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29°130) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°3°, being 0°8° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 52°99, and was, also, lowest on the same day, 
the mercury having fallen to 25:99. The mean of the Dry Buib for the week was 39°1° 
and of the Wet Bulb 37:1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 34:7 

hours. The rainfall measured °515 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°6°, the maximum 56°59, and 
the minimum 30°2° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 51-5°, the minimum 28°8°, and the 
mean 40°29; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51:2°, the minimum 30:1°, and the 
mean 40°3°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°41 in.; at Glasgow 0°66 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0:23 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 20°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°7 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20:1, and for Edinburgh 17°3. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 26:0 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3:4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in ten of the 
districts to 7:2 in Belfast; the 139 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 22 from measles (being 11 over the number for the preceding week), 2 
from typhus, 7 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. 
Among the 15.deaths from all causes registered in Londonderry are 2 from diphtheria ; 
and the 13 deaths in Waterford comprise 2 from scarlatina. The Assistant Registrar 
of Cork No. 5 District reports the prevalence of measles. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 161--81 boys and 80 girls—and the deaths to 197—-88 males and 109 females.

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The deaths, which are 17 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 29:4 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 28°8 per 1,000. During the 
first twelve weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31:5, and was 0-9 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. i 

Twenty-eight deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
8 over the number for the preceding week, and 6 in excess of the average for the 12th 
week of the last ten years: the 28 deaths comprise 3 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 4 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhoea, 1 from dysentery, &c. ‘ 

Ten cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 4 over 
the admissions for the preceding week: 6 enteric fever patients were discharged during 
the week; and 43 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 over the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. ; 

Twelve cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being an 
increase of 2 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week, but 5 under the 
number for the week ended the 10th instant: 7 patients were discharged during the 
week ; 2 died; and 75 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 1 case of measles and 1 of typhus: 
19 cases of the former and 5 of the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last. Pe , 

‘The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 57, being 
13 over the number for the week ended the 17th instant, and 8 over the average for 
the 12th week of the last ten years: the 57 deaths comprise 42 from bronchitis, 10 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused j35 deaths, mesenteric disease 1, and 
cancer 3. 

Four accidental deaths (including 2 from burns) were registered. | 

In 17 instances the cause of death was ‘ uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 9 
children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths 
of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Fifty of the persons whose Ceaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (25 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month old), 
and 51 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 28 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 3 (1 man and 2 women) were stated to have been 
aged 92, 90, and 90 years respectively. 

Fifty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 2 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 28'8 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 34'5 (37'9 on the North side, and 31°3 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2°4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 26 (4'0 in the North City Districts, and 1'2 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


N9. 1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 
314 per 1,000. One was from diarrhoea, but none from any other zymotic disease. Among the 10 
deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the circula- 
tory system. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths ( 32) are equal to an annual rate of 
38'2, per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
influenza. The 28 deaths from other causes comprise 7 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 6 from 
phthisis, and 4 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
45°2 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, 3 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system, and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system. One death from dysentery con- 
stitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 34°0 per 
1,000. Seven were from zymotic diseases, including 3 from measles, 1 from ‘scarlatina, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 
per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, including 1 from whooping-cough. The 20 deaths 
from other causes comprise 8 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 5 from phthisis. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 36'5 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (32) are equal to an annual rate of 41'9 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from scarlatina and 1 from influenza. Among 
the remaining 29 deaths are 10 from bronchitis, 6 from phthisis, and 5 from diseases of the circu- 
latory system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual 
) rate of 131 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer. No 
death from any zymotic disease was recorded.

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1,is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road, and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same to a point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on same

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southérn boundary of Malone Lower Townland to the River Lagan ; thence through the centre of the river as far as 
Queen’s-square. 

Belfast, No. 9, District—The only parts of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
of the City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry.

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| METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar- General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 24th March, 1894 :-— 


“ Conditions were anticyclonic, and fine, quiet weather prevailed throughout this week in the 
British Islands and Central Europe. In the far North and also in the Mediterranean basin the 
weather was less settled, but nowhere was it very unfavourable. At first the wind was westerly, 
but this soon gave place to calms and finally to freshening easterly winds, particularly in the south. 
Owing to radiation at night and to unclouded sunshine by day the diurnal range of temperature 
was large. Some very high readings were recorded at Aberdeen—viz., 63° on Sunday and 62° on 
Wednesday. On the other hand, the screened thermometer fell to 28° on Sunday night at Lough- 
borough and in London. In Dublin, the sky was cloudy from Sunday afternoon to Tuesday 
afternoon, but with this exception the amount of cloud was small. Heavy dew, haze, and fog 
prevailed at night and in the mornings, but brilliant sunshine held during the daytime. The mean 
height of the barometer was 30°324 inches, atmospheric pressure ranging between 30°434 inches, at 
9 a.m. of Friday (wind, 8.S.H.) and 30°246 inches, at 9a.m. of Wednesday (wind, calm). The corrected 
mean temperature was 461°. The mean value of the dry bulb readings at 9a.m. and 9 p.m, was 45'1°. 
On Wednesday the shade temperature reached 57'7°, on Friday * fell to 31°9%. There was no 
measurable rainfall, although a very light drizzle was observed for » few moments about 12.30 p.m. 
of Monday. The prevalent winds were S.E. and E.N.E. It will be observed that the extreme range 
of atmospheric pressure at this station did not amount to two-tenths of an inch.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°326 inches. The highest reading (30°432) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (80°248) on Wednesday at 9 a.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43:9°, being 1:0° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 57°9°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 26°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°1° 
and of the Wet Bulb 42°2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 45:0 
hours. There wasno rain during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°1°, the maximum 57:09, and 
the minimum 29°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 64:9°, the minimum 32°1°, and the 
mean 47°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61°2°, the minimum 36°4°, and the 
mean 48°3°. The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0°06 in. There was no rain at Green- 
wich or Edinburgh during the week.*

Among the 
153 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 22 from measles (being equal to the 
number for the preceding week), 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from 
simple continued fever, 3 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea ; the 51 deaths in Cork 
comprise 2 from scarlatina; among the 9 deaths in Newry are 1 from enteric fever and

the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 32:2 in every 1,000 | 


of the population: omitting the deaths (cumbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 30°7 per 1,000. During the 
first thirteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31°5, and was 0°7 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 24, being 
1 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 4 under the 
number for the week ended the 24th ultimo: the 24 deaths comprise 1 from measles, 1 
from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 3 from influenza and its complications, 5 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhoea, 2 from erysipelas, &c. 

Ten cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, bemg equal 
to the admissions for the preceding week: 14 enteric fever patients were discharged 
during the week; 2 died; and 37 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 
under the number in hospital on Saturday the 24th ultimo. 

The number of cases of scatlatina admitted to hospital during she week is 9, being a 
decrease of 3 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 10 patients 
were discharged during the week ; and 74 remained under treatment on Saturday, being 
] under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of-measles, but no cases of 
typhus were received: 10 cases of measles and 2 of typhus remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 44 for the week 
ended the 17th ultimo to 57 for the following week, fell last week to 33, or 10 below 
the average for the 13th week of the last ten years: the 33 deaths comprise 22 from 
bronchitis, 9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 1 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convuisions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 3 by epilepsy, 12 by other diseases of the brain 
ng nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 23 by diseases of the circulatory 
system. 


Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 33 deaths, mesenteric disease 7, and 7 


cancer 4. 

Two cases of suicide (man and wife) and 6 accidental deaths were registered. 

In 16 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 
children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths 
of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. ) 

Fifty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (85 being infants under 1 year, of whom 14 were under 1 month old), 
and 64 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 35 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 10 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 92 years. 

Seventy-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Pi 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union

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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 30°7 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 31°5 (26'3 on the North side, and 36'2'on the South), and in the Suburbs 28°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2°2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°3 (1'8 in the North City Districts, and 2°8 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
17'1 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 
29'8 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough and 2 from 
erysipelas. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 5 by diseases of the circulatory system, 4 by 
phthisis, and 2 by mesenteric disease. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—_The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
361 per 1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Phthisis 
caused 3 deaths, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 160 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 1 from diphtheria. Two 
of the 6 deaths from other causes were from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 38°5 
per 1,000. Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza and 1 from 
whooping-cough. Six deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 2 by diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 3 by convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (High-street)._The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 56°2 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 2 from enteric fever. 
Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 3 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 35°3 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina, 1 from whooping-cough, and 
1from diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system 
3 by phthisis, 2 by mesenteric disease, and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system.

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 24'°8 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from pneumonia and 3 from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37'8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 19°4 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 38:0; Donnybrook, 25°0; 
Blackrock, 36°4; and Kingstown, 280. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 2 from enteric fever for Rathmines; 1 from influenza, 1 from whooping-cough, 
and 1 from diarrhea for Donnybrook ; and 1 from influenza for Kingstown. Among the 20 deaths 
from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 4 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system ; of the 12 deaths for Donnybrook 4 were from phthisis and 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system ; and the 10 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from diseases of 
the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Taste VI.) 


“During nearly the whole of the week ended 31st March, 1894, anticyclonic conditions were again 
prevalent over western Europe, the central portion of the high pressure system being located for the 
most part over Denmark, North Germany, and the south of Scandinavia. The prevailing winds 
were therefore easterly over France and the southern parts of the United Kingdom, but variable or 
southerly in the north of our Islands, and south-westerly or westerly in Scandinavia. The weather 
was generally fair and dry, but a good dealof haze or fog was reported over our Islands during the 
night and early morning ‘hours, and at some of the eastern stations the weather at times remained 
thick all day. Owing to the pr evalence of fog, temperature varied considerably in different places, 
but in the day time the thermometer was usually high, the maxima oceasionally exceeding 65° in 
the more eentral and southern parts of the Kingdom. At night the weather was cold, especially in 
the inland districts, where frosts occurred rather frequently not only on the surface of the ground, 
but also in the screen. The daily range was therefore very large, the mean value for the entire 
week being as high as 35°6° both at Loughbor ough and Cambridge. Towards the close of the period 
the anticyclone receded slowly to the eastwards, and a shallow low pressure system spread over 
our Islands from the Atlantic. With the exception, however, of a few local showers the weather 
remained fine in nearly all distr icts. On the night of the 30th brilliant aurora was seen over the 
greater part of the United Kingdom.” (From Report issued by Meteorological Office on 2nd April.) 

In Dublin the mean height ‘of the barometer was 30°001 inches, atmospheric pressure varying be- 
+ween 30199 inches at 9 a.m.of Wednesday (wind E.S.E.), and 29°661 inches, 9 p.m. of Friday (wind E.) 
The corrected mean temperature was 46'3°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 
468°. The highest shade temperature was 63°6° on Thursday. The lowest shade temperature was 
37°0° on Sunday. The only rainfall was very slight showers on Saturday. The general direction of 
wind was east. This week has been remarkable for unusually fine and cloudless weather. On 
Friday night there was a brilliant play of light in the Northern sky.

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-014 inches. The highest reading (80°221) was on 
Wednesday at 9 P.m., air calm, and the lowest (29° 677) on “Friday at 9 p.m., wind E.S.E, 

The mean temperature for the week was 45°7°, being 3° 4° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, ]8&4—93. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 64°4°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 27°7°. The mean of the ‘Dry Bulb for the week was 45°5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 426°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 72:0 
hours. ‘There wasno.rain during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48'2°, the maximum 68°09, and 
the minimum 29°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 65°0°, the minimum 31°19, and the 
mean 48°19; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 64: 3°, the minimum 3} 5a, and the 
mean 46°5°. The rainfall at Edinburgh measured 0°05 in. There was no rain at Green- 
wich or Glasgow during the week.*

DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—-Births.—In the Dublin Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
day, 3lst March, 1894, 2,542 births—1,318 boys and 1,224 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in 34°4, or 29°1 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 2,012, or 32°8 in every 1,000 of the 


population; and in the suburban districts named above, 530, or 20°3 in every 


1,000 of the population. 


There were registered in London during the same period 34,068 births—being equal 
to an annual. birth-rate of 31°3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 


there were registered 5,666, being equal to 33°0 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 1,7/52—a 


number affording an annual birth-rate of 25°9 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 2,749—1,292 males and 1,457 females—affording an annual 


‘ratio of 1 in 31°8, or 31:5 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891; omitting the deaths (95) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
_ from localities outside the district, the rate was 30:4 per 1,000. The average number 


‘of deaths registered in the first quarter of the last ten years was 2,804, equivalent 


to an annual mortality of 32:2 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (31:5) for last quarter 
was 0°7 under the average for the March quarter, 
. e 
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The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of | 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 973, representing an annual mortality of 33:3 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river 
was 1,077, or 33°6 in every 1,000. In the suburban districts the number of deaths | 
registered was 604, being equal to an annual death-rate of 23:1 in every 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 22,989—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 21:1 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the | 
number was 3,706, equal to 21°6 in every 1,000 ; and in Edinburgh 1,247, affording an | 
annual death-rate of 18:4 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. | 

Diseases-__The number of deaths from zymotice diseases registered in the Dublin | 
Registration District during last quarter is 382, being 6 over the number for the 
preceding quarter, 90 in excess of the average for the first quarter of the ten | 
years, 1884-93, and 127 over the number for the first quarter of last year. The | 
annual rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases | 
during last quarter, is 4-4, being 1°0 over the average rate for the corresponding | 
quarter of the last ten years, and 1-5 over the rate for the first quarter of 1893. | 

Nearly one-fourth of the total mortality from zymotic diseases during last quarter | 
was caused by whooping-cough, the deaths from which amount to 93, or 35 over the | 
average number from the same cause in the corresponding quarter of the last ten | 

ears. , : | I 
The deaths from inflwenza and its complications were almost as numerous as those | 
from whooping-cough, amounting, as they did, to 87, against an average of 27 for the | 
corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1884-93. el 

It will be observed that the increase in the deaths from these two causes, whooping- 
cough and influenza, more than covers the excess in the general mortality from zymoti 
diseases as compared with the average for the March quarter. j 

Measles caused 33 deaths, being 2 over the number for the preceding three months, | 
but one un or the average for the first quarter of te last ten years. There were only || 
84 cases of the disease admitted to hospital, being 103 under the admissions for the | 
preceding quarter. a 

The number cf deaths from scarlet fever (scarlatina) registered is 17, being 9 over | 
the very low number for the preceding quarter, but 15 under the average for the first | 
quarter of the ten years, 1884-93. Of 181 hospital cases of the disease terminated | 
during the quarter, 7, only, proved fatal. | 

Deaths from enteric fever which had risen from 70 for the third quarter of last year | 
to 91 in the December quarter, fell last quarter to 32, which number is 43 under that | 
for the corresponding quarter of last year, and 9 under the average for the first quarter | 
of the ten years, 1884-93. The hospital returns also show a large decline in cases of | 
this disease, the total number of admissions for the quarter being 115, or 156 under | 
the admissions for the preceding three months, and showing a decrease of 59 or 34 per | 
cent. as compared with the number for the first quarter of last year! 139 enteric fever | 
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patients were discharged during the quarter ; 15 died ; and 37 remained under treat- | 
ment on Saturday the 3lst ultimo, being 39 under the number in hospital at the close | 
of last year. | 

Six deaths were caused by typhus, against 3 for the preceding quarter, and an average 
of 10 for the first quarter of the ten years, 1884-93. a 

The number of deaths tabulated under the head of diarrhaa, dysentery, is 32, or 9 | 
over the average for the March quarter of the last ten years, i 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 5 from simple continued and | 
ill-defined fever, 9 from diphtheria, and 10 from erysipelas. ti 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis | 
or pulmonary consumption) registered is 677, or 25 per cent. of the deaths from all | 
causes, against 620 for the corresponding quarter of last year, and an average of 708 — 
for the first quarter of the last ten years; the 677 deaths comprise 449 from bronchitis, — 
164 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 9 from croup, and 5 from pleurisy.

| The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 137, showing a decrease 
lof 57 as compared with the average for the first quarter of the last ten years. 

| Thirty-two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 12 by epilepsy, 91 by other diseases of 
lthe brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 221 by diseases of the

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Sixteen Principal Town Districts of Ireland.—The average annual death-rate 
represented by the deaths registered during last quarter in the Dublin Registration 
District and fifteen of the principal Urban Sanitary Districts of Ireland was 29-0 per 
1,000 persons, the respective rates for the several districts being as follow, ranging

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* 
in the fifteen provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give 
in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. 

Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 15 districts. 

Measles caused 152 deaths—a number equal to an annual rate of 2:4 per 
1,000 of the population at all ages—in Belfast, where 79 deaths from the disease were 
registered during the preceding quarter. The only deaths from measles in any of the 
other districts during last quarter were 10 in Cork, 1 in Limerick, 1 in Newry, and 
2 in Armagh. 

Scarlatina.— The total number of deaths from scarlatina registered in the 
15 districts during the quarter is 27, of which 11 occurred in Belfast, 8 (equivalent 
to an annual rate of 1:5 per 1,000 of the population) in Waterford, 3 in Cork, 2 in 
Dundalk, and I in Lisburn, Sligo, and Armagh, respectively. 

Typhus.—There were only 8 deaths from typhus recorded, being 10 under the 
number for the corresponding quarter of last year, and 4 under that for the quarter 
ended 30th December last. The 8 deaths were distributed as follows :—2 in Belfast, 
Limerick, and Waterford, respectively ; 1 in Cork, and 1 in Sligo. 

Whooping-cough, which has been for some time prevalent in Belfast, 65 deaths from 
it having been registered during each of the last two quarters of 1893, caused 
87 deaths in that city during last quarter, which number is equal to an annual rate 
of 1:3 per 1,000 of the living at all ages. In Lisburn there were 9 deaths from 
whooping-cough during last quarter—a number equal to an annual rate of 2-9 per 
1,000 ; in Drogheda 5 (equivalent to an annual rate of 1-7 per 1,000), and in Galway, 
5, representing an annual rate of 1-4 per 1,000. ‘The only death from the disease in 
any of the other districts is 1 in Dundalk. : 

Diphtheria,—The deaths from diphtheria consist of 18 in Belfast, 5 in Londonderry 
(where, during the preceding quarter, 12 deaths from this disease were registered), 
3—-equal to an annual rate of 1-0 per 1,000 of the population in 1891—in Lurgan, 
2 in Dundalk, | in Wexford, and 1 in Kilkenny. 

Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—There were but 10 deaths returned under 
this heading, viz. :—3 in Belfast, 2 in Limerick, Kilkenny, and Sligo, respectively, 
and 1 in Cork. | 

Enteric Fever caused 33 deaths in Belfast, being 9 over the number in that city 
for the corresponding quarter of 1893, but 10 under the nuniber for the quarter 
ended 30th December last. The disease also caused 5 deaths in Cork, 1 in Newry, 
and | in Lurgan, but no deaths from it were registered in any of the other districts. 

Diarrhea, Dysentery.—The number of deaths returned under this heading for 
the 15 districts is 59, including 5—equal to an annual rate of 1:8 per 1,000 of 
the population—in Kilkenny, and 33 in Belfast.

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 19°0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19°6 per !,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21:2 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 23:0, and for Edinburgh 18-6. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 25°6 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in ten of the 
districts to 210 in Armagh ; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 3 from measles. Among the 162 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast 
are 12 from measles (a decrease of 10 as compared with the number for the preceding 
week), 7 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, and 1 from enteric fever ; and the 

16 deaths in Limerick comprise 1 from scarlatina and 1 from typhus. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 165_-88 boys and 77 girls—and the deaths to 155-59 males and 96 females. 
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The deaths, which are 46 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23-1 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (cumbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°1 per 1,000. During the 
first fourteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 30-9, and was 1-2 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

Twenty-five deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being one 
over the number for the preceding week and 2 in excess of the average for the fourteenth 
week of the last ten years: they comprise 2 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
3 from influenza and its complications, 5 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, 
one from diarrhcea, one from erysipeias, &c. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 7, 
being a decline of 3 as compared with the admissions for each of the two weeks 
preceding: 2 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; and 42 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 31st ultimo. 

Fourteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital against 9 for the preceding 
week and 12 for the week ended the 24th ultimo: 14 patients were discharged during 
the week, leaving the number of cases in hospital on Satnrday last equal to that for 
the preceding Saturday, viz., 74. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 casés of measles and one of 
typhus: 9 cases of the former and 3 of the latter disease remained under treatment in 
hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 35, being 
2 over the comparatively low number for the preceding week, but 10 under the average 
for the 14th week of the last ten years: the 35 deaths comprise 20 from bronchitis 
and 8 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convuisions. 

Eleven deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 23 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

There were but 10 deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption registered against 
an average of 29 for the corresponding week of the last ten years. Three deaths were 
attributed to mesenteric disease and 2 to cancer. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 15 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,’ there having been no | 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 7 
children under 5 years of age Gncluding 4 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths 
of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (24 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month old), 
aud 45 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been nonagenarians. 

Fifty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. ta eae bie 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for - 


last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 22'1 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24'3 (250 on the North side, and 23°6 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°0, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°6 (2'2 in the North City Districts, and 2:8 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street)—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 
8°6 per 1,000. They consist of 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system and 1 from pneumonia. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 
34°6 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. The 24 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from diseases of 
the respiratory system, 5 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 4 from convulsions. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (6) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
10°8 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis and 1 from pneumonia, but none from any zymotic 
disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 4 from diseases of the respiratory system (including 2 
from bronchitis), 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 32°3 
per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles, 2 from influenza and its 
complications, and 1 from whooping-cough. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 5 by diseases 
of the circulatory system, and 2 by phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000. One death from scarlatina cOnstitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Bronchitis 
caused 5 deaths. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 10°5 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.,1from.each of the following :—scarlatina, influenza, 
whooping-cough, and enteric fever. The 4 deaths from other causes consist of 2 from bronchitis 
and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases (including 1 from whooping-cough), 
2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from 
phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 14’6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 0°0 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 21°; Rathmines, 29'8; Donnybrook, 16°7 ; 
Blackrock, 251; and Kingstown, 11'2. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from measles and 1 from whooping-cough for Palmerston, part of ; andi from 
enteric fever and 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis for Donnybrook. Among the 12 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Rathmines are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from phthisis ‘ 
the 8 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from 
convulsions ; and the 4 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system.

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METEOROLOGY.

“ Although the distribution of pressure, and the winds over Northwestern Europe (including the 
British Islands), during the week ended 7th April, 1894, have been mainly anticyclonic, the system 
has been of a somewhat complex character, and at times shallow depressions have advanced from 
the southward over Spain, the Bay of Biscay, and France, but on reaching the southern parts of the 
United Kingdom have either filled up or moved away again in a northwesterly direction. Thus 
while the wind has been chiefly easterly in direction, and the weather fine and dry, there have 
been occasional showers over our southern and western districts, sometimes accompanied by 
thunder and lightning, and over the southwestern parts of the Iberian Peninsula the fall of rain 
has been heavy. 

Temperature has varied a good deal—as a rule the nights have been cold and hazy or foggy, 
the days bright and warm, and the winds light ; on Friday, however, the easterly wind blew very 
freshly over the southern parts of the kingdom, a good deal of cloud was experienced, and the 
day-maxima of temperature were lower by many degrees than those of the earlier days. On 
Saturday, however, there was a recovery, the day being fine and warm.” (From Report issued by 
Meteorological Office on 9th April.) 

In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°991 inches, atmospheric pressure ranging 
between 30182 inches at 9 A.M.of Wednesday, (wind calm) and 29°808 inches at 9 P.M. of Monday 
(wind E.N.E.) The corrected mean temperature was 43'3". The mean dry bulb reading at 9 A.M. 
and 9 P.M. was 460°. The highest shade temperature was 556° on Thursday, the lowest 38'0° on Sunday. 
The rainfall was ‘218 inch on 5 days; the general direction of the wind, N.H. In contrast to the 
pright dry weather of the preceding week, clouds and fogs were prevalent, and rain on most days. 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:010 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°188) was on 
Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind E., and the lowest (29828) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 46:2°, being 32° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 56°6°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 33°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45:0° 
and of the Wet Bulb 437°. ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘91, complete saturation 
being represented by 10. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 29:3 
hours. The rainfall measured °185 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50°6°, the maximum 69:09, and 
the minimum 36°7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 60°8°, the mininum 34°7°, and the 
mean 46°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 59°1°, the minimum 36:02, and the 
mean 44'7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°01 in. ; at Glasgow, 0°39 in. ; and at 
Edinburgh, 0:22 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last. week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eight of the 
districts to 21°0 in Armagh; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 3 from measles. Among the 152 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast 
are 19 from measles (an increase of 7 as compared with the number for the preceding 
week), 1 from scarlatina, 7 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, and | from enteric 
fever ; the 40 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from measles, 2 from diphtheria, and 1 from 

diarrhea; and the 12 deaths in Londonderry comprise 1 from diphtheria and 1 from 
enteric fever. — 


DUBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 201-99 boys and 102 girls—and the deaths to 175--95 males and 80 females.

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The deaths, which are 9 under the average number for the corresponding week of © 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26:1 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 8) of persons admitted into public © 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24°9 per 1,000. During the 
first fifteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 30:6, and was 1-2 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

There were but 15 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 10 
under the number for the preceding week and 6 under the average for the fifteenth 
week of the last ten years: they’ comprise 1 from measles, 3 from influenza and its 
complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhcea, 1 from 
dysentery, &c. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 4 in 
excess of the admissions for the preceding week and one over the number for the week 
ended the 3)st ultimo: 4 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ;.one 
died ; and 48 remained under treatment on Saturday last, bemg 6 over the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 8, being 6 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and one under the number for the week ended the 
31st ultimo: 17 patients were discharged during the week, and 65 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 9 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 
7th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 6 cases of measles and one of 
typhus: 14 cases of the former and 4 of the latter disease remained under treatment in 
hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system which had risen from 33 for the week 
ended the 31st ultimo to 35 for the following week, fell again last week to 33, or 5 
under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 33 deaths 
comprise 25 from bronchitis and 6 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

In 10 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 9 
children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year old) and the death 
of one person aged 72 years. 

Forty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (28 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old), 
and 49 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 2 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
pee institutions; of this number 19 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 

ouse, 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 249 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 29°6 (34'8 on the North side, and 248 on the South), and in the Suburbs 14'0, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1'2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 15 (0'0 in the North City Districts, and 2'8 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 
_ 143 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, but no deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (33) are equal to an annual rate of 
I $94 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from meningitis, 6 from bronchitis, 5 from diseases of the circula- 
| tory system, 8 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
} 879 per 1,000. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by pneumonia, 2 by diseases of the 
} circulatory system, 2 by phthisis, and 3 by convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease were 
recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 38°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis,2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from 
convulsions, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 21'5 
per 1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 
18 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 4 
from phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea. 
Bronchitis caused 2 deaths. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 22'2 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from influenza and 1 from enteric fever. The 15 
deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, 2 from con- 
vulsions, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions.

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane, through the centre 
of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, Hast and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane ; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. ! 

Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, Mill- 

street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road, to Wilton-street, 
- Belfast, No. 6, District is pounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-sireet, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland tothe River Lagan ; thence through the centre of the river as far as 
Queen’s-square. 

Belfast, No. 9, District.—The only parts of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
of the City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry.

Cork, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of the north channel of the River Lee 
to the suburb boundary, thence along the suburb boundary to Gillabbey Weir, thence through the centre of the south channel to 
a point in the centre of the river opposite the Custom House, thence through the centre of the north channel, St. Patrick’s-bridge, 
St. Patrick’s-street, Daunt’s-square, Castle-street, and North Main-street, to North Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 7, District is pounded by a line drawn from Gillabbey Weir through the centre of the south channel ofthe River Lee 
to Fitton-street, thence through the centre of Fitton-street, Bishop-street, Dean-street, Vicar-street, Barrack-street, Green-streot, 
and the Pouladuff-road to the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to 
the centre of the river, thence through the centre of the river to the ‘ Cascade,” thence by the Western and Northern boundary of 
Gillabbey Townland to Gillabbey Weir. 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Anglesea-bridge through the centre of Anglesea-street, Infirmary-road,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 14th April, 1894: 





“This week witnessed the establishment of cyclonic conditions and changeable, rainy weather in 
Ireland and in many parts of Great Britain also. On the Continent, however, quiet, fair weather 
held until almost the close of the period, leading to complaints of drought from certain districts in 
Ttaly, Germany, France, and Scandinavia. From the beginning of the week a tendency was observed 
for shallow depressions to advance over the British Islands from the southwestward. These were 
subsidiary to a larger area of low barometer over the Atlantic, and on Wednesday they, produced 

sharp thunderstorms in England and Wales as well as over the west of Scotland. On this day rain 

fell heavily in central Ireland also—'89 inch being measured at Parsonstown in the King’s County. 

The changeable character of the weather became still more decided towards the close of the week, 

and on Saturday morning an extensive and deep depression moved northwards along the west 

coast of Ireland. At8a.m.the barometer was down to 25'12 inches at Valentia Island (Kerry) and 
to 29°18 inches at Belmullet (Mayo). Southerly to easterly gales were felt at some exposed coast 
stations and rain fell abundantly in several places. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 25°750 inches, pressure ranging from 29°884 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, calm) to 29°384 
inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, E.S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 51'8°. The mean 
dry bulb readings at 9 am.and 9 p.m. were 50°1°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 
627°, on Friday they fell to 43'°9°. The rainfall amounted to 1'096 inches on six days, ‘561 inch being 

’ measured on Saturday. The prevailing direction of the wind was S.S.E. Hail fellon Friday. The 
atmosphere was damp and thick or foggy on Monday and the two following days.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°756 inches. The highest reading (29°898) was on 
Monday at 9 p.m., wind 5,, and the lowest (29°381) on Saturday at 9 A.m., wind 8.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 51:2°, being 8°3° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 63°8°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 40°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49°8° 
and of the Wet Bulb 47°5°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 17:4 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘880 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 55'2°, the maximum 75'89, and 
the minimum 40°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 66°4°, the minimum 34:'9°, and the 
mean 49:4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 63°8°, the minimum 31:3", and the 
mean 480°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-06 in. ; at Glasgow, 0°58 in. ; and at 
Edinburgh, 0°05 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 18°0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18-2 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17:5 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 18°5, and for Edinburgh 15:2.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of ireland was 24'8 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns,

were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eight of the 
districts to 5°1 in Sligo; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that district com- 
prising 1 from typhus. Among the 150 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 
13 from measles (a decrease of 6 as compared with the number for the preceding week), 
6 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 40 deaths 


in Cork comprise 2 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from. enteric fever, and 1 from 
diarrhea. 


DvuBLIN AND SUBURBs. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the weex amounted 
to 155-89 boys and 66 girls—and the deaths to 156—-78 males and 78 females.

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The deaths, which are 36 under the average number for the corresponding week of — 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23°3 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 4) of persons admitted into public | 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°7 per 1,000. During the — 
first sixteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 30-2, and was 1-4 under | 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

There were only 13 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 9 | 
below the average for the. corresponding week of the last ten years and 2 under the © 
comparatively low number for the week ended the 14th instant: the 13 deaths com- | 
prise 4 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 
1 from diarrhea, &c. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 9, being 
2 under the admissions for the preceding week and 2 over the number for the week 
ended the 7th instant: 13 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 
one died ; and 43 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Nine cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 1 over the admissions for 
the preceding week, but 5 under the number for the week ended 7th instant: 12 patients 
were discharged during the week, and 62 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 3 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 21 cases of measles (against 6 
for the week ended the 14th instant), and 1 case of typhus: 30 cases of the former and 
3 of the latter disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 31, being 
10 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 under 
the number for the week ended the 14th instant: the 31 deaths comprise 18 from 
bronchitis, 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 1 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 26 children under 5 years of age (including 12 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

og or pulmonary consumption caused 26 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 5. : 

Five accidental deaths were registered. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no’ 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 9 
children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year old) and the death 
of | person aged 80 years. 

Forty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (28 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old), 
and 4] were aged 60 years and upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 10 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 93 years. 

Fifty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 26 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 8 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse.

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickférgus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same to a point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on same 
125 yards from the west side of John Magee’s farm road, thence in a north-easterly direction along the fence passing the rere of

centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 

Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, Mill- 
street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road, to Wilton-street, 

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, Hast, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and

Belfast, No. 9, District—The only parts of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
of the City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Hdenderry.

Belfast, No. 11, District consists of the area bounded by a line drawn from the junction of Shankill-road and Wilton-street, through 
the centre of said street, Cupar-street, and Springfield-road, to the boundary of Hdenderry Townland atthe Forth River, northwards 
along said boundary to the Whiterock-road, through the centre of said road and Shankill-road to the Municipal Boundary, along 
same to the boundary of Old Park Townland, thence in a north-westerly direction along said boundary to‘where a stream from Mr, 
Andrew Reid’s land crosses same, thence in a northerly and north-westerly direction along said stream to a fence, and along same 
in a north-easterly direction to the Old Park-road at a point 50 yards on the north-west side of the Old Park National Schools, 
thence in a north-west direction along said road to the road leading into the Old Park Printworks,and along same in a north-east 
direction to the avenue leading to the dwellinghouse of the late Wm.

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, by the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St, Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Hlectoral Division to the Townland of Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmote Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandons 
street, asfar as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fairlane and Fair-hill, along the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Eastern boundary of Killard’ Townland 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knocknas 
bohilly Townlands to Blarney-street, thence through the centre of Blarney-street and Shandon-street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 4, District is bounded by aline drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of Shandon-street and Blarney. 
street to the Western boundary of Knocknabohilly Townland, thence by the Western boundary of the Townlands of Knocknabohilly 
and Garranabraher to Killeens Townland, thence by the Southern and Western boundary of Killeens Townland to the boundary of

Cork, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of the north channel of the River Lee 
to the suburb boundary, thence along the suburb boundary to Gillabbey Weir, thence through the centre of the south channel to 
a point in the centre of the river opposite the Custom House, thence through the centre of the north channel, St. Patrick’s-bridge, 
St. Patrick’s-street, Daunt’s-square, Castle street, and North Main-street, to North Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 7, Districtis bounded by a line drawn from Gillabbey Weir through the centre of the south channel of the River Lee

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 21st April, 1894:— 


“ At first very broken and rainy, in Ireland, the weather took up on Wednesday and remained fair 
and for the most part bright until the end. In the earlier part of the week, atmospheric pressure 
was low in the British Isles and their immediate neighbourhood, high over the extreme north of 
Europe, and subsequently over the Iberian Peninsula as well. Both on Monday and Tuesday at 
least two areas of low pressure were found lying over the United Kingdom, where the weather was 
consequently broken and wet or showery. The showers were very heavy in places and were 
sometimes (especially on Wednesday) accompanied by thunder and lightning. In London hail fell 
on Tuesday. During the night of this day one of the depressions just spoken of moved southeast- 
wards from St. George’s Channel to France, the result being a N. wind and clearing weather in 
Treland, but a continuance of cloud, gloom, and rainy conditions in the S. and 8.H. of England. On 
Friday the barometer fell decidedly in Ireland, and the wind became southerly with a rising tem- 
perature and increasing cloud. Meanwhile the fair weather spread more and more over England, 
where temperature had failed to reach 50° in the southeastern counties on Thursday owing to a 
northerly air current and adensely clouded sky. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 25°774 inches, pressure ranging between 29°302 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, calm), and 
30°178 inches at 9 p.m, of Thursday (wind, E.S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 490°. The 
mean dry bulb temperature at.9 a.m.and 9 p.m. was 48'4°. The extreme temperatures were 59°4° 
and 38°8° respectively and were recorded on the same day, namely, Friday. Rain fell on the first 
three days to the total amount of 631 inch, '319 inch being registered on Sunday. The prevailing 
wind was §.S.E.” 

Erratum in last week’s Report: The maximal rainfall--561 inch—occurred on Friday, not on 
Saturday as printed. 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°783 inches. The highest reading (30°178) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., wind H,S.E., and the lowest (29°320).on Monday at 9 P.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47:1°, being 0°7° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, |}884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 59°2°, and was also lowest on the same day, the 
mercury having fallen to 31:2°. The mean cf the Dry Sulb for the week was 47°4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 44:99. The mean humidity of the air was °83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 48°4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘810 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48°7°, the maximum 63°09, and 
the minimum 37:9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 66:2°, the minimum 34:1‘, and the 
mean 49°7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 62°4°, the minimum 37:9", and the 
mean 48°3°, ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°26 in. ; at Glasgow, 0°59 in-; and at 
Edinburgh, 1:07 inches.* —

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which the 
rate was 18°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°3 per +,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:0 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 18°5, and for Edinburgh 19°0.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3°2 per 1,00u, the rates varying from 0-0 in seven of the 
districts to 10°2 in Sligo; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district com- 
prising 2 from typhus. Among the 133 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 
183 from measles (a number equal to that for the preceding week), 5 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, + from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; the 29 deaths 
in Cork comprise 3 from measles and 1 from diarrhea; among the 8 deaths in Water- 
ford are 3 from scarlatina; and the 4 deaths in Drogheda comprise 1 from typhus and 
1 from whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 217-107 boys and 110 girls—and the deaths to 159—78 males and 81 females. 
T 
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The deaths, which are 39 under the average number for the corresponding week of 4 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23-7 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 6) of persons admitted into public 


institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°8 per 1,000. During the 


first seventeen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 29-8, and was 1:6 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 


Twenty deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 7 over 


the low number for the preceding week, but 3 under the average for the 17th 


week of the last ten years: they comprise 4 from measles (all of which occurred in 


No. 3 North City—Blackhall-place—District), 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from 
influenza, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, 1 from 
dysentery, &c. A 

Ten cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 1 over 
the admissions for the preceding week and 1 under tho number for the week ended 
the 14th April: 5 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; and 48 


remained under treatment on Saturday last, bemg 5 over the number in hospital at — 


the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital is 5, being 4 under the 
admissions for the preceding week and also under the respective numbers for the earlier 
weeks of April: 11 patients were discharged during the week, and 56 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

There were but 3 cases of measles admitted against 21 for the preceding week: 22 
cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The mortality from diseases of the respiratory system was comparatively low, the 


number of deaths from these causes registered during the week being 28 or 13 under — 
the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 28 deaths com- — 


prise 15 from bronchitis and 9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year old) © 


were ascribed to convuisions. 
Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 4 by other diseases of the brain 


and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory 


system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 3! deaths and cancer 5. 

Two accidental deaths were registered. 

In 14 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 
children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths 
of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (25 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under 1 month old), 
aud 43 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 























house, 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union — 


Workhouse, 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate'for the entire Registration District was 22'8 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 26'6 (24°5 on the North side, and 28°5 on the South), and in the Suburbs 14°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
94 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 30 (40 in the North City Districts, and 2°0 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
200: per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina and 1 from 
diarrhoea. Phthisis caused 2 deaths. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
167 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough. Of the 
12 deaths from other causes, 2 were from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 


6 from phthisis, 
No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 


95°3 per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded, Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 40°0 per 


1,000. Four deaths were caused by measles, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 


recorded. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 
per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
dysentery. The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 


- 2 from phthisis. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 36°5 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhcea. Diseases 
of the circulatory system caused 2 deaths, phthisis 4, and cancer 2. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 19°6 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, 
and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).-The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 277 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic 
disease. The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the 


circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are .— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12'6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 9°7 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 21°5 ; Rathmines, 152; Donnybrook, 4°2 ; 
Blackrock, 14.6; and Kingstown, 224. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from enteric fever for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1; 1 from influenza for 
Palmerston, part of ; and 1 from whooping-cough for Kingstown. Among the 8 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from pneumonia and 2 from phthisis; and the 8 deaths for 
Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 28th April, 1894:— 


“The weather was in a very unsettled state until nearly the close of the week, when it became 
fine and bright inIreland. On Sunday and again on Tuesday gales of considerable force swept 
over this country from S.E.and 8. The storms were accompanied by heavy rains, or showers of 
cold rain and hail, as well as lightning. In England the gales were not much felt, but severe 
thunder and hail storms occurred in many places on Wednesday and following days. In the course 
of Sunday gradients for southerly winds became very steep over Ireland, where the wind 
accordingly freshened to a gale as the day advanced. By 6 p.m. the barometer fell to 29°15 inches at 
Valentia Island in Kerry. At night heavy rain occurred inthe S. and §.E. of Ireland, while the 
depression moved away towards N.W. At the same time, however, a series of secondary areas of 
low pressure developed over St. George’s and the English channels, causing the broken weather to 
spread out in all directions. On Tuesday morning a large and deep depression wag again found off 
the §.W. of Ireland, the barometer reading only 28°81 inches at Valentia Island at8am, Like its 
predecessor, this system passed off towards N.N.W. and broke up, sending several secondaries east- 
wards across the United Kingdom on Thursday and Friday to carry rain to nearly all districts. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°577 inches, pressure ranging from 29°261 
inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, 8S.) to 30°095 inches, at $ pm. of Saturday (wind, calm). The 
corrected mean temperature was 49'8°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 49°3°, 
The extreme temperatures in the shade were both recorded on Saturday—highest, 60°0° ; lowest, 
42°02, Rain fell on six days to the total amount of ‘977 inch, 421 inch being registered on Monday. 
The prevalent winds were §.S.E. and 8.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°589 inches. The highest reading (30°114) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°263) on Tuesday at 9 A.M., wind, S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47:7°, being 2°2° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 61:1°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 360°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 450°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 47:1 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °730 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°5°, the maximum 62°09, and 
the minimum 34°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 62°3°, the minimum 37°l, and the 
mean 49°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 60°4°, the minimum 37:9", and the 
mean 48:0°. ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°98 in. ; at Glasgow, 0°24 in-; and at 
Hdinburgh, 0:2 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 17°2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17-2 per 1,000 persons 
| living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°1 per 1,000, the rate 
| for Glasgow being 22:0, and for Edinburgh 17:1. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 24°5 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, 
| alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in nine of the 
districts to 8°5 in Lisburn ; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district com- 
prising 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 143 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 18 from measles (an increase of 5 as compared with the number for the pre- 
ceding week), 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from simple-continued fever, 3 from enteric 
fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 37 deaths in Cork comprise 4 from measles, | 
from scarlatina, 1 from typhus, and 1 from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 216--113 boys and 103 girls—and the deaths to 165-68 males and 97 females. 
U 
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The deaths, which are 24 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24°6 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24'2 per 1,000. During the 
first eighteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 29-5, and was 1:8 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 17, being 
6 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 3 under the 
number for the week ended the 28th ultimo: the 17 deaths comprise 3 from measles, 2 
from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, &c. 

There were only 3 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week, being 
7 under the admissions for the preceding week and 6 under the number for the week 
ended the 21st ultimo: 5 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 1 
died; and 45 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Twelve cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital against 5 for the preceding 
week and 9 for the week ended the 21st ultimo: 4 patients were discharged during the 
week, and 64 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 over the number in 
hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The hospital admissions for.the week include, also, 3 cases of measles, being equal to 
the number for the preceding week: 19 cases of the disease remained under treat- 
ment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Thirty deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 2 over 
the number for the preceding week, but 10 under the average for the 18th week of the 
last ten years: they comprise 18 from bronchitis and 7 from pneumonia or inflammation 
of the lungs.

‘T'wo deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and - 


cancer 5. 
Three accidental deaths were registered. 


In 16 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no 


medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 9 
caieter (all infants under 1 year old) and the deaths of 6 persons aged 60 years and 
upwards. 

Forty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (25 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old), 
and 57 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 39 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 15 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 92 
years. 

Forty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
pe institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union Work-

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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rateifor the entire Registration District was 242 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24'5 (25°9 on the North side, and 23'2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 23°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'5 (1°8 in the North City Districts, and 1'2 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1’0 per 1,000. 


_ No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28°6 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from phithisis and 2 from convulsions, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
274 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever. The 20 deaths 
from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—_The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
163 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever. Three deaths 
were caused by diseases of the respiratory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate ‘of 32'0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from measles and 1 from influenza. The 
_ 18 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from phthisis. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 21'5 
per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from measles and 2 from whooping-cough. 
Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from 
convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. No deaths from any zymotie 
' disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 30'1 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the chook Mere pt system, and 4 from 
’ phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 131 per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by diseases. of the circulatory 
system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 34°0 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 0°0 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 20:9; Donnybrook, 29°2 ; 
Blackrock, 21°8; and Kingstown, 25°. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from influenza for Rathmines, 1 from whooping-cough for Donnybrook, and 
Ifrom enteric fever for Kingstown. Among the 7 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock 
and Drumcondra No.1 District, are 2from phthisis and 2 from convulsions; 2 of the 3 deaths for 
Palmerston, part of, were from bronchitis; the 11 deaths for Rathmines comprise 2 from diseases 
of the respiratory system and 4 fiom diseases of the circulatory system; among the 14 deaths for 
Donnybrook are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
System ; and the 9 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from phthisis.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 5th May, 1894:— 


“This was a changeable, rather cold and cloudy period. A complete reversal of the wind direc- 
tions prevalent during the three preceding weeks occurred, N. and N.W. winds taking the place of 
the §.8.E. winds previously experienced. At times the barometer was very high off the W. and 
S.W. of Ireland, while a large area of low pressure hung over the NorwegianSea, whence secondary 
depressions passed southeastwards across Great Britain and the North Sea. Hence arose the 
strong and squally N. and N.W. winds of the period and the cold showers which accompanied them. 
A considerable fall of rain (‘200 inch) occurred in Dublin on Sunday afternoon in connection with a 
gmall secondary depression, which travelled southwards and was found over Devon and Cornwall 
on Monday morning. In its rear the barometer rose fast, reaching 30°58 inches at Belmullet and 
30°55 inches at Parsonstown and Valentia Island at 8 a.m. of Tuesday, May 1. The weather sub- 
sequently again became unsettled, and on Friday morning snow and sleet fell heavily over Scotland 
in connection with a deep depression lying between that country and the S,W. of Norway. At 
8 a.m, of the day named the barometer read only 29°12 inches at the Norwegian station, Skudesnes. 
On Saturday a new depression advanced upon our N.W. coasts, causing much cloud, with a back- 
ing of the wind toS.W. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°086 inches, pressure 
ranging between 30°491 inches at 9a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.) and 29°722 inches at 5 pm. of Saturday 
(wind, S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 50'2°; the mean dry bulb temperature at 
9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 501°. The thermometers in the screen rose to 60°0° on Sunday and fell to 


413° on Tuesday. The rainfall was ‘311 inch on four days, °200 inch being registered on Sunday. 


The prevalent winds were N. and N.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-097 inches. The highest reading (30°493) was on 
Tuesday at 9a.m., wind N.N.E., andthe lowest (29°740) on Saturday at 9P.m., wind, W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48°7°, being 1°7° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 57°9°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 88'8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49:2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 462°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 30°3 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °455 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48°8°, the maximum 62’5°, and 
the minimum 36°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 60°1°, the minimum 36°9°, and the 
mean 48°78; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 60°9°, the minimum 35:3", and the 
mean 48°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°18 in. ; at Glasgow, 0°47 in. ; and at 
Edinburgh, 0°65 in.”

_ ‘The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which the 
rate was 18:4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18:2 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°8 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 21°4, and for Edinburgh 18-1.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
‘Were equal to an annual rate of 3°9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in seven of the 
districts to 14:0 in Armagh ; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that district com- 
prising 1 from measles and 1 from typhus. Among the 146 deaths from all causes. 
‘Tegistered in Belfast are 29 from measles (an increase of 11 as compared with the number 
for the preceding week), 1 from scarlatina, 5 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 
4 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; the 42 deaths in Cork comprise 3 from 
measles, 1 from whooping-cough, and 1 from enteric fever; and the 12 deaths in 
Londonderry comprise 1 from diphtheria and 1 from diarrhea. 


DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted

The deaths, which are 47 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20°3 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 19°2per 1,000. During the 
first nineteen weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 29:0, and was 2°] 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

There were only 15 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
6 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 2 under the 
number for the week ended the 5th instant: the 15 deaths comprise 1 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 8 from whooping-cough 
(against 3 from that disease for the preceding week), 1 from enteric fever, 2 from 
diarrhcea, &c. 

Nine cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week against 3 for 
the preceding week and 10 for the week ended the 28th ultimo: 7 enteric fever patients 
were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 45 remained under treatment on — 
Saturday last, bemg equal to the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week, 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital was 11, being 1 under 
the admissions for the preceding week, and 6 over the number for the week ended 
the 28th ultimo: 9 patients were discharged during the week, and 66 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 5th 
instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of measles and 2 of 
typhus: 14 cases of the former and 4 of the latter disease remained under treatment 
in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system which had risen from 28 for the 
week ended the 28th ultimo to 30 for the following week fell last week to 17 or less 
than one-half of the average number (36) for the corresponding week of the last ten 
years: the 17 deaths comprise 5 from bronchitis and 9 from pneumonia or inflammation 
of the lungs.

In 12 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 10 
children under 5 years of age, including 8 infants under 1 year old. 

Forty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (26 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month old), 
and 26 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 14 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 1 was an octogenarian, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 94 

ears. 

Forty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
yublic institutions; of this number 1! took place in the North Dublin Union Works 

ouse and 5 in the South Dut lin Union Workhouse. 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
4ast week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] | 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 19°2 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 21°7 (187 on the North side, and 24’4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 13°5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
-1'8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'9 (1°3 in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
11'4 per 1,000. They consist of 1 from “lung affection,” 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 1 
- from phthisis. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
90°3 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough. The 
15 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. . 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
23°5 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from whooping-cough, ‘but none from any other zymotic disease. 
Phthisis caused 6 deaths. ; 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 16°0 per 
1,000. .No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. Two of the 8 deaths were caused by 
mesenteric disease. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 18°5 
per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis and 6 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
diarrheea. Two of the 8 deaths from other causes were from bronchitis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-streot).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 15'7 per 
1,000. They comprise 3from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, but no deaths 
from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 364 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from influenza and 3 from 
Whooping-cough. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 3 by diseases of 
the circulatory system, and 2 by convulsions. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12'6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 7:2; Rathmines, 13'3; Donnybrook, 14'6 ; 
Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 168. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from scarlatina for Olontarf and Howth, No. 1; 1 from enteric fever and 1 
from diarrhosa for Rathmines, and 1 from influenza for Donnybrook. Two of the 6 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Kingstown were from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Trish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 12th May, 1894:— 


“The weather remained in an unsettled, showery, squally, chilly condition throughout this week. 
In the British Islands the distribution of atmospheric pressure was of the cyclonic type from 
beginning to end of the period; but well marked anticyclones were noticed over France on 
Tuesday and over the Baltic and Scandinavia on and after Thursday. The deepest of the depres- 
sions was found off the North of Ireland on Thursday morning, when ithe barometer read only 
29°21 inches at Malin Head. On Friday a shallow secondary depression crossed Ireland, where it 
caused rain and a circulation of light but very variable winds—in Dublin on the morning of this 
day the wind shifted to E. ; it then backed to N. and finally to N.W. with a clearing sky and fast 
falling temperature. Rain fell inthe form of heavy showers in all parts of the Kingdom, although 
the downpour did not reach the neighbourhood of London until Wednesday. Hail fell in several 
places—in Dublin on Monday—and thunder occurred at Aberdeen on Sunday, at Spurn Head on 
Monday and Thursday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°781 inches ; the 
minimal reading was 29°548 inches, at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, 8.W.) and 9 a.m. of Thursday 
(wind, W. by S.), the maximal reading was 30'225 inches, at 11 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.W.), The 
corrected mean temperature was 50°3°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9p.m. was 50°1’. 
The thermometers in the screen fell to 404° on Saturday, having risen to 586° on Wednesday. 
The rainfall was ‘336 inch on six days, ‘158 inch being registered on Monday. The prevailing winds 
were W. and N.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-782 inches. The highest reading (30°212) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind N.W.., and the lowest (29°534) on Thursday at 9 A.M., wind, S. W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48'5°, being 1:1° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 57°4°, and was also lowest on the same day, 
the mercury having fallen to 87:2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49°1° 
and of the Wet Bulb 457°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘78, complete saturation 
being represented by 10. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 49:1 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘390 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 51:0°, the maximum 64°79, and 
the minimum 39°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 58°0°, the minimum 39'7°, and the 
mean 49°1®; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 60°3°, the minimum 40-1", and the 
mean 49°5°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°44 in. ; at Glasgow, 0°49 in.; and at 
Edinburgh, 0°45 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in twelve of the 
districts to 6'0 in Belfast ; the 141 deaths from all causes registered in that district com- 
prising 22 from measles (a decrease of 7 as compared with the number for the preceding 
week), 1 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, and 2 from 
diarrhea. Amomg the 34 deaths from all causes registered in Cork are 3 from measles.

During the 


first twenty weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 28°8, and was 20) — 


under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93, : 

Twenty-five deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 10 
over the low number for the preceding week and 2 in excess of the average for the 
20th week of the last ten years: they comprise 1 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 
from typhus, 2 from influenza and its complications, 5 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea, 3 from erysipelas, &c. 

Ten cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 1 over 
the admissions for the preceding week: 4 enteric fever patients were discharged during 
the week ; and 51 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 12th instant. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital was 7, being 4 under 
the admissions for the preceding week, and 5 under the number for the week ended 
the 5th instant: 12 patients were discharged during the week, and 61 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of measles, but no cases 
of typhus were received: 13 cases of measles and 4 of typhus remained under treat 
ment in hospital on Saturday last. | 

During last week as in the preceding week there were only 17 deaths from diseases 
of the respiratory system registered: the average number for the 20th week of the 
last ten years was 34. The 17 deaths for last week comprise 6 from bronchitis and 6 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 12 children under 5 years of age (including 10 infants under 1 year old) 


were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 1 by epilepsy, 8 by other diseases of the brain 
and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 24 by diseases of the circulatory 
system. 

Pein or pulmonary consumption caused 20 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 7. 

One accidental death was registered. 

In 21 instances the cause of death was “‘uncertified,” there having been no 


medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 12 


infants under 1 year old and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 
Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (33 being infants under 1 year, of whom 14 were under I month old), 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 3 were octogenarians. 
Sixty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
Hela institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. \ 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 246 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28'9 (34°38 on the North side, and 24'0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 14°5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2°2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°0 (3°6 in the North City Districts, and 2'4 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Hmerald-street).—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 
5'7 per 1,000. They consist of 1 from heart disease and 1 from old age, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (34) are equal to-an annual rate of 
40° per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotie diseases, viz.:—2 from whooping-cough and 2 from 
enteric fever. The 30 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 5 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
861 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from diarrhosa and 1 from ery- 
sipelas. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system, 5 by phthisis, and 2 
by convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 42°0 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, including 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 18 
deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the circulatory sygtem and 2 from convulsions, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 20°0 
per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza, 1 from enteric fever 
and 1 from diarrhoea. Two deaths were caused by phthisis and 4 by convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 47'8 per

‘The Registrar’s District of Belfast, No. 1,is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road, and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

elfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same to a point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on sume

street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road, to Wilton-street, 


Belfast, No. 6, Districtis bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland to the River Lagan ; thence through the centre ef the river as far as 
Queen’s-square. 

Belfast, No. 9, District—The only parts of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
ofthe City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry. 

Belfast, No. 10, District consists of the Townlands of Ballymagarry, Black Mountain, Hannahstown, Ballydownfine, Ballygam- 
mon, Ballymoney, Ballymurphy, Englishtown, Tom of the Tae End, and portion of Edenderry Townland, south and west of a line 
drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springfield-road, through the centre of said road, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Leeson: 
gtreet, Grosvenor-street, Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River to Ballygammon Townland. 

Belfast, No. 11, District consists of the area pounded by a line drawn from the junction of Shankill-road and Wilton-street, through 
the centre of said street, Cupar-street, and Springfield-road, to the boundary of Edenderry Townland atthe Forth River, northwards 
along said boundary to the Whiterock-road, through the centre of said road and Shankill-road to the Municipal Boundary, along 
game to the boundary of Old Park Townland, thence in a north-westerly direction along said boundary to where a stream from Mr. 
Andrew Reid’s land crosses same, thence in a northerly and north-westerly direction along said stream to a fence, and along same 
in a north-easterly direction to the Old Park-road at a point 50 yards on the north-west side of the Old Park National Schools, 
thence in a north-west direction along said road to the road leading into the Old Park Printworks,and along same in a north-east 
direction to the avenue leading to the dwellinghouse of the late Wm. Girdwood, thence in a straight line to the south-western 
boundary of the Water Commissioners’ lands at a point 125 yards north-westward from the fence of John Magee’s farm road, and 
thence in a south-easterly direction along the Water Commissioners’ boundary to the Municipal Boundary at Barleymill-road, along 
the latter boundary south-westwards to Old Park-road, through the centre of said road, Louisa-street, and Walton-street, across 
Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Tennent-street and Shankill-road to the junction of the latter with Wilton-street.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.r. Mzv. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 19th May, 1894:— 


The earlier part of this week was remarkable for the severity and persistence of a rainstorm 
which visited Wales, the east coast of Ireland and to a less extent the east coast of Scotland. On the 
Continent and over the greater part of southern and eastern England the weather was compara- 
tively fine, bright, and warm at the time of this rainstorm. On and after Thursday dry weather 
prevailed generally, with N.E. winds. Rain fell again on Saturday night. The inclement weather of 
the first few days was brought about by the advance over Treland from the westward of a shallow 
depression. On Sunday, on which day rain fell to the amount ‘of ‘50 inch at Belmullet, ‘52 inch in 
Dublin, and °61 inch at Donaghadee, At 8 a.m. of Monday the centre of this depression lay over the 
S.E. counties, and a complete cyclonic circulation of winds wasreported fromthe Irish stations—N.E. 
at Malin Head, N. at Belmullet, N.N.W. at Valentia, W.N.W. at Roche’s Point, $.8S.E. in Dublin, and 
S.E. at Donaghadee. On this day (Whitsun-Monday) the weather held_up_in Dublin, but large 
quantities of rain fell in Wales—1°07 inches at Pembroke and 1115 inches at Holyhead. The downpour 
extended to the east coasts of Ireland and Scotland later, the measurements on Wednesday morning 
being ‘46 inch at Aberdeen, ‘73 inch at Nairn, ‘78 at Wick, and 1°33 inches in Dublin. Thunder and. 
hail oceurred at Valentia on Wednesday. At this time a.large anticyclone was forming in the N. 
and repelling the depression southwards, with the result that on Thursday the rain ceased, and 
until almost the end of the week, fine and dry but cold weather was established throughout Great 
Britain and Ireland. Snow fell in Scotland on Saturday. A downpour of rain often occurs in the 

middle of May, and—as on this occasion—is induced by the chilling of a warm, moist southerly air 
current by a cold polar current encroaching upon its left border. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30053 inches, pressure varying from 29'740 inches, at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, 8.8.E.) 
to 30°332 inches, at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 497°. The 
mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m, and 9p.m. was 49°3°. On Sunday the screened thermometers fell 
to 41°02, on Monday they rose to 57'8°. The rainfall was 2°617 inches on six days, the maximal daily 
fall was 1'330 inches on Tuesday. The rainfall lasted for about 63 hours, but not continuously. The 
prevailing winds were S.8.H. at first, afterwards E.N.E.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-057 inches. The highest reading (30-342) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (29:735) on Mondayat 9 a.m., wind, S.S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47:9°, being 1°6" below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, ]884-93. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 56°7°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 466°. The mean humidity of the air was 86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1°0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 17°3 
hours. ‘he rainfall measured 3°210 inches. ‘ 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54°5°, the maximum 70°09, and 
the minimum 382°; at Glasgow the maximum was 59:9°, the minimum 35:5°, and the 
mean 47°7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 58:1”, the minimum 38°5°, and the 
mean 457°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-09 in. ; at Glasgow, 1°20 ins. ; and at 
Edinburgh, 1°17 ins.* |

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven of the 
districts to 8°5 in Lisburn ; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district com- 
prising 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 138 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 22 from measles (being equal to the number for the preceding week), 1 from 
scarlatina, 5 from whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrheea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 213--103 boys and 110 girls—and the deaths to 149—-69 males and 80 females.

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The deaths, which are 14 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22:2 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21°2 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-one weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 28°5, and was 2:0 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 23, being 
3 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 2 
under the number for the week ended the 19th instant; the 23 deaths comprise 3 from 
influenza and its complications, 8 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 3 from 
diarrheea, &c. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week was 6, 
being a decline of 4 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week, and 3 
under the number for the week ended the 12th instant: 13 enteric fever patients were 
discharged during the week; 2 died; and 42 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 9 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Ten cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 3 in excess of the -admis- 
sions for the preceding week, but 1 under the number for the week ended the 12th 
instant: 11 patients were discharged during the week, and 60 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 1 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 19th instant. 

There were only 15 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
2 under the low number for the preceding week and 12 below the average for the 21st 
week of the last ten years: the 15 deaths comprise 9 from bronchitis and 4 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 4 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system.

Five accidental deaths (including 3 caused by burns or scalds) were registered. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,’’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 4 
children under 5 years of age (including 3 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths of 
5 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 

Thirty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (25 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month old), 
and 37 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians, and | (a woman) was stated to have been aged 93 years. 

Fifty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Ratadown Union 
Workhouse. . 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 21°2 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 23°6 (18°3 on the North side, and 28'5 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°5, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
9'2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°0 (1°8 in the North City Districts, and 4'1 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
257 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
diarrhcea. The 6 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
167 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.,1from influenza and 1 from diarrheea. 
Four deaths were caused by phthisis and 2 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to’'an annual rate of 
181 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 16°0 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from whooping-cough. Phthisis 
caused 3 deaths. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 21°5 
per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from enteric 
fever.

Meteorological Observations. 343 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 26th May, 1894:— 


“This week will be memorable for its exceeding coldness and for the destructive frosts which 
occurred during its first three nights. At the beginning showers of hail, soft hail (Graiipel), and 
sleet or snow, fell in many places and snow lay on the higher summits of the Dublin and Wicklow 
mountains. Generally speaking, however, the weather was very dry and chiefly bright, except in 
the east and south-east of England, where a dull, cloudy period with cold rain or passing showers 
prevailed throughout Tuesday and Wednesday. Depressions over Italy and in the Mediterranean 
Basin caused heavy rainfalls in the S. of France—at Lyons 3°65 inches fell in the seven days ending} 
with 8 a.m. of Saturday. In Ireland and the centre of Great Britain the distribution of atmospheric 
pressure was for the most part anticyclonic—at 8 a.m. of Thursday the barometer read as high as 
80°51 inches at Shields. At both the beginning and the close of the week, however, depressions were 
found over the North Sea and southern France. Hence the fresh to strong polar winds, which caused 
the low temperatures of the period. On Sunday night, the thermometer in the screen fell to 33° at 
Nairn, Aberdeen, and Dublin ; 32° at Wick, Leith, and Shields, 31° at Oxford, 30° at Parsonstown, 
29° at Stornoway, York and Cambridge, and 28° at Loughborough. On Monday night, the minima 
were 28° at Wick and 26%? at Nairn and Loughborough. Much damage was done to vegetation by 
this untimely and unseasonable severity of frost. In Dublin the mean temperature on the grass 
during the week was only 31°49, and on Monday a reading of 26°99 was recorded. The mean height 
of,the barometer was 30°195 inches, pressure rising to 30°459: inchesiat 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, E.N.E.) 
and falling to 29'988 inches at 3 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 46°2°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9a.m. and 9p.m. were 483°. On Monday the screened 
thermometers fell to 33°0°, on Friday they rose to 64'5°. This latter reading is the only maximum 
above 60° which has been recorded in the present monthof May. The prevalent winds were N. and 
N.N.E. There was no measurable rainfall. The mean temperature—46'2°—was 2'4° below that of th 
last week in March 1894 (48°6°), and 4°0° below that of the week ending May 5, 1894—viz., 50°22." 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°198 inches. The highest reading (30°468) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (30°006) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind, N. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44:2°, being 80° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 63°2°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29:79. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46:7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 42°9°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘75, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 79:5 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 0°25 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48:2°, the maximum 70°49, and 
the minimum 32'3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 64:9°, the minimum 28°89, and the 
mean 46°3%; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 64°1°, the minimum 32°02, and the 
mean 462°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°42 in. ; at Glasgow, 0°10 in.; and at 
Edinburgh, 0-08 in.* .

Six accidental deaths (including 2 by drowning) were registered. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,’’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 6 
children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths of 
2 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 

Thirty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (25 being infants under 1 year, of whom 5 were under 1 month old), 
and 42 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 8 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Fifty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic institutions: of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 


ouse, +8 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. . 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 24'2 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 26'2 (19°2 on the North side, and 326 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1'8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'9 (22 in the North City Districts, and 1°6 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—_The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 
86 per 1,000. They consist of 1 from heart disease, 1 from hydrocephalus, and 1 caused by 
drowning. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
167 per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory 
system and 4 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
917 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz., 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from ill-defined 
fever, and 1 from “cholera infantine.” Of the remaining deaths, 2 were caused by pneumonia, 2 by 
diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 by phthisis. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (29) represent an annual rate of 44°6 
per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhea, and 
i from erysipelas. Among the 26 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, 2 from cancer, and 2 from 
convulsions. , 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 389°4 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhoea. Four deaths were 
caused by bronchitis, 8 by pneumonia, and 2 by phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 28°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 8 from pronchitis and 3 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27°77 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping~cough. 
Two deaths were caused by pneumonia, 6 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are: 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1,146; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 24°6 ; Palmerston, part of, 28°7 ; Rathmines, 20°9; Donnybrook, 167 ; 
Blackrock, 2911; and Kingstown, 168. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines, 1 from diarrhoea and 1 from influenza for 
Donnybrook, and 1 from enteric fever for Blackrock. Of the 11 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Rathmines, 3 were from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer ; 
the 4 deaths for Blackrock comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system ; and the 6 deaths for 
Kingstown comprise 2 from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, June 2, 1894: 
“The record is again one of cold weather, but towards the close the air became warmer and more 
genial. Throughout the closing period of May—from Sunday, the 27th to Thursday, the 31st, 
inclusive—the weather was continuously unsettled and in a cold showery condition. An 
irregularly shaped depression, with several minima within its area, moved slowly westwards and 
finally north-westwards from North Germany across the British Islands. As this system ap- 
roached, copious rains fell in the east. of Great Britain, but particularly in the extreme §8.E. of 
ecaad: At the North Foreland the rainfall for the 48 hours ending with 8 a.m. of Monday, May 
28th, was no less than 2°57 inches. At the Helder, in Holland, the corresponding measurement 
was still greater, namely, 3°08 inches. Very sharp nights were succeeded by showery days until 
Friday, June 1st, when the weather became finer and warmer for the time being. Hail fell in 
many places and thunder and lightning occurred on Monday and the three following days—the 
storms of May 30th and 31st being especially severe in several places both in Ireland and in England. 
In Dublin drenching showers of rain and hail fell on the afternoon of the 28th, and thunder was 
heard in the vicinity of the city. Next day also thunder and lightning occurred to the north-east 
of Dublin, where thunder was again heard on the 30th. Friday proved very fine, but at night a 
new depression brought with it clouded skies and a considerable fall of rain. In Dublin the mean 
atmospheric pressure was 29°716 inches, the barometer ranging in height from 29°982 inches, at 9 
a.m. of Sunday (wind, N. by E.) to 29°493 inches, at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, E. by N.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 50°0°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 49°9°. 
On Monday the screened thermometers fell to 401°, on Friday they rose to 607°. The rainfall 
was ‘725 inch on four days; of this amount ‘452 inch fell on Monday. The prevailing winds were 


N.N.W. and E.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-723 inches. The highest reading (29°983) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind N., and the lowest (29°508) on Saturday at 9 a.M., wind, E, 

The mean temperatnre for the week was 48'8°, being 3°0° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, ]884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 61°3°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 36°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49°5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 46°4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 43:1 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘670 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50°1°, the maximum 65:09, and 
the minimum 38'1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 67:1°, the minimum 36°39, and the 
mean 49°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61:9°, the minimum 38:7°, and the 
mean 481°. ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°67 in. ; at Glasgow, 0°44 in.; and at 
Edinburgh, 1:05 ins.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 

_ were equal :o an annual rate of 2°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in nine of the 

districts to 7°0 in Armagh ; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district com- 

prising 1 from measles. Among the 151 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast 

are 12 from measles (an increase of 8 as compared with the number for the preceding 

week), 1 from diphtheria, 7 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea ; and the 41 deaths 
in Cork comprise 5 from measles, 1 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea.

DuBLIN AND SUBUERBS. 
In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 223-118 boys and 105 girls—and the deaths to 144—71 males and 73 females.

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The deaths, which are 19 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21:5 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 20°] per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 28'1, and was 1-9 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

There were only 13 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
8 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 5 under the 
number for the week ended the 2nd instant; the 13 deaths comprise 4 from influenza 
and its complications, 1 from whooping-cough, | from enteric fever, 4 from diarrhea, 
1 from erysipelas, 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis, &c. | 

Two cases of small pox. were admitted to hospital during the week: in the preceding 
week 5 eases of the disease were received. The 7 cases remained under treatment on 
Saturday last. 

Ten cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital against 8 for the preceding 
week: 5 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; and 49 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 
2nd instant. 

The hospital admissions.for the week incluile, also, 7 cases of scarlatina (being 3 
over the number of cases of that disease admitted during the preceding week, but 
3 under the number for the week ended the 26th ultimo) and 2 cases of typhus: 58 
cases of scarlatina and 1 case of typhus remained under treatment in hospital on 
Saturday last. _ 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system which had risen from 15 for the 
week ended the 26th ultimo to 33 for the following week, fell last week to 26, or 2 
under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 26 deaths 
comprise 12 from bronchitis, 6 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 
from pleurisy.

The deaths of 5 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by epilepsy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 11 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 6. ; 

Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 6 
infants under 1 year old. 

Twenty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (20 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old), 
and 37 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 5 were octogenarians, 

Fifty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other

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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 20°1 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 20°0 (18'7 on the North side, and 21°2 on the South), and nthe Suburbs 2074. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
0'9 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°3 (09 in the North City Districts, and 1°6 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 
14°3 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from phthisis and 2 from mesenteric disease. No deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded, 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°3 per 1,000. ‘Three were caused by bronchitis and 5 by phthisis, but none by any zymotic disease. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
181 per 1,000. Diarrhoea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 8 deaths from other causes are 2 from phthisis and 2 from “ chest affection.” 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 20°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis,and 2 from convulsions, but none from 
any zymotic disease. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 23°1 
per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.,1 from influenza and 1 from diarrhea. 
The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 
and 2 from cancer. 


No.2 South City District ( High-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 14°1 per 
1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were registered. Two deaths were caused by diseases 
of the circulatory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 24°9 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric 
fever, and 1 from diarrhoea. The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia and 2 from 
phthisis. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 18°9 per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis, but no deaths from 
any zymotic disease were recorded. 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 14°6 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 24°6 ; Palmerston, part of, 0°05 Rathmines, 30°4; Donnybrook, 14°6 ; 
Blackrock, 364; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, and 1 from 
influenza for each of the following :—Finglas and Glasnevin, part of ; Rathmines ; and Donnybrook. 
Among the 16 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system and 3 from phthisis ; 3 of the 5 deaths for Blackrock were from. diseases’ of the digestive 
system ; and the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from phthisis. j

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus.

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, by the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Townland of Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmore Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandon- 
street, asfar as Fair-lane.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr, J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, June 9, 1894: 
“ Although the weather remained unsettled, cloudy, and showery or rainy, this week witnessed a 
decided advance in temperature. No high day maxima indeed were recorded, but the nights were 
much less cold, and there was a pleasant softness in the air. Very heavy rains were experienced at 
one time or another in most parts of the British Islands, On Sunday much sea fog was prevalent 
round our coasts, and great heat was felt in France, the thermometer rising to 97° at Biarritz, 88° at 
Rochefort, 82° at Lyons, and 76° in Paris. At night thunderstorms and heavy rain prevailed in the 
S and §.W. of England and §. Wales. The rainfall at Roche’s Point, Co. Cork, was 1°10 inches ; at 
Pembroke it was109inches. On Monday 2°26 inches fell at Donaghadee, and ‘99 inch at both York 
and Oxford. On Wednesday a depression travelled ina curve from the Bay of Biscay up the 
English Channel, reaching North Germany by Thursday morning when a violent thunder and hail 
storm swept across Austria. This system again caused heavy rains, ‘85 inch being registered at 
Prawle Point, Devon, ‘83 inch at Dungeness, "80 inch at the North Foreland, and 1°00 inch at Sitting- 
bourne, in Kent. Showery conditions held to the end of the week. In Dublin the mean height of 
the barometer was 29°856 inches, pressure ranging from 29°663 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, 
N.N.W.) to 29°969 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W. by N.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 53°8°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 53°3°. On Wednesday the 
screened thermometers sank to 43°1°, on Thursday they rose to 630°. The rainfall was ‘570 inch 
on six days, ‘384 inch being measured on Monday. The wind was variable in direction, E.N.E. 

being the most prevalent point.”

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°860 inches. ‘The highest reading (29°968) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°674) on Monday at 9 P.M., wind, N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 52°4°, being 2°4° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 63'5°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37:6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 52°4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 50:4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 29°5 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘710 in. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 56°1°, the maximum 68:19, and 
the minimum 46°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 64:0*, the minimum 35°89, and the 
mean 51°99; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 64:0°, the minimum 38°7°, and the 
mean 50:7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1:07 ins. ; at Glasgow, 0°99 in. ; and at 
Edinburgh, 1°32 ins.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which the 
rate was 16:0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15°9 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17°9 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19°4, and for Edinburgh 1474. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 22'8 per 1,000 of the population. 


The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in eleven of the 
districts to 7°0 in Armagh ; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district com- 
prising 1 from measles. Among the 128 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast 
are 14 from measles (a decrease of 5 as compared with the number for the preceding 
week), 1 from scarlatina, 6 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric 


- fever, and 1 from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 202-106 boys and 96 girls—and the deaths to 165—88 males and 77 females. 
2c 
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The deaths, which are 8 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24°6 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 12) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°8 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27:9, and was 1-9 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week was 18, 
being 5 over the low number for the preceding week, but 3 under the average for the 
24th week of the last ten years: the 18 deaths comprise ] from measles, 1 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 7 from whooping-cough, 1 
from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, | from erysipelas, &c. 

One case of small pox was admitted to hospital in the course of the week: all the 
cases (8) admitted during the last three weeks remained under treatment on Saturday 
last. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week against 10 
for the preceding week and 8 for the week ended the 2nd instant: 8 enteric fever patients 
were discharged during the week; and 52 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 3 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 8 cases of scarlatina: 54 cases 
of the disease remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number 
in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during the 
week was 19, being 7 under the number for the preceding week, and also 7 below the 
average for the 24th week of the last ten years: the 19 deaths comprise 8 from bron- 
chitis, 4 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from pleurisy.

Six deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 22 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 9. 


Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 16 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 10 
infants under 1 year old and the death of 1 person aged 84 years, 

Fifty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (29 being infants under 1 year, of whom 14 were under 1 month old), 
and 35 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians, 

Fifty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 


house, 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and | in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 22'8 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 272 (29°4 on the North side, and 25'2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 12°5, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1'8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°7 (27 in the North City Districts, and 0'8 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 20 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
171 per 1,000. 'The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 
298 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 each from whooping-cough, 
enteric fever, and diarrhoea. The 21 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system and 4 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
30°77 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from whooping-cough. 
Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from 
convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhea. 
Of the remaining deaths 4 were from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 
per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza. Among the 21 deaths from 
other causes are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
4 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 3 from convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 22°2 per 
1,000, Three were caused by diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by phthisis, and 3 by convulsions. 
No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 160 per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused 2 deaths (both in the same house), but no deaths from 
any other zymotic disease were recorded, Among the 9 deaths from other causes are 2 from 
phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Ovolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 9°7 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 0°0; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 358; Rathmines, 9°5 ; Donnybrook, 14'6; 
Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 56. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from whooping-cough for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District; 1 from 
measles for Palmerston, part of; 1 from scarlatina and 1 from whooping-cough for Donnybrook ; 
and 1frem erysipélas for Blackrock, Among the 7 deaths from all causes tabulated for Donnybrook 
are 2from pneumonia.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, June 16, 1894:— 

“ At first cold, changeable, and showery as in past weeks, the weather became much warmer and 
finer on Wednesday, and Saturday proved a perfect summer's day. A very striking feature of the 
period was the prevalence of great heat in the extreme North of Europe until after Wednesday—at 
Haparanda, on the Gulf of Bothnia, the daily maxima were—Sunday, 73°; Monday, 75°; Tuesday, 
77°; and Wednesday, 75°. The corresponding figures at Munich, 15° further south, were—66, 61°, 55°, 
and 57°. This anomalous distribution of temperature was brought about by a tendency to the 
formation of areas of high atmospheric pressure (anticyclones) both in the far North of Europe and 
over the Bay of Biscay and the Peninsula. Between these high pressure systems numerous areas 
of low pressure moved slowly eastwards across Scotland, the North Sea, and the southern portion 
of the Baltic, causing clouds, variable winds, and frequent showers within the limits of their in- 
fluence. In Dublin heavy local showers fell on the first three days, and hail was observed shortly 
after noon on Sunday. On Wednesday a brisk rise of temperature took place, continuing to the 
close of the week, with the exception of a few hours on Friday night, when a short cold spell 
occurred under a clear sky and with a calm atmosphere. The mean height of the barometer was 
30°009 inches, pressure ranging between 29'749 inches at 3 p.m.of Monday (wind, N.W.) and 30177 
inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 555°. The mean 
dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 55'7°.. On Saturday the shade thermometers rose 
to 692°. On Wednesday they fell to 442°. The rainfall was ‘242 inch on five days, ‘111 inch being 
measured on Sunday. The prevailing wind was N.W. Rain fell heavily in the S.E of England on 


Friday evening.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-021 inches. The highest reading (30:189) was on 
Thursday at 9 A.., wind W., and the lowest (29°787) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind, W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 538°, being 2°2" below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 66°79, and was also lowest on the same day, 
the mercury having fallen to 39:7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 54°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 51°4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 43°8 
hours. The rainfall measured °315 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 56'3°, the maximum 74:09, and 
the minimum 45:1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 70°1°, the minimum 43°09, and the 
mean 54:9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 65:9°, the minimum 45:1", and the 
mean 55'4°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°46 in. ; at Glasgow, 1:05 ins. ; and at 
Edinburgh, 1:03 ins.*

Fifty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (37 being infants under 1 year, of whom 15 were under 1 month old), 
and 39 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians, and 1 (a man) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Forty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
paphe institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 

ouse and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

As already stated, the death-rate' for the entire Registration District was 22'7 per 1,000 ; the rate

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
12 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°3 (1'8 in the North City Districts, and 0°8 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.1 North City District, West (QSummer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
25°0 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from enteric fever. The 18 
deaths from other causes comprise 7 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system.

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an.annual rate of 
25°3 per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 1 by pneumonia, and 2 by phthisis. No 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 26°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from influenza, 1 from whooping-cough, and 
1 from enteric fever. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 24°6 
per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza. Among the 15 
deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19°7 per 
1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Two

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 23°5 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded.

Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1,12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 14°6; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 30°'4; Donnybrook, 16°7 ; 
Blackrock, 21'°8 ; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhcea for Donnybrook.

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duneairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus.

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland tothe River Lagan ; thence through the centre of the river as far as 
Queen’s-square.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.r. Mzr. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, June 23, 1894: 
“ Although changeable and far from settled, the weather of this week was favourable to both 
health and vegetation. There was again a distinct advance in temperature, but no excessive 
summer heat was felt—at least in the British Islands. The sky was often clouded, and rain fell at 
times—copiously in Ireland on Monday, in Scotland on Tuesday, and in many parts of England on 
Wednesday. A fine, warm spell followed, so that on Friday the shade temperature reached 71° in 
Dublin, 72° in London and at York and Loughborough, and 74° at Cambridge. Saturday was not 
so fine, owing to the advance of an atmospheric depression over Ireland from S.W. In the 
evening a moderate westerly gale prevailed for a short time. The prevalence of remarkable heat 
in the extreme north of Europe has once more to be chronicled—the maxima at Haparanda, (Lat. 
65° 50’ N.) were—732, 73°, 82°, 77°, 75°, and 79° up to Saturday. The general arrangement of atmospheric 
pressure was anticyclonic over the Peninsula, France, and—at times—Germany ; cyclonic over the 
British Isles and Scandinavia. On Monday morning a large secondary depression was found over 
Leinster, the Irish Sea, and St. George's Channel. Its presence was accompanied by low tempera- 
tures and a heavy rainfall. On Wednesday a series of V.-shaped depressions passed across Great 
Britain, causing a good deal of rain in many parts of thatIsland. Summer heat was enjoyed on 
Friday and Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°934 inches, pressure 
varying between 30°127 inches at 9°a.m. of Thursday (wind, 8.8.W.) and 29695 inches at 2 p.m. of 
Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 57°32. The mean dry bulb 
temperature at 9 a.m.and 9 p.m. was 565°. On Friday the thermometer rose to 707°, and on 
Tuesday it fell to 449° in the screen. The rainfall was ‘593 inch on four days, 408 inch being 

measured on Sunday. The prevailing wind was W.S.W.” 








At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-937 inches. The highest reading (30°143) was on 
Wednesday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°698) on Monday at 9 A.M., wind, S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 54°6°, being 1:7° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 68°39, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55:3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 52:2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 34°1 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘395 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 58-9°, the maximum 75°49, and 
the minimum 47-9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 67°8°, the minimum 40°9°, and the 
mean 54°79; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 67°0°, the minimum 43°92, and the 
mean 55°2°.. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°32 in.; at Glasgow, 0°63 in. ; and 
at Edinburgh, 0°25 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last. week 
"were equal to an annual rate of 2:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in eleven of the 
districts to 4°3 in Lisburn ; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that district com- 
prising 1 from scarlatina. Among the 116 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast 
" are 16 from measles (an increase of 7 as compared with the number for the preceding 
_ week), 2 from whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 19 deaths in Limerick 


comprise 2 from scarlatina. 





DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week «mounted 
to 215—-120 boys and 95 girls—and the deaths to 136~—75 males and 61 females. 
25 
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The deaths, which are 37 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20°3 Im every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering.4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 19:7 per 1,000. During the © 
first twenty-six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27:5, and was 1-9 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 15, being 
2 in excess of the low number for the preceding week, but 10 under the average for 
the 26th week of the last ten years: the 15 deaths comprise 1 from measles, 2 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 3 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping- 
cough, 4 from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhea, &c. 

During the week 4 cases of small pox were admitted to hospital, being 1 under the 
number of admissions for the preceding week: 15 cases of the disease remained under 
treatment in hospital on Saturday last. | 

Twelve cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being equal to the admissions 
for the preceding week: 9 patients were discharged; 1 died; and 57 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 23rd 
ultimo. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 10 cases of scarlatina against 5 
cases of that disease admitted during the preceding week: 7 scarlatina patients were 
discharged during the week and 47 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
3 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. « 

Twenty-three deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
2 over the number for the preceding week, but 1 under the average for the 26th week 
of the last ten years: they consist of 13 from bronchitis and 10 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 month 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Six deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

eae or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 1, and 
cancer 7. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was “‘uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 
children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths of 
2 persons aged 69 years and upwards. 

Forty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (24 being infants under 1 year, of whom 17 were under 1 month old), 
and 27 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 11 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 3 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to. have been aged 91 years. 

Fifty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 1 in the South Dublin. Union Workhouse. 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 19°7 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 21°7 (24°5 on the North side, and 19'1.0n the South), and in the Suburbg 15'0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1'5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'5 (18 in the North City Districts, and 12 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
95°7 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza. Phthisis 
caused 3 deaths, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 


 17°9 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from influenza and 2 from enteric 


fever. The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia and 3 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—'The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
28°9 per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 3 by diseases of the 


circulatory system, and 3 by phthisis. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 


1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from enteric 


fever. Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 4 from 
phthisis, and 3 from convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 15°4 


i per 1,000. Among them are 1 from diarrhcea, 3 from bronchitis, and 3 from diseases of the brain

and nervous system. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, but none from any zymotic disease. . 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 23°5 per 
1,000. Scarlatina caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from 


- convulsions. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 16°0 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough. 
Pneumonia caused 2 deaths. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 24°3 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 21°5; Rathmines, 152; Donnybrook, 63; 
Blackrock, 364 ; and Kingstown, 14:0. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from measles for Clontarf and Howth No, 1 District; 1 from influenza for 
Rathmines, 1 from scarlatina for Blackrock, and 1 from enteric fever for Kingstown. The 6 deaths 
from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra No. 1 District consist of 3 from pneumonia 
and 2 from phthisis; among the 8 deaths for Rathmines are 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system ; and the 5 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from cancer.

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1,is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road, and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
poundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point, 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same to a point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on same

street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane ; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x. Mzr. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, June 30, 1894: 

“Cloudy and dull, with fresh westerly winds, at first, the weather improved daily ;and after 
Wednesday cloudless skies, moderate and cool easterly breezes and brilliant sunshine were enjoyed. 
At the beginning of the week, a depression of some importance—its minimal pressure being at 
first below 29:40 inches—was crossing Scandinavia in a south-easterly direction. Some secondary 
areas of low pressure at the same time passed over the British Isles from west to east, with the 
result that the wind was strong and gusty from westerly points, the sky was densely clouded, and 
showers fell more or less heavily at many stations in Ireland, Scotland, and the northern half of 
England. By Tuesday morning an anticyclone had formed over Ireland and England in the rear 
of the disturbances. This system developed and spread northwards over Scotland and the Nor- 
wegian Sea, so that light to moderate easterly winds became general, while the sky cleared, 
although the atmosphere remained hazy until Saturday. On this day the fine weather culminated 
in brilliant sunshine and great heat. In London the shade temperature touched &0° on Thursday 
and also on Friday. In Dublin a refreshing seabreeze subdued the sun’s heat, but nevertheless the 
maximum on Saturday was 72'8°. The mean height of the barometer was 30°253 inches, pressure 
ranging from 29°967 inches at 9 am. of Sunday (wind, W.) to 30°368 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday, 
(wind, E.). The corrected mean temperature was 60°4°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9a.m. and 
9 p.m. were 611°. On Saturday the thermometer rose to 728° in the shade, on Sunday it fell to 
49:02. The rainfall was 0°016 inch on two days, ‘008 inch being measured on both Sunday and 
Monday. The prevalent winds were first W., then K.” 








At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:261 inches. The highest reading (30°368) was on 
Saturday at 9 A.m., wind E.S.E., and the lowest (29°979) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind, W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 586°, being 0'1° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 74°69, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 43°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60°2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 569°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 55:9 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘045 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 63:8°, the maximum 82°19, and 
the minimum 48°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 74°1°, the minimum 47°0°, 
and the mean 59°2°. The rainfall at Edinburgh measured 0°04 in. There was no rain 
at Greenwich *

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* 
in the fifteen provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give 
in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. | 

Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 15 districts. 

Measles.—There were 217 deaths from measles—a number representing an annual 
rate of 3°2 per 1,000 of the population—registered in Belfast, where the disease 
caused 152 deaths during the preceding three months and 79 in the fourth quarter of 
last year. The disease also caused 30 deaths—equivalent to an annual rate of 1:6 
per 1,000 of the population in 1891—in Cork ; and 10—representing an annual rate 
of 5:4 per 1,000—in Armagh ; but the only death in any of the other districts was 
one in Waterford. 

Scarlatina caused 8 deaths in Belfast, 2 in Cork, 6 in Limerick, 4 in Waterford, 
and 1 in Lisburn, but the other districts were free from fatal cases of the disease. 

_ Lyphus.—The total number of deaths from typhus is 10, of which 4—equal to an 
annual rate of 1:6 per 1,000 of the population—occurred in Sligo. The remaining 
6 deaths were distributed through six districts. 

Whooping-cough was not so fatal in Belfast during last quarter as during the three 
quarters preceding, the number of deaths from it in that city being 53—equal to an 
annual rate of 0°8 per 1,000 living at all ages—against 87 in the quarter ended 31st 
March last, and 65 in the third and the fourth quarter of last year. The deaths 
(11 only) from whooping-cough in the other districts last quarter comprise 6—equal 
to an annual rate of 2-0 per 1,000—in Lisburn, where, during the preceding quarter, 
there were 9 deaths from this disease. 

Diphtheria caused 15 deaths in Belfast, 2 in Cork, and 2in Londonderry, but none 
in any of the other districts, 

Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—The number of deaths returned under this 
heading is 5, composed of 4 in Belfast and 1 in Drogheda. 

Enteric Fever.—There were 39 deaths—equivalent to an annual rate of 0:6 per 
1,000 living—in Belfast, against 33 in that city for the preceding three months and 
16 for the second quarter of last year. The deaths from enteric fever registered in 
the other districts last quarter consist of 3 in Cork, and 1 in Londonderry, Kilkenny, 
and Sligo, respectively. In 10 of the districts no deaths from this disease were 
registered. | 

Diarrheea, Dysentery..—The total number of deaths returned under this heading 
from the 15 districts is 48, being 51 below the number for the corresponding quarter 
of last year.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in nine of the 
districts to 5°0 in Waterford ; the 10 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from enteric fever. Among the 109 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 11 from measles (a decrease of 5 as compared with the number for the pre- 
ceding week), 1 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 1 from 
simple continued fever, and 3 from diarrhea ; and the 24 deaths in Cork comprise 1 
death from each of the following diseases, viz. : Measles, whooping-cough, and diarrhea.

The deaths, which are 33 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17°6 in every 1,000 


of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 2) of persons admitted into public 


institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 17°3 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 27:1, and was 2°1 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. ; 
There were only 11 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
13 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 4 under the 
number for the week ended the 30th ultimo: they comprise 3 from influenza and its 
complications, 1 from whooping-cough, 3 from diarrhea, 1 from dysentery, 1 from 
erysipelas, &c. ; 

No cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week: 1 patient was 
discharged, leaving 14 as the number of cases in hospital on Saturday last. 

Ihe number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 9, being 
a decline of 3 as compared with the admissions for each of the two weeks preceding : 
12 patients were discharged during the week and 54 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 30th ultimo. 

he hospital admissions for the week include, also, 6 cases of scarlatina and 
2 cases of typhus: 15 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week and 38 
remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. The 2 cases of typhus 
admitted in the course of the week were the only cases of that disease in hospital on 
Saturday. 

There were but 14 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during 
the week, being 9 under the number for the preceding week and 7 under the average 
for the 27th week of the last ten years: they consist of 7 from bronchitis and 7 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

years. 


Thirty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
0°6 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0°6 (0'9 in the North City Districts, and 0°4 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22°8 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis and 2 from mesenteric disease, but none from any 
zymotic disease. Two deaths were caused by drowning. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 
17°9 per 1,000.

No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 18°65 
per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from influenza and its complica~ 
tions and 1 from diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No, 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22'5 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza. The 7 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 209 per 
1,000, They comprise 2 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27'7 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. No deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Trish Meteorological Stations see Taste VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.r. mzur. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, J uly 7, 1894:— 

“The weather of this week, while generally warm and summerlike, was unsettled, particularly 
in Ireland and Scotland, where rain fell heavily at times. Sunday was an unusually hot day—the 
thermometer in the shade rose to 87° at Cambridge, 88° at Oxford, Loughborough and even Holy- 
head, 82° in London, 81° at Liverpool, 80° at York, Hurst Castle and Belmullet, 79° at Parsonstown, 
78° at Ardrossan, and 76° in Dublin. In the evening thunderstorms prevailed in St. George’s Channel 
and over the Irish Sea, as well as at Jersey, where 1'14 inches of rain fell. Off the coasts of Wicklow 
and Dublin thunder was frequently heard between 6 and 8 p.m.,and lightning flashed from splendid 
storm-clouds after dusk. After a dull spell on Monday, the weather again became fair for a time, 
but on Wednesday a considerable fall of rain occurred in the S., W., and N. of Ireland—the measure~ 
ment at Valentia Island was 1°42 inches. At that station 1°43 inches again fell on Thursday, a total 
fall of 2°85 inches in 48hours. On Friday, the rainfall was renewed in Ireland and a thunderstorm 
depression passed over England. At8a.m. of this day the thermometer stood as high as 74° in 
London, where the maximum proved to be 85°. Saturday was much cooler, but very changeable, 
with heavy local thundershowers. Thunder was heard to the eastward of Dublin at 2 and again 
at8p.m. The evening proved fair, but cold. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure during the 
week was 30036 inches, the barometer being seen to range from 30'211 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, E.S.E.), to 29791 inches at 6 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 62'1°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 610°. On Sunday the screened 
thermometers rose to 75'7.° On Saturday they fell to 50°78. The rainfall was ‘417 inch on five days, 
-202 inch being measured on Friday. The prevailing wind was 8.W. Thunder was heard on Sunday 
and also on Saturday.” ; 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-037 inches. The highest reading (30°214) was on 
Sunday at 9 A.m., wind E., and the lowest (29:827) on Friday at 9 p.M., wind, W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 59°8°, being 1:8” above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 77°0°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 47°19. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60:2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 56:1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘78, complete saturation 
being represented by 10. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 45'1 
hours. The rainfall measured °605 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature forthe week was 66:0°, the maximum 86°09, 
and the minimum 50:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 79°9,°, the minimum 47°6°, and 
the mean 61°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 77'5°, the minimum 48°3°, and 
the mean 61°4°. ‘The rainfallat Greenwich measured 0°19 in.; at Glasgow 1°50 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°81 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 

rate was 16:2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15:9 per 1,000 persons 

living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 15-4 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 15:5, and for Edinburgh 14°6. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 
The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered Jast week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 18°1 per 1,000 of the population.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 


were equal to an annual rate of 1°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in ten of the 
districts to 3°1 in Belfast; the 90 deaths from all causes registered in that’ district ’ 
_ comprising 10 from measles (a decrease of 1 as compared with the number for the pre- 
ceding week), 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 1 from enteric fever, and 
2 from diarrhea. Among the 32 deaths from all causes registered in Cork are 3 from 
measles and | from whooping-cough ; and the 13 deaths in Limerick comprise 2 from 


scarlatina.

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The deaths, which are 31 under the average number for the corresponding week of 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18:0 in every 1,000 


of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 17°5 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-eight weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26°8, and was 2°] 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 


There were only 9 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 


2 under the low number for the preceding week and 14 below the average for the 28t 
week of the last ten years: they comprise 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric 
fever, 1 from diarrhea, } from erysipelas, &c. ; ‘ 

Four cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week: in the preced- 
ing week no cases of the disease were received. Eighteen small pox patients remained 
under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. k 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 8, bein 
1 under the admissions for the preceding week and 4 under the number for the wee 
ended the 30th ultimo: 11 enteric fever patients were discharged during last.week ; 
1 died; and 50 remained under treatment on Saturday, being 4 under the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

he hospital admissions for the week include, also, 6 cases of scarlatina and 
1 case of typhus: 38 cases of the former and 3 of the latter disease remained under 
treatment in hospital on Saturday last. : 

Twenty deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 6 over 
the low number for the preceding week, but 3 under the average for the 28th week of 
the last ten years: they comprise 12 from bronchitis and 4 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 6 children under 5 years of age (including 4 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 


Eight deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of — 


convulsions), and 6 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 20 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 4. 

Two accidental deaths were registered. 

In 19 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 14 
children under 5 years of age (including 10 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths 
of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Thirty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (20 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old), 
and 33 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 3 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were stated to have been 
aged 98 and 94 years respectively. 

Forty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate'for the entire Registration District was 17'5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 19’8 (19°2 on the North side, and 20°4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 12'0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
0'9 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'1 (1'3 in the North City Districts, and 0'8 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20'°0 per 1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. The 7 deaths comprise 1 from 
each of the following diseases :—Bronchitis, phthisis, and cancer. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
16°7 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 
but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
235 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from enteric fever.and 1 from 
diarrhoea, The 11 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (9) represent an annual rate of 180 per 
1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Three of 
the 8 deaths from other causes were from diseases of the respiratory system. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 383'8 
per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever. Three deaths 
were caused by bronchitis and 4 by phthisis, 


No, 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 84 pet 
1,000. They consist of 1 from pyamia, 1 from paralysis, and 1 from nephritis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 13'1 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system. No deaths from any zymotic 
disease were recorded. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand CanaJl-street).—_The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.,1 from whooping-cough and 
1 from erysipelas. Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 3 from 
phthisis, 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25°2 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 11'4; Donnybrook, 6'3; 
Blackrock, 21°38; and Kingstown, 140. The only death from any zymotic disease tabulated for 
any of these districts is 1 from whooping-cough for Palmerston, part of. The 6 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar- General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, July 14, 1894:— 


“The weather remained in a very_unsettled, showery state throughout this week. The type of 
distribution of atmospheric pressure was cyclonic, and at one time—on Thursday morning—the 
barometer was as low as 29°00 inches off the S.W. coast of Norway. Owing to frequent rain and 
the clouded state of the sky no very high temperatures were recorded at any British or Irish 
station. On the Continent, however, it was very hot at times—at Perpignan the thermometer rose 
to 91° on Monday and to 90° on Tuesday. The most striking episode in the history of the week’s 
weather was the erratic course pursued by an extensive and deep depression, which lay near the 
Scilly Isles at 8a.m. of Tuesday. This disturbance first travelled southeastwards to Brittany, thence 
northeastwards to the North Sea off the Dutch coast, reaching this position by 8 a.m. of Wednesday 
after causing a downpour of rain on both sides of the English Channel—1'64 inches were measured 
at Jersey, 1'46 inches in London, and 1°22 inches tat Cap Griz Nez on Wednesday morning. By 6 p.m. 
of this day the centre of the depression, which had become much deeper, touched the Danish coast 
near Farrd, Next morning it was off the extreme south-western part of Norway, having again 
changed itstcourse. Twenty-four hours later it was found over Caithness, torrents of rain having 
fallen in the North of Scotland as it approached. On Saturday this curious system was rapidly 
filling up. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was only 29°584 inches, or as much as “453 inch 
below the corresponding value for the previous week. The highest recorded pressure was!29'974 
inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W. by 8.), the lowest was 29°309 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday 
(wind, 8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 53°2° The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. were 573°. On Friday the screened thermometers rose to 67'7°, on Thursday they fell 
to 50°9°. Rain fell daily to the total amount of ‘745 inch, ‘309 inch being measured on Wednesday, 
when ‘610 inch fell at Greystones, ‘560 inch in one or two heavy showers. The prevalent wind was 
westerly.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°589 inches. The highest reading (29°985) was on 
Sunday at 9 A.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°322) on Wednesday at 9 P.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 56'6°, being 0°2° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 65°89, and was also lowest on the same day, the 
mercury having fallen to 46°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56:3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 541°. ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 26°5 
hours. e rainfall measured °600 in. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature forthe week was 59°2°, the maximum 74:09, 
and the minimum 49°0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 70°29, the minimum 47°1°, and 
the mean 579°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 67:99, the minimum 48°6°, and 
the mean 57°8°. The rainfallat Greenwich measured 2°27 ins.; at Glasgow 0°64 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0°57 in.* :

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 16°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°6 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 16°9 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 17°3, and for Edinburgh 14°6.

The average annual death-rate. represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 18'6 per 1,000 of the population.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in nine of the 
districts to 5°0 in Belfast ; the 114 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 16 from measles (an increase of 6 as compared with the number for the pre- 
ceding week), 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and 
5 from diarrhea, Among the 35 deaths from all causes registered in Cork are 3 from 
measles, 2 from whooping-cough, and | from diarrhea; and the 10 deaths in Limerick 
comprise 2 from scarlatina. 


DvuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 195-.107 boys and 88 girls—and the deaths to 117—58 males and 59 females. 
ym 
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The deaths, which are 36 under the average number for the corresponding week ef — 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17:5 in every 1,000 | 


of the population : omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into publie 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 16:7 per 1,000. During the 
first twenty-nine weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26-4, and was 23 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 15, being 
6 over the low number for the preceding week, but 11 under the average for the 29th 
week of the last ten years: the 15 deaths consist of 1 from small pox, 1 from measles, 
1 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 6 from 
diarrhcea, and J from erysipelas. The death from small pox, which is the only fatal 
case of the disease registered in the Dublin Registration District since the month of 
March, 1888, is that of an unvaccinated boy aged 3 years who died in the Hardwicke 
Hospital on the 16th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week do not include any cases of small pox: during 
the preceding week 4 cases of the disease were received. Seventeen small pox patients 
remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Sixteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital against 8 for the preceding 
week: 2 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 62 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, bemg 12 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 14th 
instant. | 

Thirteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 7 over the admissions 
for the preceding week: 9 patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 41 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

There were only 1] deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 10 
under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 9 under the 
number for the week ended the l4th instant: they comprise 6 from bronchitis and 4 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 7 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 3 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 13 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 23 deaths and cancer 4. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 4 
infants under 1 year old and the death of 1 person aged 80 years, 

Thirty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (22 being infants under 1 year, of whom 5 were under 1 month old), 
and 26 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians, 

Forty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 167 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 19°4 (20°5 on the North side, and 18°3 on the South), and in the Suburbs 10'5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
9'1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2'3 (3'6 in the North City Districts, and 1°2 in the 


- South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 
143 per 1,000. They consist of 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 8 from phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
23°9 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from each of the following :—Small 
pox, enteric fever, diarrhoea, and erysipelas, Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 2 from 


diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)— The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
23°5 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from searlatina and 2 from diarrhoea. 
Phthisis caused 2 deaths. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 16°0 per 


1,000, They comprise 2 from phthisis and 2 from convulsions, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 30°8 
per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, 2 by 
phthisis, and 3 by cancer. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 11°2 per 
1,000. One death from diarrhcea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 11°8 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.,1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhoea. 
Diseases of the circulatory system caused 2 deaths. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 17°5 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from phthisis, 1 from bronchitis, and 1 from pneumonia, 
but none from any zymotic disease, 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 3'8; Donnybrook, 14'6 ; 
Blackrock, 291; and Kingstown, 8°4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from measles for Palmerston, part of, and 1 from enteric fever and 1 from 
diarrhoea for Donnybrook, Two of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Blackrock were from 
phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, July 21, 1894:— 

“Unsettled, showery, squally, cool—such was the weather of this week. A tongue of relatively 
high pressure was found on most days stretching across France and Germany in an east-north- 
easterly direction, but a series of depressions-—some of considerable size—continued to pass over the 
northern half of the British Isles, the North Sea, and Scandinavia from W. to E., or from W.S.W. to 
E.N.E. Hence the changeable weather of the period. Sunday was tolerably fine after a showery 
morning ; but at night a new depression caused a considerable rainfall, which on Monday extended 
to Great Britain. On Tuesday gradients for westerly winds were steep over Ireland and England, 
and the wind became strong to a moderate gale at exposed stations. In Scotland neither was the 
barometric gradient steep nor was the wind high, buta heavy downpour of rain occurred—1°08 
inches being registered at Aberdeen, 1 inch at Stornoway, and 09 inch at Wick on Wednesday 
morning. On Friday heavy thunder showers occurred to the southward of Dublin, but both on 
that day and again on Saturday intervals of hot sunshine were enjoyed in the city itself. In Dublin 
the mean height of the barometer was 29'770 inches, pressure ranging between 29'922 inches at 9 a.m. 
of Sunday (wind, N.W.) and 29°643 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, N.W. by W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 59°2°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
was 57'°8°. On Saturday the screened thermometers rose to 686°. The minimum was 52°0° on 
Wednesday and Saturday. Rain measured ‘341 inch on five days—118 inch falling on both Sunday 
and Wednesday. The prevailing wind was W.N.W.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-786 inches. ‘The highest reading (29°927) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°646) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57°7°, being 0°4° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, ]8&4—93. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 66:99, and was also lowest on the same day, 
the mercury having fallen to 46°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 542°. ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 10. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 28°1 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘280 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature forthe week was 59'1°, the maximum 72:09, 
and the minimum 50°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 68°8°, the minimum 45°49, and 
the mean 580°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 68'1°, the minimum 46°5°, and 
the mean 58'4°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°30 in.; at Glasgow 0°52 ins; 
and at Edinburgh 1:19 ins.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 17:2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17:0 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 15°! per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 14°8, and for Edinburgh 13°8.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from U0 in eight of the 
districts to 5°6 in Limerick; the 12 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 4 from scarlatina, Among the 106 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 9 from measles (being 7 under the number for the preceding week), 2 from 
scarlatina, 4 from whooping-cough, 1 from ill-defined fever, 3 from enteric fever, and 
4 from diarrhoea; and the 8 deaths in Londonderry comprise 2 from diphtheria.

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The deaths, which are 6 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 222 in every 1,000 


of the population: omitting the deaths (cumbering 4) of persons admitted into public — 


institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21°6 per 1,000. During the 
first thirty weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26°3, and was 2-2 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

There were only 13 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
11 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 2 under 
the number for the week ended the 2Ist instant: they comprise 2 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 1 from typhus, 3 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 3 from 
diarrhea, }- from erysipelas, &c. 

Four cases of smal] pox were admitted to hospital during the week: 21 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 11, being a decline of 
5 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 5 enteric fever patients 
were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 67 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. 

There were only 4 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, being 9 under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 4 patients were discharged during the week; and 
41 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital 
on the previous Saturday. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 16, being 
5 over the low number for the preceding week, but 3 under the average for the 30th 
week of the last ten years: the 16 deaths comprise 9 from bronchitis and 4 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 9 children (including 6 infants under 1 year old). were ascribed to 
convulsions. 
Three deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 
Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 31 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 5. 
One accidental death and | case of homicide were registered. 
In 15 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
_ medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 
infants under 1 year old and the deaths of 6 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 
Fifty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (41 being infants under 1 year, of whom 17 were under 1 month old), 
and 30 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 5 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 91 
years. 
Fifty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
punts institutions; of this number 6 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, . 
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| The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
| jast week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
| the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on

| The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
- 15 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 15 (1'3 in the North City Districts, and 1'6 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
95°7 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from whooping-cough. 
Among the 8 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
974 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from pheumonia, 5 from phthisis, and 5 from convulsions, but none 
from any zymotic disease. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
217 per 1,000. Typhus caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 3 from 

_ phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (9) represent an annual rate of 18'0 per 
1,000. One death was caused by enteric fever; it is the only death from any zymotic disease 
recorded. The 8 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from 
mesenteric disease. 


| No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 16°9 
per 1,000. Among them are 2 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. No 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 2 South City District ( High-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 45°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhoea. 
Phthisis caused 4 deaths. . 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 26°2 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from diarrhoea and 1 from erysipelas. The 
18 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, and 6 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 30°6 per 1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
Of the 20 deaths from other causes 5 were from phthisis and 3 from cancer. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No, 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumeondra, No. 1, 9°7; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3 ; Palmerston, part of, 0°05; Rathmines, 20°9; Donnybrook, 10°4; 
- Blackrock, 0°0; and Kingstown, 112. The only deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for any of 
these districts are 1 from scarlatina and 2 from whooping-cough for Rathmines. Among the 8 
deaths from other causes tabulated for that district are 2 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system; and the 5 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. Mer. soc., has favoured the Registrar- General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, July 28, 1894:— 


“The weather was in an unsettled, thundery state until Thursday, when a fine, summerlike 
spell set in, lasting to the close of the week. All through the period an area of high atmospheric 
pressure,—at first of feeble, afterwards of greater intensity—lay over Norway and the adjoining 
Norwegian Sea. But in the British Islands the distribution of pressure conformed to the cyclonic 
rather than the anticyclonic type. On Sunday an irregular depression passed eastwards across the 
south of Ireland to the south of England, over which district it caused heavy rains on Sunday 
night and Monday morning—'68 ineh at Cambridge, ‘77 inch at Oxford, ‘85 inch in the Scilly Isiands, 
and ‘98 inch at Prawle Point, in Devon. Near Dublin, beautiful weather prevailed at this time, but 
rainclouds were seen on the far southern horizon. During the following three days a large, and 
irregular though shallow depression travelled slowly northwestwards from the Bay of Biscay to 
Treland, being still perceptible off the coasts of Cork and Kerry on Saturday morning. This system 
caused downpours of rain and severe thunderstorms in many places. On Tuesday night, 1:27 inches 
of rain fell at Greystones, Co. Wicklow ; 1°56 inches in Dublin, and 1°67 inches at Glasnevin, 
North Dublin. On Wednesday night and early on Thursday morning a violent thunderstorm 
passed over the Counties of Dublin and Wicklow from §.E. towards N.W. Rainand hail fell in large 
quantities, and the lightning was frequent and most vivid. On Thursday forenoon the weather 
cleared, remaining bright and warm, with SE. winds, to the end of the week. In Dublin the 
mean atmospheric pressure was 29°967 inches, the barometer oscillating between 29°874 inches, at 
9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, E.S.E.), and 30°125 inches at9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.E.). The corrected. 
mean temperature was 59°2°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 59°0°. On Satur- 
day the screened thermometers rose to 68'7°, having fallen to 50°2° on Sunday. The rainfall was as 
much ag 2°145 inches on three days—1°560 inches being recorded on Tuesday. The prevailing winds 
were N.E. and S8.E. On Tuesday the thermometer rose to 95° in the shade at Berlin.”

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°97 inches. The highest reading (30°125) was on 
Tuesday at 9 A.m., wind E.,, and the lowest (29°882) on Thursday at 9 P.M., wind S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57°8°, being 0°2° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 67°7°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 44°1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 580° 
and of the Wet Bulb 55:5°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1°0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 54°7 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 2°300 ins. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62°8°, the maximum 79°49, 
and the minimum 51°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 74°3°, the minimum 41°9°, and 
the mean 61°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 66:9°, the minimum 48°4°, and 
the mean 580°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°39 in.; at Glasgow 0°03 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°14 in.*

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The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which the 
rate was 17-6), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17-2 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 16:3 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 17°6, and for Edinburgh 14:8,

‘The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 18'4 per 1,000 of the population.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in nine of the 
districts to. 10°2 in Sligo; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from measles and 1 from ill-defined fever. Among the 88 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are 3 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from simple continued and ill-defined fever, 4 from enteric 
fever, and 2 from diarrhea; among the 25 deaths in Cork are 2 from scarlatina and 1 
from whooping-cough, and the 18 deaths in Limerick comprise 2 from scarlatina. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBs. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 182--109 boys and 738 girls—and the deaths to 134—65 males and 69 females.

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The deaths, which are 12 under the average number for the corresponding week of — 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26:0 in every 1,000 — 
of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 19°5 per 1,000. During the — 
first thirty-one weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 26:1, and was 2:2 under | 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. : 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 14, being 
1 over the low number for the preceding week, but 11 under the average for the 31st 
week of the last ten years: the 14 deaths comprise 1 from small pox, 2 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 1 from typhus, 1 from ill-defined fever, 1 from enteric fever, 7 
from diarrhea, &c. The death from small pox is that of a male infant five months old 
who had not been vaccinated. 

Nine cases of small pox were admitted to hospital against 4 for the preceding week : 
7 small pox patients were discharged during the week; ] died; and 22 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 1 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 28th 
ultimo. ; 

Fifteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 4 over the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 1 under the number for the week ended the 21st ultimo: 
6 patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 75 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 8 over the number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 21 cases of scarlatina: this 
number is 17 in excess of the admissions for the preceding week and 8 over the 
number for the week ended the 21st ultimo. Five scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the week; 2 died; and 55 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
14 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Seventeen deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 1 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and, also, 1 over the 
number for the week ended the 28th ultimo: they comprise 11 from bronchitis and 3 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 9 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

enthicis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 5. 

Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 5 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 2 
infants under 1 year old. | 

Thirty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (21 being infants under 1 year, of whom 6 were under 1 month old), 
aud 42 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 5 were octogenarians. 

Forty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
heuse and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 19°5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 21°5 (21°4 on the North side, and 21'6 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2'3 (2'2 in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
171 per 1,000. They comprise 2 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 caused by 
drowning. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
227 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from small pox, 1 from scarlatina, 
and 1 from diarrhea. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from phthisis, 2 from diseases of 
_ the circulatory system, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
18'1 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.,1 from scarlatina and 1from diarrhoea. The 
8 deaths from other causes consist of 2 from bronchitis, 1 from heart disease, 3 from phthisis, and 8 
from convulsions. 


No. 8 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 26°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 21°5 
per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1from diarrhoea. Among the 12 deaths 
from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1from diarrhea. Phthisis caused 8 
deaths, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-strect):—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 22'2 per 
1,000, Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. 1 from typhus and 1 from diarrhea. 
The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from 
phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20°4 per 1,000. Diarrhcwa caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic diseas 
were recorded. Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 24°83; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 0'0; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 8'3 ; 
Blackrock, 00; and Kingstown, 30°8. The only death from any zymotic disease tabulated for any 
of these districts is 1 from continued fever for Rathmines. Among the 11 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Kingstown are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 3 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, August 4, 1894:— 


“Once more the record is of changeable, showery, and at times squally weather, with intervals of 
hot sunshine and other more summerlike conditions. The first three days of the week were in 
unison with the prevailing characters of July, 1894—changeable, but fairly warm and summerlike. 
On Sunday, the 29th ult., a thunderstorm depression lay over the English Channel, the South of 
England, and South Wales. In Dublin, gloomy, damp weather held, but there were severe thunder- 


the 31st ult., a new area of low pressure advanced over Ireland from the Atlantic, causing clouds and 
heavy rain at times. This system gradually developed into a well-marked eyclone, which was 
found off the coast of Yorkshire at 8 a.m. of Friday, and in the centre of which the barometer was 
apparently at the time named slightly below 29°30 inches. Heavy showers attended the passage of 
this depression, and thunder occurred at times in various places. In front of the centre, gradients 
were slight and the wind was only light or moderate in force—in its rear, however, the steepness of 
gradient was much more decided and the north-westerly winds were correspondingly strong. 
Indeed, on Friday morning moderate gales from W. to N.W. were reported from Liverpool and 
Holyhead. Connected with this disturbance, a yainfall of 1°44 inches was measured at Aberdeen 
(where the direction of the wind was N.E.) on Fridzy at 8 a.m. A secondary low pressure system 
caused a renewal of showers and fresh westerly winds on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height 
of the barometer was 29799 inches, pressure ranging from 30°081 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, 
E.N.E.) to 29°525 inches at 4.20 p.m. of Friday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 
601°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 594°... On Monday the shade ther- 
mometers rose to 70°5°, on Friday they fell to 49°9°. The rainfall was ‘292 inch on four days, 123 inch 
“being measured on Tuesday. The wind was at first N.E., afterwards westerly (between 8.W. and 
N.W.) Thunder was heard near Dublin on Thursday afternoon.”

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-806 inches. The highest reading (30:083) was on 
Monday at 9 A.m., wind E.N.E., and the lowest (29°539) on Thursday at 9-P.M., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 58°62, being 0°6° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 71°0°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 470°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58°2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 55:7°. The mean humidity of the air was °85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1°0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 35:0 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °425 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62°1°, the maximum 78°09, 
and the minimum 52'1° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 789°, the minimum 49:09, and 
the mean 62°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 679°, the minimum 49°3°, and 
the mean 59°5°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:19 in.; at Glasgow 1°91 ins.; 
and at Edinburgh 1°41 ins.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts durmg last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in eleven of the 
districts to 4°3 in Lisburn; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from diarrhea. Among the 104 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 2 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, and 6 from 
diarrhcea ; and the 36 deaths in Cork comprise 2 from measles. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week smounted 
to 163--84 boys and 79 girls—and the deaths to 124—-56 males and 68 females. 
2M 
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The deaths, which are 32 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18:5 in every 1,000 


of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 17°5 per 1,000. During the | 
first thirty-two weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25-9, and was 2°3 under 


the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 20, bein 
6 over the number for the preceding week, but 7 under the average for the 32nd 
week of the last ten years: the 26 deaths comprise 1 from small pox, 1 from whooping- 
cough, | from ill-defined fever, 2 from enteric fever, 8 from diarrhea, &c. ‘The death 
from small pox is that of a girl aged four years who had not been vaccinated. 

Twenty-six cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 17 
in excess of the admissions for the preceding week : 3 small-pox patients were discharged 
during the week; 1 died; and 44 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 22 
over the number in hospital on Saturday the 4th instant. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 15, being equal to the 
admissions for the preceding week: 14 patients were discharged during the week; and 
76 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 over the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 14 cases of scarlatina (a decline 
of 7 as compared with the number of cases of that disease admitted during the pre- 
ceding week) and 8 cases of typhus. Eight scarlatina patients were discharged during 
the week ; and 61 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 4th instant. The 3 cases of typhus admitted during the 
week were the only cases of that disease in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 13, being 
4 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and, also, 4 under 
the number for the week ended the 4th instant: the 13 deaths comprise 6 from 
bronchitis and 5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 8 children (including 6 infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to 
convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

~ Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths and cancer 4. 

Four accidental deaths were registered. , ; 

In 13 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 9 
infants under 1 year old and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

_ Thirty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (24 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old), 
and 31 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 3 were octogenarians, and | (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Thirty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 


ublic institutions; of this number 4 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 5 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 
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“The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 17°5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 17°5 (161 on the North side, and 187 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°4. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1'9 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2'1 (2'7 in the North City Districts, and 1°6 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. : 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 
57 per 1,000. Both were caused by phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 
21°5 per 1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhoea, 
Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 3 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (8) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
144 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from ill-defined fever, but none from any other zymotic disease. 
The 7 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 1 from hematemesis, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 160 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic disease, viz.,1 from small pox, 1 from whooping-cough, and 1 from 
diarrhoea. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 26'2 
per 1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 16 deaths 
from other causes comprise 4 from phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19°7 per 
1,000. Two were from diarrhcea, but none from any other zymotic disease. Among the 5 deaths 
from other causes are 2 from convulsions. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street)._The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 131 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 17°5 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhea 
The 11 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from phthisis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 2 from convulsions. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25'2 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°4; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 14°3 ; Rathmines, 13°3; Donnybrook, 22'9 ; 
Blackrock, 21°38; and Kingstown, 140. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis and 1from diarrhoea for Donnybrook, 1 from 
enteric fever for Blackrock, and 1 from diarrhea for Kingstown. The 7 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Rathmines comprise 2 from phthisis ; among the 11 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from 
bronchitis and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; and the 5 deaths for Kingstown 
comprise 2 from phthisis.

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1,is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road, and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by aline drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by aline drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Waiton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same toa point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on same 
125 yards from the west side of John Magee’s farm road, thence in a north-easterly direction along the fence passing the rere of 
John Magee’s old farm-house, to the south-western boundary of the Northern Reservoir at Old Park, thence following said boundary 
along its western and northern sides to a point about 140 yards in an easterly direction from the point where the Carr’s Glen River 
enters the grounds of said reservoir, and thence north-eastward along a fence which meets the western boundary of Skegoneil! 
Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through the centre of Duncairn-street, to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane, through the centre 
of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, Hast and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane ; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 

Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, Mill- 
street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road, to Wilton-street, 

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-sireet, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland tothe River Lagan ; thence through the centre of the river as far as 
Queen’s-square. 

Belfast, No. 9, District—The only parts of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
of the City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry. 

Belfast, No. 10, District consists of the Townlands of Ballymagarry, Black Mountain, Hannahstown, Ballydownfine, Ballygam- 
mon, Ballymoney, Ballymurphy, Englishtown, Tom of the Tae End, and portion of Edenderry Townland, south and west of a line 
drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springfield-road, through the centre of said road, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Leeson- 
street, Grosvenor-street, Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River to Ballygammon Townland, 

Belfast, No. 11, District consists of the area bounded by a line drawn from the junction of Shankill-road and Wilton-street, through 
the centre of said street, Cupar-street, and Springfield-road, to the boundary of Edenderry Townland atthe Forth River, northwards 
along said boundary to the Whiterock-road, through the centre of said road and Shankill-road to the Municipal Boundary, along 
same to the boundary of Old Park Townland, thence in a north-westerly direction along said boundary to where a stream from Mr. 
Andrew Reid’s land crosses same, thence in a northerly and north-westerly direction along said stream to a fence, and along same 
in a north-easterly direction to the Old Park-road at a point 50 yards on the north-west side of the Old Park National Schools, 
thence in a north-west direction along said road to the road leading into the Old Park Printworks, and along same in a north-east 
direction to the avenue leading to the dwellinghouse of the late Wm.

: METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, August 11, 1894:— 


“All through this period, as in past weeks, the weather over North-western Murope was in a 
changeable, showery, and windy condition. There were, no doubt, frequent intervals of bright 
sunshine and genial warmth, but these were rudely broken in upon by sdualls and drenching 
thundershowers of very local distribution. Twosuch showers fell over Dublin on Sunday afternoon 
yielding more than a quarter of an inch of rain. In the course of the following night a shallow 
secondary depression appeared at the mouth of the English Channel, whence it travelled eastward 
to the Straits of Dover. This system caused beautiful weather in Ireland on Monday— Bank 
Holiday ’—but a considerable fall of rain over the greater part of England. On Tuesday a new 
primary depression advanced over Ireland and Scotland from W.S.W. At8a.m. of Wednesday the 
barometer was down to 29°41 inches at Stornoway, and by 1 p.m. it receded to 29°52 inches even in 
Dublin, where torrents of rain with hail fell at5 p.m, On Thursday also there were very heavy 
showers in places, and thunder and lightning occurred about 6 p.m. off the coast of Wicklow. At 
night the wind veered and rose to a moderate gale from N.N.W. On Friday a ridge of high pressure 
lay over Ireland, the barometer rising to 30°30 inches at Valentia Island, but next day the barometer 
gave way again and the wind backed towards W. with dull, cool weather. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 29830 inches. Pressure ranged between 29°520 inches at 1 p.m. of 
Wednesday (wind, W.), and 30°190 inches at 9 p.m.of Friday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 584°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 57'9°,, On Wednesday 
the screened thermometers rose to 67'9° ; on Friday they fell to 50°2°. The rainfall was ‘806 inch on 
es cel ee mon being registered on Wednesday. The prevalent winds were westerly (between 

.W. and N.W.).” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°839 inches. The highest reading (30°205) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°578) on Wednesday at 9 A.M., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57:2°, being 1:6° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 67°6°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 46°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57'4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 54:2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 37°5 | 
hours. The rainfall measured :995 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 60°4°, the maximum 74°19, 
and the minimum 51°9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 68°9°, the minimum 50:0°, and 
the mean 57:7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 68°1°, the minimum 48°7°, and 
the mean 58°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°52 in.; at Glasgow 0°47 in.; 
and at Edinburgh 0°46 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 17:1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17-6 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 14°6 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 14°8, and for Edinburgh 12:1.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 17°2 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in eleven of the 
districts to 4°6 in Belfast and Lurgan; the 89 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast comprising 1 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 4 from diphtheria, 4 from 
enteric fever, and 13 from diarrhea; and the 5 deaths in Lurgan comprising 1 from 
diphtheria. Among the 23 deaths from all causes registered in Cork are 2 from 
diarrheea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week smounted 
to 164—-86 boys and 78 girls—and the deaths to 132—-60 males and 72 ren 
N 
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The deaths, which are 29 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 19-7 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 18°3 per 1,000. During the 
first thirty-three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25-7, and was 2°3 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 17, being 
13 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 3 under 
the number for the week ended the 11th instant: they comprise 3 from small pox, 1 
from measles, 1 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from influenza, 2 from whooping- 
cough, I from enteric fever, 5 from diarrhea, 1 from dysentery, &c. 

The deaths from small pox are those of a man aged 37 years, unvaccinated; a male 
infant 8 weeks old, unvaccinated ; and a woman aged 51 years who had been vaccinated 
‘in infancy-—one small bad mark.” 

Thirty-seven cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 11 
over the number of admissions for the preceding week: 3 small pox patients died 
during the week ; and 78 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 34 over the 
number in hospital on Saturday the 11th instant. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 16, being 5 under the 
admissions for each of the two weeks preceding: 18 enteric fever patients were discharged 
during the week; 1 died; and 67 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 
under the number in hospital on Saturday the 11th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 16 cases of scarlatina, being 2 
over the number of cases of that disease admitted during the preceding week, but 5 
under the admissions for the week ended the 4th instant: 9 patients were discharged 
during the week ; and 68 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 over the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

During last week as in the week preceding, there were only 13 deaths from diseases 
of the respiratory system registered, being, in each case, 4 below the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years: the 13 deaths for last week comprise 7 
from bronchitis and 4 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

‘The deaths of 9 children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 11 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 26 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 3. 


Two accidental deaths were registered. 

In 8 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 5 
infants under 1 year old. 

Thirty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (25 being infants under 1 year, of whom 5 were under 1 month old), 
and 21 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 10 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 3 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 6 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. , 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths ‘1 Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 183 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 20°0 (18°7 on the North side, and 21°2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 14'5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
9'1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°3 (27 in the North City. Districts, and 2°0 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 
143 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from scarlatina, but none from any other zymotic disease. Phthisis 
caused 2 deaths.

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
167 per 1,000. Small pox caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system 
and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
23°5 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from small pox, 1 from measles, and 
2 from diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 2 by 
conyulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 20°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from phthisis, 1 from pneumonia, and 1 from croup, but no deaths from 
any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 21° 
per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from small pox and 1 from diarrhea. Among 
the 12 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from phthisis. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 33°7 per 
1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 11 deaths 
from other causes comprise 2 from phthisis and 3 from convulsions. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 15°7 per 
1,000. They comprise 1 from cerebral meningitis, 5 from bronchitis, and 2 from pneumonia. 


"No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20°'4 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, 1 from diarrhea; and 1 from dysentery. Phthisis caused 5 deaths. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 9°7; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 13°3; Donnybrook, 10°4; 
Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 280. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from enteric fever for Clontarf and Howth, No.1; 1 from influenza and 1 from 
whooping-cough for Rathmines; and 1 from whooping-cough for Donnybrook.

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; METEOROLOGY. . 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, August 18, 1894:— 


“Qyclonic conditions prevailed throughout this week over North-western Europe. The weather 
- was consequently unsettled, with rather low temperature, clouded skies, strong westerly and north- 
westerly winds, and frequent showers. In Ireland, however, the rainfall was happily not so heavy 
or persistent as in previous weeks. At the beginning of the period the centre of a depression was 
found near the Shetlands, where the barometer read 29°55 inches, while it stood as high as 30°32 
inches at Lorient in Brittany. Fresh to strong westerly winds and showers prevailed. At8a.m. 
of Monday the depression was off the extreme south of Norway. It had grown deeper—the 
minimum now being 29'30 inches. This system was quickly followed by another depression, which 
lay directly over Scotland on Wednesday morning, the barometer being down to 29°13 inches at 
poth Aberdeen und Leith at 8a.m. This disturbance caused moderate to fresh gales at exposed 
stations—first from S.W., afterwards from N.W., and large quantities of rain fell in Scotland and 
the Shetlands. During the two days following, the depression moved away slowly towards N.E. 
and finally northwards, but the strong cold N.W. winds belonging to it continued to blow until the 
end of the week. Indeed, the very decided rise of the barometer in the S.W. maintained steep 
gradients for N.W. winds all over the British Islands. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure 
was 29°892 inches, the barometer ranging between 29'432 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, 
W.N.W.) and 307178 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind also W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 675°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 57°0°.. On Monday the screened 
thermometers rose to 65'7° ; on Thursday they fell to 481°. The rainfall was ‘340 inch on six days, 
‘150 inch being measured on Monday. The prevailing winds were W. and N.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Suryey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:901 inches. The highest reading (30°183) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°413) on Wednesday at 9 A.M., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 56°5°, being 1:4° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 65°09, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 462°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56°2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 537°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 27°4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °365 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59°2°, the maximum 80°59, 
and the minimum 45:2° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 65:0°, the minimum 47°0°, and 
the mean 57°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 65:9°, the minimum 44°4°, and 
the mean 567°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:94 in.; at Glasgow 1°94 ins. ; 
and at Edinburgh 1°54 ins.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which the 
rate was 15:4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 14°9 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 16°3, and for Edinburgh 14:2. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 23°7 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eight of the 
districts to 4-7 in Londonderry ; the 13 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhea. Among the 133 deaths from all 
causes registered in Belfast are 4 from measles, 1 from typhus, 1 from whooping-cough, 
3 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and 9 from diarrhea; and the 30 deaths in 
Cork comprise 1 from simple continued fever, 2 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 180-94 boys and 86 girls—and the deaths to 188—101 males and 87 ad

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The deaths, which are 32 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°0 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (cumbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27:0 per 1,000. During the 
first thirty-four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25-7, and was 2-2 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. ; 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 31, being 
4 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 14 over 
the number for the week ended the | 8th instant: they comprise 6 from small pox, 4 
from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 4 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 8 from 
diarrhcea, 1 from dysentery, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

The deaths from small pox are those of two men aged respectively 30 years, and a 
female aged 20 years, vaccinated ; and two boys aged 7 and 10 years respectively, and 
1 girl aged 9 years unvaccinated. 

Only 14 cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 23 
under the number of admissions for the preceding week: 7 small pox patients were 
discharged during the week; 6 died; and 79 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 1 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 18th instant. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 11, being 1 over the 
admissions for the preceding week: 7 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
week; 2 died; and 69 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over the 
number in hospital on Saturday the 18th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 4 cases of scarlatina, against 16 
for the preceding week: 6 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 64 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

No case of measles remained under treatment in hospital at the close of the week. 

Twenty-one deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during 
the week, being 3 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, 
and 8 over the number for each of the two preceding weeks: the 21 deaths for last 
week consist of 10 from bronchitis, 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 
and 1 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 10 infants under 1 year old were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by epilepsy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

ees or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 3. 

Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 18 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 14 
infants under 1 year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Sixty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (44 being infants under 1 year, of whom 15 were under 1 month old), 
and 47 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 94 years,

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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VILI.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 27:0 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 29°6 (25'4 on the North side, and 33°4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 20°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3°9 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 4'5 (5°8 in the North City Districts, and 3°3 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. One was from diarrhea, but none from any other zymotic disease. The 6 deaths 
from other causes comprise 2 from mesenteric disease. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 
21°5 per 1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—4 from small pox and 2 from diarrhea. Among 
the 12 deaths from other causes are 1 from pneumonia, 1 from phthisis, and 2 from mesenteric 
disease. ‘ ; 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
30°77 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, viz.:—1 each from small pox, whooping-cough, 
enteric fever, and diarrhoea. The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 1 from pneumonia, 2 from 
phthisis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. The 2 deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 1 from small pox and 1 from searlatina. Of the 
13 deaths from other causes 2 were from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 
3 from convulsions, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 82°8 
per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from enteric fever and 1 from dysentery. The 
19 deaths from other causes include 1 from pneumonia, 5 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 47'°8 per 
1,000. One from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhea constitute the mortality from zymotic disease. 
_ Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, phthisis 3, and convulsions 2. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 35°3 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from enteric 
fever. Among the 23 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 4 from 
phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 24°8 per 1,000: Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, including 1 from whooping-cough and 
1 from diarrhoea. The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 1 from pneumonia and 3 from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 87’8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 29°2 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 12°83; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 114; Donnybrook, 167; 
Blackrock, 51°0; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhoea in Clontarf and Howth, No. 1; 
1 from erysipelas in Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1; 1 from diarrhoea in Donnybrook, and 2 from 
scarlatina in Blackrock. Among the 7 deaths from all causes tabulated for the last-named district 
are 1 from pneumonia and 4 from developmental diseases ; 2 of the 6 deaths in Rathmines were 
from phthisis ; and the 7 deaths in Kingstown comprise 2 from the same disease.

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METEOROLOGY.

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the followin g 


“Atmospheric pressure was in an extremely unstable condition over North-western Europe 
during this period, and the weather was consequently most changeable. At the beginning, an area 
of high pressure lay over the Bay of Biscay and Western France ; at the close, an_irregular 
depression was found almost in this same position. Until Wednesday, gradients for N.W. and W. 
winds existed in the British Isles—afterwards, a number of shallow depressions off the South of 


Wicklow, Dull weather, with freshening easterly winds, then held to the close of the week. 
On Saturday night there was a still more violent rain storm. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 29935 inches, pressure ranging between_29°752 inches, at 5.45 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, 
W.N.W.) and 30139 inches at 9a.m. of Saturday (wind, E.N.E.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 568°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 566°, On Sunday the screened 
thermometers rose to 66°0°. On Monday, and also on Wednesday, they fell to 47°19. The rainfall 
was 2°324 inches on four days, -499 inch being measured on Thursday and ‘451 inch on Wednesiay, 
but no less than 1°369 inches as the result of the rain storm of Saturday night. The prevailing winds 
were—first, N.W., then E.N.E.”

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29'939 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°152) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind E,, and the lowest (29°784) on Tuesday at 9 P.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 55'1°, being 2°9° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 65°99, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 408°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55:1° 
and of the Wet Bulb 529°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 10. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 17°4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 2°085 ins. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 57:4°, the maximum Vhs 
and the minimum 44:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 68°4°, the minimum 40°19, and 
the mean 54°6° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 658°, the minimum 44°6", and 
the mean 54°8°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°50 ins.; at Glasgow 0°36 in. ; 
and at Edinburgh 0°10 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annuai rate of 2°9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in ten of the © 
districts to 5°6 in Belfast; the 121 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 3 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 2 from simple continued fever, 2 from enteric fever, and 18 from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week «mounted 
to 188-85 boys and 103 girls—and the deaths to 131—71 males and 60 females. 
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The deaths, which are 45 nnder the average number for the corresponding week of 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 19°5 in every 1,000 


of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 8) of persons admitted into public 


institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 18°3 per 1,000. During the 


first thirty-five weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25:6, and was 2°3 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered last week is 18, being 21 
below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 13 under 
the number for the week ended the 25th ultimo: they comprise 1 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 2 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 10 from diarrhoea, &c. 

The number of cases of smal] pox admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 37 
for the week ended the 18th ultimo to 14 for the following week, rose last week to 16: 
13 small pox patients were discharged during the week; and 82 remained under treat- 
ment in hospital on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 15 against 11 for the 
preceding week: 10 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; 
and 71 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital 
on. Saturday the 25th ultimo. ; 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 17 cases of scarlatina, being 13 
over the number of cases of that disease admitted during the preceding week: 12 
patients were discharged during the week; ] died; and 68 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 4 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. 

There were only 14 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during 
the week, being 6 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, 
and 7 under the number for the preceding week: the 14 deaths comprise 6 from 
bronchitis and 7 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. |

The deaths of 6 children (including 8 infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to 
convuisions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths and cancer 2. 

Three accidental deaths and 1 case of suicide were registered. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 4 
children under 5 years of age (including 3 infants under 1 year old). 

Thirty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (22 being infants under 1 year, of whom 4 were under 1 month old), 
and 26 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 12 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 2 were octogenarians, 

Forty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 3 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 
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eThe following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 183 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 22'8 (23°6 on the North side, and 22°0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 8°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
9'5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3'0 (1°3 in the North City Districts, and 4°5 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 
31'4 per 1,000. Among them are 1 from pneumonia, 1 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, but no death from any zymotic disease was recorded. 





No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
27'4 per 1,000. Two were from diarrhea, but none from any other zymotic disease. Among the 21 
deaths from other causes are 3 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, and 8 from diseases of the circula- 
tory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
19°9 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from phthisis, but none from any of the principal zymotic diseases, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 16°0 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is 1 from whooping-cough. The 7 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from convulsions,

No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 20°0 
per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea, 
Among the 10 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis. 


No.2 South City District ( High-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. The 2 deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhoea. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 27°5 per 
1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The remaining 
deaths include 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 4 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 17°5 per 1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from enteric fever and 3 from 
diarrhoea, Among the 7 deaths from other causes are 4 from phthisis. : 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 4°9; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3; Palmerston, part of, 0°0; Rathmines, 3'°8; Donnybrook, 14'6 ; 
Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 84. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from scarlatina in Blackrock, and 1 from whocping-cough and 1 from diarrhea 
in Donnybrook, the 7 deaths from all causes in the last-named district comprising 2 from phthisis.

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1,is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winctavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road, and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, 01d Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No.8, District is pounded by aline drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Waiton-street, Louisa-street,

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, September I, 1894: — 


“The weather underwent a complete change at the beginning of this week. Rain ceased to fall, 
and conditions became very quiet, with dull, leaden skies, and light to moderate winds—at first from 
N., afterwards from N.W. or W. There was but a small diurnal range of temperature under an over- 
cast sky in Ireland and many parts of Great Britain. This very decided change was brought about 
by the formation of an anticyclone over Ireland, where the barometer readings reached or slightly 
exceeded 30°30 inches on Tuesday and Wednesday. Onthelatter day the high pressure area spread 
out as a long broad ridge to Central Europe. Within this area of dense air much cloud, or haze and 
fog, prevailed, and the winds very light and variable. To the northward of it, there were freshening 
westerly winds and some rain; to the southward, the wind was easterly, with bright skies anda 
wide diurnal range of temperature. On Thursday the thermometer is reported to have risen in the 
shade to 100° at Rochefort, on the west coast of France and to 90° at Perpignan, Pyrénées Orientales. At 
this time, hot sunshine was atintervals enjoyed in the centre and south-east of England, but scarcely 
a, break in the cloud canopy over Ireland was observed. On Sunday night much lightning had been 
seen in the south of England, and it was at this time that the only rainfall of the week in Dublin 
occurred. In this city the mean atmospheric pressure was 30186 inches, the barometer rising 
froma minimum of 29'931 inches, at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.) to a maximum of 30°304 inches at 
both 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, N. by W. and N.W. respectively). The corrected mean 
temperature was 565°, The mean dry bulb temperature at9 a.m. and 9p.m. was 559°. On Wednesday 
the screened thermometers rose to 618°. On Tuesday they fell to 507°. The rainfall was 088 inch 
on Sunday. The prevailing winds were first N., then N.W. and W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°194 inches. The highest reading (30°316) was on 
Wednesday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°931) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 55°3°, being 0°5° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 61°29, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 49:2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55°6° 
and of the Wet Bulb 53°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 0°8 
hours. The rainfall measured °025 in. : 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 60°8°, the maximum 79°09, 
and the minimum 47°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 65°3°, the minimum 41°0°, and 
the mean 59:2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 65°49, the minimum 45:1°, and 
the mean 55°4°. The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0°35 in.; and at Edinburgh 0°48 in. 
There was no rain at Greenwich.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in London was equal to an average annual death-rate of 
14:1 per 1,000 persons living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 
15°6 per 1,000, the rate for Glasgow being 15-0, and for Edinburgh 17°7. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 22°2 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in eight of the 
districts to 9°0 in Wexford; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from scarlatina. Among the 104 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 2 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, and 7 from 
diarrhea; the 36 deaths in Cork comprise 2 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
diarrhea; among the 12 deaths in Limerick are 1 from each of the following diseases, 
viz. a scarlatina, typhus, and diarrhea; and of the 6 deaths in Lisburn 2 were from 
measles, 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 252-132 boys and 120 girls—and the deaths to 175—86 males and 89 females. 
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The deaths, which are 12 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26:1 in every 1,000 
‘of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24°9 per 1,000. During the 
first thirty-six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25°6, and was 2-2 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered last week is 21, being 3 
over the number for the week ended the Ist instant, but 15 under the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years: they comprise | from small-pox, | from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 1 from typhus, 4 from whooping-cough, 1 from ill-defined fever, 
3 from enteric fever, 1 from simple cholera, 7 from diarrhcea, 1 from hydrophobia, &c. 

The death from small-pox, which occurred on the Qnd of August last, is that of a 
girl aged 6 years, unvaccinated. 

The number of cases of small-pox admitted to hospital during the week is 16, being 
equal to the admissions for the preceding week: 11 small-pox patients were discharged 
during the week; 2 died; and 85 remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday 
last, being 3 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Thirteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital against 15 for the week 
ended the Ist instant: 16 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; and 
68 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. . 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 19 cases of scarlatina, an increase 
of 2.as compared with the admissions for the preceding week ; 10 patients were discharged 
during the week; and 77 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 over 
the number in hospital on Saturday the Ist instant. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 21 for the 
week ended the 25th ultimo to 14 for the following week, rose last week to 26, or 8 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 26 deaths com- 
prise 10 from bronchitis, 12 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 
from croup.

The deaths of 11 infants under 1 year old were ascribed to convulsions. 

Eight deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 19 by diseases of the circulatory system. , 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 29 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 5. 

Five accidental deaths (including 2 by burns and 2 by drowning) and 1 case of 
suicide were registered. 

In 5 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 3 
infants under 1 year old and the death of one person aged 76 years. 

Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (38 being infants under 1 year, of whom 13 were under 1 month old), 
and 42 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 1 (a man) was stated to have been aged 92 years. 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
Bie institutions; of this number 21 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 

ouse, 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. .

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VI1.] 


Asalready stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 249 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28°65 (29°4 on the North side, and 27°7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16°5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2°7 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°2 (31 in the North City Districts, and 3°3in the _ 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. ‘ 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22°8 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis and 2 from convulsions, but none from any of the 
principal zymotic diseases. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
92°7 per 1,000. Four were from zymotie diseases, viz.:—1 from small pox, 1 from ill-defined fever, 
and 2 from diarrhoea. Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 6 from phthisis and 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).— The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
95°3 per 1,000. They include 2 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 50°0 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina, 1 from whooping-cough, and 1 
from diarrhoea. The 22 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from pneumonia, 6 from phthisis, 2 
from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (26) represent an annual rate of 40°0 
per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 2 from diarrhoea. 
The remaining deaths comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 
from convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 33°7 per 
1,000. One was from diarrhcea, but none from any other zymotic disease. Pneumonia caused 
2 deaths and phthisis 4. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 20°9 per 
1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, 
and 1 from hydrophobia. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 


rate of 20°4 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from enteric fever and 1 


from diarrhea. The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from diseases of the circulatory 
system. 


Suburban Districts. —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12’6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 29°2 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 57; Donnybrook, 16°7 ; 
Blackrock, 291; and Kingstown, 280. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 

- districts consist of 1 from whocping-cough in Clontarf and Howth, No.1; 1from typhus in Coolock 
and Drumcondra, No.1; and 1 from enteric fever in Kingstown; the 10 deaths from all causes in 
the last-named district comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory system ; among the 8 deaths in 
Donnybrook are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from phthisis ; and the 4 deaths in 
Blackrock comprise 2 from pneumonia.

Meteorological Observations. ; 591 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, September 8, 1894:— 


“Favourable autumnal weather prevailed in Ireland, but in England conditions were less settled 
and heavy thunder and hail showers by day succeeded a series of clear, cold, almost frosty nights. 
On parts of the east coast of Ireland similar conditions in a minor degree were experienced on some 
days. Sunday found an anticyclone off the north of Treland and to the westward of Scotland, while 
a shallow but deepening depression was advancing from the Bay of Biscay to the English Channel. 
This system caused thunderstorms and heavy rains in the'south of England—'78 inch of rain falling 
at Hurst Castle. In Dublin this day proved fine with the lower clouds and wind coming from N.E., 
while lofty cirrus cleared off from W.N.W. During the next four days an area of high pressure lay 
over Ireland, accompanied by northerly winds, cold nights, and fair to showery days. But the 
showers were local, and much bright sunshine was enjoyed. On Thursday, a singularly heavy but 
very partial shower fell over the southeastern district of Dublin. At this station, ‘075 inch of rain 
fellina few minutes. On Friday, a depression, secondary to a more extensive and serious disturb- 
: ance over Scandinavia, advanced over Ireland, causing a considerable rainfall at night. As it passed 
| south-eastwards, the wind drew again in to N., with a clearing sky and dry bracing atmosphere. 
| - Inland very low temperatures were recorded this week ; for example, the minima at Parsonstown 
were 53°, 39°, 38°, 38°, 38°, 37°, and 40° respectively. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 
30'153 inches, the barometer ranging only from 30°235 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, N.) to 
30019 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 52°1°, The mean 
dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 513°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 
615°. On Thursday they fell to 420°. The rainfall was ‘241 inch on three days, ‘156 inch falling on 
Friday night. The prevailing winds were northerly (N.E. to N.W.). Hailfell on Tuesday and 
lightning was seen during the evening of the same day.” 








; At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:148 inches. The highest reading (30°226) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.., air calm, and the lowest (30-016) on Friday at 9 P.., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 50°5°, being 5°5° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 60°8°, and was also lowest on the same day, the 
mercury having fallen to 36:8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 47°5°. ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 49:1 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °140 in. ) 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52°7°, the maximum 68°99, 
and the minimum 40°4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 63°4°, the minimum 37°5°, and 
the mean 51°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 60°89, the minimum 41:02, and 
the mean 51:2°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°54 in.; at Glasgow 0°07 in., and 
at Edinburgh 0°22 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which 
the rate was 14:9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15°9 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average’rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 15:5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 15:4, and for Edinburgh 17°1.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eight of the 
districts to 34:1 in Lisburn; the 11 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 5 from measles and 3 from scarlatina. Among the 100 deaths from all 
causes registered in Belfast are 1 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 1 from whooping- 
cough, } from diphtheria, 1 from simple continued fever, 2 from enteric fever, and 5 
from diarrhea; the 28 deaths in Cork comprise 2 from enteric fever; and the 27 
deaths in Limerick comprise 2 from scarlatina. ;

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 236—-126 boys and 110 girls—and the deaths to 146—-73 males and 73 females.

The deaths, which are 21 under the average number for the corresponding week of | 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21°8 in every 1,000 


of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
‘nstitutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 20°9 per 1,000. During the | 


first thirty-seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25°5, and was 2:2 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered last week is 17, being 18 
below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 4 under the 
number for the week ended the Sth instant: they comprise 2 from small pox, 3 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from enteric fever, 6 from diarrhea, 2 from dysentery, &c. 

The deaths from small pox are those of a woman aged 42 years, vaccinated, and of a 
girl aged 4 years, unvaccinated. : 

Twelve cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 4 under 
the number of admissions for each of the two preceding weeks: 16 small pox patients 
were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 80 remained under treatment in hospital 
on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 8th instant. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 16, 
being an increase of 3 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week: 13 
enteric fever patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 69 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 over the number in ‘hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 18 cases of scarlatina, as against 
19 for the preceding week: 19 patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; 
and 75 remaired under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 8th instant. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 14 for the week 
ended the Ist instant to 26 the following week, fell last week to 18, or 1 under the 
average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 18 deaths consist of 8 
from bronchitis, 7 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 1 from croup, and 
2 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 5 infants under 1 year old were ascribed to convulsions. 

Seven deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Snipe or pulmonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 5. 

Three accidental deaths (including 2 by drowning) were registered. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 6 
infants under 1 year old and the death of one person aged 75 years. 

Thirty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (26 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month old), 
and 27 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians. 

Forty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this namber 4 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. .

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 20°9 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 22°6 (18'7 on the North side, and 260 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°0, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
-2°2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°8 (1'8 in the North City Districts, and 3'7 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'0 per 1,000. ' 


N9.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
114 per 1,000. No death from any zymotic disease was recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
203 per 1,000. Zymotie diseases caused 3 deaths, viz.:—1 each from small pox, diarrhea, and 
dysentery. The i4 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
199 per 1,000, One was from small pox, but none from any other zymotic disease. Among the 
remaining deaths are 3 from phthisis and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 20°0 per 
1,000. Two were from cliseases of the circulatory system, but no death from any zymotic disease 
was recorded. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (29) represent an annual rate of 44’6 
per 1,000. One death from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhcea constitute the mortality from zymotic 
disease. The 27 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia,7 from 
phthisis, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from diseases of the brain. and nervous 
system. 


No. 2 South City District ( High-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, including 2 from diarrhoea and 1 from dysentery. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 18°3 per 
1,000. Among the 4 deaths from zymotic diseases are 3 from scarlatina, The 10 deaths from other 
causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual 
rate.of 14°6 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is 1 from diarrhoea. Convulsions 
caused 2 deaths. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25°2 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1,14'6; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3 ; Palmerston, part of, 14°3; Rathmines, 19:0; Donnybrook, 12°5 ; 
Blackrock, 21'°8; and Kingstown, 19°6. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from diarrhoea in Rathmines and 1 from enteric fever in Blackrock. Among 
the 10 deaths from all causes registered in Rathmines are 2 from bronchitis ; the 6 deaths in 


_ Donnybrook comprise 2 from phthisis ; and the 7 deaths in Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases 


of the circulatory system.

Meteorological Observations. 607 — 


METECROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, September 15, 1894: 
“So far as Ireland is concerned, this wasa quiet, uneventful period, fine, dry weather being 
every where prevalent, except on the extreme N. and N.W. coasts, where rain fellin small quantities 
from time to time. An area of high pressure overlay this country throughout the week, causing 
the fine weather but at the same time much haze or fog and at times cloud. Atmospheric pressure 
was highest on Sunday evening, when the barometer read 30°53 inches at Parsonstown—at 8 a.m. 
next day, the value 30°51 inches was recorded at that station and also at Valentia Island and 
Roche’s Point. In the south-east of England, the weather was disturbed on Sunday by a depression 
which was dispersing over Germany. At this time it was particularly fine in Ireland, where the 
previous night had been clear and very sharp—the screened thermometers having fallen to 34° at 
Parsonstown, 40° at Valentia, and 41° even in Dublin. On Tuesday and Wednesday a vast and deep 
depression swept across northern Europe in an easterly direction. This disturbance caused heavy 
rains and strong W. to N.W, gales at several Scandinavian stations. Unsettled weather also spread 
to Scotland in a less degree. To the extreme south-west of Europe also areas of low atmospheric 
pressure brought violent thunder and rainstorms in the course of the week. At 8 a.m. of Tuesday 
the barometer ranged from 30°44 inches in Cork and Kerry to 29°20 inches at Bodé (Norway) and 
99°93 inches at Lisbon. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°438 inches, the extremes 
being highest, 30°483 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, W.) and lowest 30374 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Tuesday (wind, W. by N.). The corrected mean temperature was 540°. The mean dry bulb 
temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 535°, On Sunday and Monday the lowest shade temperature 
was 41°0°; on Monday the screened thermometers rose to 639°. The prevailing wind was northerly, 

but the air was often calm, leading to the formation of fog. There was no measurable rainfall.” 








At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°441 inches. The highest reading (30°490) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., wind N.E., and the lowest (30°379) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 51'8°, being 3°7° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 648°, and was also lowest on the same day, the 
mercury having fallen to 34:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 51°5° 
dy and of the Wet Bulb 500°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘90, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 34°3 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured -010 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54:8°, the maximum 66°89, 
and the minimum 44°1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 68°0°, the minimum 35:4°, and 

the mean 53:8° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 65°9°, the minimum 41°2°, and 
the mean 55:0°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-02 in., and at Glasgow 0:02 in. 
There was no rain at Edinburgh.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 14°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15°7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 14:9 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 15:7, and for Edinburgh 13:1. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 18°6 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1:7 per 1,000, the rates varying from U:0 in twelve of the 
districts to 8°5 per 1,000 in Lisburn, the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from measles. Among the 81 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 1 from measles, 1 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, and 6 from 
diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 184-92 boys and 92 girls—and the deaths to 137—70 males and 67 females. 
28 
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The deaths, which are 26 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20°4 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 19°7 per 1,000. During the 
first thirty-eight weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25:3, and was 2:3 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. — 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 21, being 
4 over the number for the preceding week, but 13 under the average for the 38th week 
of the last ten years: the 21 deaths comprise 1 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from 
whooping-cough, 7 from enteric fever, 6 from diarrhea, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

Thirteen cases of smal] pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 1 over 
the admissions for the preceding week, but 3 under the number for the week ended the 
8th instant: 24 small pox patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 68 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. It appears from the hospital return that the death 
from this disease (which had not been registered up to the close of the week) was that of 
an “infant 23 days old, vaccinated after infection.” 

‘Twenty-one cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 16 for the pre- 
ceding week: 6 patients were discharged during the week; 5 died; and 79 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 over the number in hospital on Saturday, 
the 15th instant. 

There were only 6 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, against 18 for the preced- 
ing week, and 19 for the week ended the 8th instant: 73 scarlatina patients remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

Twenty-three deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
6 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 5 over 
the number for the week ended the 15th instant: they comprise 18 from bronchitis.

The deaths of 11 children under 5 years of age (including 10 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. : 

Eleven deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 8 by diseases of the circulatory system. } 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 22 deaths and cancer 5. 

Three accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 16 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 9 
children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths of 
3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (31 being infants under 1 year, of whom 5 were under 1 month old), and 
34 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 14 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 2 were octogenarians, aid 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 96 years. 

Fifty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse, 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 19°7 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 23°4 (161 on the North side, and 30°1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 11°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3'0 (1'8 in the North City Districts, and 4°1 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from bronchitis and 1 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic 
disease. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill),—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
119 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from diarrhoea, Three deaths 
were caused by phthisis and 2 by convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
‘1 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (9) represent an annual rate of 180 per 
1,000. Diseases of the circulatory system caused 2 deaths. No deaths from any zymotic disease 
were recorded. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 27'7 
per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from enteric fever and 1 from 
erysipelas. The 15 deaths from other causes'icomprise 6 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28°1 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street)._The deaths (34) are equal to an annual rate of 44°5 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina, 1 from enteric fever, 
and 2 from diarrhoea. The 28 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system, 5 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 17°5 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 24°3; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 95; Donnybrook, 83; 
Blackrock, 7'°3; and Kingstown, 112. The only death from any zymotic disease tabulated for 
any of these districts is 1 from diarrhoea for Donnybrook. Among the 5 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, are 2 from phthisis, which disease also 
caused both of the deaths tabulated for Palmerston, part of, Of {the 4 deaths for Kingstown 3 were 
from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1,is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
squaré, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road, and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Waiton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same to a point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on same 
125 yards from the west side of John Magee’s farm road, thence in a north-easterly direction along the fence passing the rere of 
John Magee’s old farm-house, to the south-western boundary of the Northern Reservoir at Old Park, thence following said boundary 
along its western and northern sides to a point about 140 yards in an easterly direction from the point where the Carr’s Glen River 
enters the grounds of said reservoir, and thence north-eastward along a fence which meets the western boundary of Skegoneil!

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane, through the centre 
of Lisburh-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, East and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane ; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 

Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, Mill- 
street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road, to Wilton-street, 

Belfast, No. 6, Districtis bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, Hast, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburm-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland tothe River Lagan ; thence through the centre of the river as far as 
Queen’s-square. - 

Belfast, No. 9, District—The only parts of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
ofthe City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. Met. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, September 22, 1894:— 

“This was again a period of fine, quiet, dry, but cloudy, hazy weather. Towards the end of the 
week signs were not wanting of a break-up of the anticyclonic system which had so long been 
swaying to and fro over North-western Europe. Sunday wasa beautiful day after a cloudy, hazy 
morning. The sun shone brightly throughout the afternoon, and calms or light variable airs 
completed the summerlike character of the day. A dull quiet period followed, with light to 
moderate §.K.and E. winds. On Wednesday forenoon some rain fell in Dublin in frequent showers— 
the measurement was ‘039 inch. In the course of the following night ‘018 inch of rain fell at Grey- 
stones, Co. Wicklow. The barometer was at this time falling fitfully and uniformly, but on Friday 
the decrease of pressure became more rapid and more serious, as a rain-bearing somewhat complex 
area of low pressure pushed northwards from the Bay of Biscay. ‘This system caused rain in the 
English Channel, the S.W. of England, and the S. of Ireland, thunder and lightning occurring at 
Jersey, and lightning being seen from the Scilly Islands and Prawle Point. On Saturday there was 
a further extension of broken weather, and the barometer had fallen to 29°60 inches in the Scilly 
Isles. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30'142 inches, the barometer falling gradually 
from 30392 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, S.E.) to 29°784 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E.), 
The corrected mean temperature was 562°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. 
was 552°, On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 61°49, on Thursday they fell to 49°8° 
Easterly and northerly winds prevailed. The rainfall was ‘069 inch on two days,,°039 inch being 
registered on Wednesday and ‘030 inch on Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°149 inches. The highest reading (30°416) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind E.S.E., and the lowest (29°779) on Saturday at 9 p.m.,wind E.N.E, 

The mean temperature for the week was 52:9°, being 0°5° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 61°4°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 42°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 53:0° 
and of the Wet Bulb 51°5°._ The mean humidity of the air was ‘91, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 6°7 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured -030 in. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 55°9°, the maximum 68:29, 
and the minimum 48°8° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 71°4°, the minimum 41°3°, and 
the mean 54:0° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61°1°, the minimum 46°3°, and 
the mean 52°5°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°11 in., at Glasgow 0°02 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°08 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°! per 1,000 persons 


living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 15:1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 17°9, and for Edinburgh 11°5.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 20'8 per 1,000 of the population.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 00 in seven of the 
districts to 85 in Lisburn, the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 more from measles. Among the 101 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 1 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, and 6 
from diarrhea; aud the 36 deaths in Cork comprise 1 from scarlatina, 3 from whoop- 
ing-cough, and 2 from diarrhea. 


DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 188-100 boys and 88 girls—and the deaths to 144—64 males and 80 aches 
: Tt 
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The deaths, which are 26 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21:5 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (cumbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 19°8 per 1,000. During the 
first thirty-nine weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25°2, and was 2:3 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 17, being 
14 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 4 under the 
number for the week ended the 22nd ultimo: the 17 deaths comprise 2 from small 

ox, 2 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 7 from diarrheea, 1 from dysentery, 
&c. The deaths from small pox are those of two unvaccinated children, one 23 days 
and the other 4 years old. 


Nineteen cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 6 over | 


the admissions for the preceding week: 22 small pox patients were discharged during 
the week; 1 died; and 64 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Twenty-two cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being one over the 
admissions for the preceding week: 12 patients were discharged during the week; 
and 89 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 over the number in 
hospital on Saturday, the 22nd ultimo. | : 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 8 cases of scarlatina, against 6 
for the preceding week and 18 for the week ended the 15th instant: 14 patients were 
discharged during the week and 67 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 6 under the number in hospital on the preceding Saturday. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 20, being 
one over the number for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 3 under the 
number for the week ended the 22nd ultimo: the 20 deaths comprise 10 from 
bronchitis, 6 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 6 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 22 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 23 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 4. 

Two accidental deaths were registered. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no 


-medical attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 4 


children under 5 years of age (including 3 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths of 
4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Thirty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (26 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under | month old), and 
43 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 6 were octogenarians, and 1 (a man) was stated to have been aged 91 years. 

Fifty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 3 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. be Be oy any: 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 19°8 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 21'5 (18°7 on the North side, and 240 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16'0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°8 (2°2 in the North City Districts, and 3°3 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Rast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 
8°6 per 1,000, They comprise 1 from diarrhea, but none from any other zymotic disease. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
167 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:~1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea. 
Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis and 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
271 per 1,000. They comprise 2from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever. Phthisis 
caused 4 deaths and convulsions 2. | 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 20°0 per 
1,000. One death from diarrhcea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 9 
deaths from other causes are 4 from phthisis. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 32'3 
per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from small pox and 1 from dysentery. The 19 
deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system, and 2 from convulsions. ; 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 11°2 per 
1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 23°5 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from small pox, 1 from enteric fever, and 2 from 
diarrhoea. Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, 2 from 
mesenteric disease, and 2 from diseases of the circulatery system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23°3 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough and 
1 from diarrhoea. The 14 deaths from othericauses comprise 2 from phthisis and 4 from diseases of 
the circulatory system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded. last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 0°0; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 16°7 ; 
Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 224. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from diarrhoea for Rathmines and 1 from whooping-cough for Donnybrook, 
The 9 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; among the 8 deaths for Donnybrook 
are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system ; and the 8 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from 
diseases of the respiratory system.,

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1,is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road, and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
poundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, ork-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8,District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Waiton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same to a point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on same 
125 yards from the west side of John Magee’sfarm road, thence in a north-easterly direction along the fence passing the rere of 
John Magee’s old farm-house, to the south-western boundary of the Northern Reservoir at Old Park, thence following said boundary 
along its western and northern sides to a point about 140 yards in an easterly direction from the point where the Carr’s Glen River 
enters the grounds of said reservoir, and thence north-eastward along a fence which meets the western boundary of Skegoneill 
Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through the centre of Duncairn-street, to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane, through the centre 
of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, Hast and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane ; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 

Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, Mill- 
street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, Winetayern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road, to Wilton-street, 

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, Hast, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland tothe River Lagan ; thence through the centre of the river as far as 
Queen’s-square. 

Belfast, No. 9, District.—The only parts of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
of the City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry.

Castlereagh, No. 1, District consists of that portion of the Municipal Borough of Belfast, in the County of Down, lying south and 
west of a line drawn from the middle of Queen’s Bridge, through the centre of Bridge-end, Mountpottinger-road, Castlereagh-street, 
and Castlereagh-road to the Municipal Boundary. 

Castlereagh, No. 4, District consists of that portion of the Municipal Borough of Belfast, in the County of Down, lying north and 
east of the said line.

to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandon- 
street, asfar as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fairlane and Fair-hill, along the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Eastern boundary of Killard Townland 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knockna:; 
bohilly Townlands to Blarney-street, thence through the centre of Blarney-street and Shandon-street, as far as Fair-lane.

Cork, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of the north channel of the River Lee 
to the suburb boundary, thence along the suburb boundary to Gillabbey Weir, thence through the centre of the south channel to 
a point in the centre of the river opposite the Custom House, thence through the centre of the north channel, St. Patrick’s-bridge, 
St. Patrick’s-street, Daunt’s-square, Castle-street, and North Main-street, to North Gate- bridge. 

Cork, No. 7, District is bounded by a line drawn from Gillabbey Weir through the centre of the south channel of the River Lee 
to Fitton-street, thence through the centre of Fitton-street, Bishop-street, Dean-street, Vicar-street, Barrack-street, Green-street, 
and the Pouladuff-road to the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to 
the centre of the river, thence through the centre of the river to the ‘ Cascade,” thence by the Western and Northern boundary of 
Gillabbey Townland to Gillabbey Weir. 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Anglesea-bridge through the centre of Anglesea-street, Intirmary-road, 
Southern-road, and Douglas-roadto the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral 
Division to the Pouladuff-road, thence through the centre of the Pouladutf-road, Green-street, Barrack-street, Vicar-street, 
Dean-street, Bishop-street, and Fitton-street to the south channel of the River Lee, thence through the centre of the south 
channel to Anglesea-bridge.

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METEOROLOGY. 
For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorologica] Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, September 29, 1894: 
“Tn Ireland the weather, although at first dull and damp, was generally favourable. In the §.W., 
S., and S.E. of England it was very broken until Thursday. These opposite results were due to the 
appearance of an atmospheric depression over the mouth of the English Channel at the beginning 
ofthe week. The system remained almost stationary until Tuesday, when it travelled up the 
English Channel, arriving at the mouth of the Elbe on Wednesday morning. As the disturbance 
pursued this east-north-easterly course, it brought E. and N.E. to N. winds, great gloom, and heavy 
rains to the English districts above mentioned and also to Holland and North Germany. On Wed- 
nesday morning the rain-measurement was ‘66 inch at Yarmouth, ‘98 inch at the Helder, and 1°05 inch 
at Cambridge. The primary depression was followed by one or two secondaries, which kept the 
weather in an unsettled, showery state in the neighbourhood of the English Channel until Thurs- 
day. In Ireland, after a gloomy, damp spell, the weather became beautiful—frosty, clear, calm 
nights giving place to sunny, autumnal days with moderate and bracing easterly winds. On 
Wednesday night the thermometer in the screen fell to 33° at Parsonstown and to 33° at Lough- 
borough (Leicestershire), Atthe latter station the minimum on Thursday night was 30°. Wet snow 
fell on the morning of this day at Haparanda on the Gulf of Bothnia. A sudden rise of temperature 
took place in the South of Ireland on Friday. Saturday was fair and bright and in the evening 
calm and sharp with fog in the city. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°085 
inches, pressure ranging from 29°768 inches early on Sunday morning (wind, N.E.), to 30°470 inches at 
9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, calm). The corrected mean temperature was 520°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 514°. On Tuesday the thermometer rose to 589° in the shade ; on 
Friday it fell to '39°8°. The rainfall was 132 inch on three days, ‘108 inch being measured on 

Tuesday. The prevailing winds were N.E. and E.” 








At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°102 inches. The highest reading (30°479) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°778) on Tuesday at 9 a.m.,wind E.N.E, 

The mean temperature for the week was 49°5°, being 2°8° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 58°6°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 33°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49°6° 
and of the Wet Bulb 47'7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 42°5 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘020 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature forthe week was 59:9°, the maximum 66°39, 
and the minimum 33°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 63'8°, the minimum 30°8°, and 
the mean 49°6° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 60-2°, the minimum 37:2°, and 
the mean 50°1°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°59 in., at Glasgow 0°02 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°13 in.*

DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—-Births.—In the Dublin Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 

day, 29th September, 1894, 2,473 births—1,308 boys and 1,165 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in 35:3, or 28°3 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 1,923, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 31-4 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the suburban districts named above, 


550, equal to a rate of 21-0 in every 1,000 of the population. 


There were registered in London during the same period 31,787 births—being, equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 29:2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
‘there were registered 5,344, being equal to 31°1 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 1,663—a 
number affording an annual birth-rate of 24°6 in every | ,000 of the estimated population. 


 Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 1,816—899 males and 917 females—affording an annual 
ratio of 1 in 48:1, or 20°8 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
“Census of 1891 ; omitting the deaths (79) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 19°9 per 1,000, The average number 
of deaths registered in the third quarter of the last ten years was 2,072, equivalent 
to an annual mortality of 23-8 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (20°8) for last quarter 
was 3°0 under the average for the September quarter.

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The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of © 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 606, representing an annual mortality of 20-7 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river 
was 770, or 24:0 in every 1,000. In the suburban districts the number of deaths 
registered was 361, being equal to an annual death-rate of 13°8 in every 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 17,240—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 15‘9 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 2,745, equal to 16:0 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 993, affording an 
annual death-rate of 14°7 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Diseases._The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration District during last quarter is 224, being 6 under the number for the — 
preceding quarter, 158 (or 41 per cent.) below the average for the third quarter of 
the ten years, 1884-93, and 370 under the number for the third quarter of last year, 
The annual rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these dis- 
eases during last quarter, is 2°6, being 1°8 below the average rate for the corresponding 
quarter of the last ten years, and 4°2 under the rate for the third quarter of 1893. 

The great decline in the rate of mortality from zymotic diseases for last quarter as 
compared with the average for the September quarter is due to the almost complete 
immunity from fatal cases of measles, and the comparatively low number of deaths from 
diarrhea. | 

During the quarter 17 deaths from small-pow were registered. Those are the first 
deaths from this disease recorded in the district since the month of March, 1888. 
Twelve of the 17 persons were unvaccinated, and the remaining 5 had been vaccinated. 
At the close of the preceding quarter 15 cases of small-pox were under treatment in 
Dublin hospitals: during last quarter 170 small-pox patients were admitted, 104 were 
discharged, and 17 died, leaving 64 as the number in hospital on Saturday, the 29th ult. 

The number of deaths from enteric fever registered is 35, being equal to that for the 
preceding three months, and one over the average for the third quarter of the last ten 
years. During the quarter 182 cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 
64 in excess of the admissions for the preceding quarter, but 178 under the number for 
the third quarter of last year ; 132 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
quarter, 18 died, and 89 remained under treatment on Saturday, the 29th ultimo, 
being 32 over the number in hospital at the close of the June quirter. 

Typhus caused 3 deaths only, against an average of 6 for the corresponding quarter 
of the last ten years, and there were but 3 deaths entered under the head of simple con~ 
tinued and ill defined fever, being 2 under the average for the third quarter. 

The average number of deaths tabulated under the head of diarrhea, dysentery, in 
the third quarter of the ten years 1884-93 was 174 ; during last quarter there were 
only 88 deaths from these causes, showing a decline of 52 per cent. as compared with 
the average. | bits oe 

Deaths from whooping-cough, which fell from 93 in the first quarter of this year to © 
57 inthe second quarter, further declined last quarter to 25, or 7 below the average 
for the third quarter of the last ten years. 

There were but 2 deaths from measles 1egistered, the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the last ten years being 43 ; scarlatuna caused 16 deaths only, against an 
average of 24, and no deaths from diphtheria were recorded. During the quarter 152 
cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 42 over the admissions for the pre- 
ceding three months ; 125 patients were discharged during the quarter, 7 died, and 67 
remained under treatment on Saturday, the 29th September, being 20 over the number 
in hospital at the close of the second quarter. 

The deaths from other zymotic diseases registered last quarter comprise 4 from 
influenza, 6 trom erysipelas, and 1 from hydrophobia. 

The mortality from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or 
pulmonary consumption) was slightly under the average for the third quarter, the 
number of deaths in this group being 226, or 20 Jess than the average for the Septem- 
ber quarter of the last ten years ; the 226 deaths comprise 120 from bronchitis, 74 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 7 from croup, and 7 from pleurisy.

The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 101, showing a decrease 
of 80 as compared with the average for the third quarter of the last ten years, 

Twenty-three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by epilepsy, 64 by other diseases of 
the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 177 by diseases of the 


circulatory system. 


There were 307 deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption registered, being 
31 over the average for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years; mesenteric 
disease caused 35 deaths, tubercular meningitis 40, and cancer 51. 

Forty-three accidental deaths, 3 cases of homicide and 6 of suicide were registered. 

In 137 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the I837 cases, 91, or 66 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years of age: these 91 deaths form 18:2 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 119 infants under 
1 month old registered, there were 43 (or 36 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. 

From Table II., on page, 644 it will be seen that, excluding 79 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
District, the number of deaths registered during the thirteen weeks was 1,737, equal 
to an annual rate of 19-9 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 
and that 179 of these deaths, representing an annual rate of 2:0 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.* The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 22°5 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 13°§ per 1,000, the district rates 
ranging from 7:5 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 28-1 for No. 1 South City 
(South Harl-street) district. The death-rate represented by the mortality from the 
principal zymotic diseases in the city was 2°4, aud in the suburbs 1:2, the rates for the. 
several districts varying from 0°0 in Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 3:9 in Clontarf 
and Howth No. 1; the 19 deaths from all causes tabulated for the last-named district 
comprising Z from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. 


Occupations._Table I1I., on page 645, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so-as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to an annual 


rate of 15°4 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 


1891; in the “Middle Class” the death-rate was 14°3 per 1,000; among the 
*‘ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 18°4; and in the “General Service 
Class” and the “Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 26:3.

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* | 


in the fifteen provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. give 
in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. 

Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 15 districts. 

Measles.—Deaths from measles in Belfast, which had risen from 152 in the first 
quarter of the year to 217 in the second, fell last quarter to 64—a number, however, 
representing an annual rate of 1 per 1,000 of the population at all ages. In Lisburn 
last quarter the disease caused 11 deaths—being a mortality equal to an annual rate of 
3°6 of the population—and iu Cork 10, but the only death registered in any of the 
other districts is 1 in Sligo. 

Scarlatina.—The total number of deaths from this disease in the 15 districts is 39, 
of which 15—equal to an annual rate of 1:6 per 1,000 of the population—occurred 
in Limerick, 7 in Belfast, 6 —representing an annual rate of 2 per 1,000—in Lis- 
burn, 5—equal to an annual rate of 1°7 per 1,000—in Wexford, 3 in Cork, and 1 in 
Waterford, Newry, and Armagh, respectively. 

Typhus.—The only deaths from typhus recorded for the 15 districts are 1 in Bel- 
fast, 1 in Limerick, and 1 in Waterford. 

Whooping-cough caused 26 deaths in Belfast, 11 in Cork, and 1 in Drogheda, but 
none in any of the other districts. During the preceding three months there were 
53 deaths from whooping-cough in Belfast, and in the quarter ended the 31st March 
last the disease caused 87 deaths in that city. 

Diphtheria.—There were 18 deaths from diphtheria in Belfast, 4 in Londonderry, 
1 in Limerick, and 1 in Lurgan; the remaining 11 districts were free from fatal 
cases of the disease. 

Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—The only deaths returned under this head- 
ing are 7 in Belfast, 1 in Cork, and 1 in Sligo. 


Enteric Fever.—The total number of deaths from enteric fever in the 15 districts — 


was 46, of which 38 occurred in Belfast, where the disease caused 39 deaths during 
the preceding three months, and a like number in the third quarter of last year. 
The 8 deaths in other districts during the quarter ended the 29th ult. consist of 4 in 
Cork, 3 in Waterford, and 1 in Newry, no deaths from the disease having been 
registered in any of the remaining 11 districts. 

Diarrhcea, Dysentery.—The mortality under this heading in the 15 districts, taken 
collectively, was much below the average for the September quarter, the total number 
of deaths being 117, or 450 under the number for corresponding quarter last year, 
and 164 below the average for the third quarter of the five years 1889-93. Of the 
117 deaths, 86 (equal to an annual rate of 1°3 per 1,000 living) occurred in Belfast, 
and 9 (representing an annual rate of 1:1 per 1,000 of the population in 1891) in 
Londonderry. During the quarter ended the 30th September, 1893, there were 434 
deaths from these diseases in Belfast, and the average number in that city for the 
third quarter of the last five years was 216.

‘The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from U-0 in six of the 
districts to 12°8 in Lisburn, the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 3 more from measles.

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 22, being 
5 over number for the preceding week, but 7 under the average for the 40th week of 
the last ten years: the 22 deaths comprise 4 from small pox (one vaccinated person 
and 3 unvaccinated), 1 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from typhus, 1 from diphtheria, 
1 from enteric fever, 5 from diarrhea, 4 from dysentery, 2 (both of which occurred 
in the Richmond District Lunatic Asylum) from Beri-Beri, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

There were only eight cases of small pox admitted to hospital during the week, being 
11 under the admissions for the preceding week and 5 under the number for the week 
ended the 22nd ultimo: 6 small pox patients were discharged during the week; 4 died ; 
and 62 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 18, being 4 under the 
admissions for the preceding week: 9 patients were discharged during the week; one 
died; and 97 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 over the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 29th ultimo. : . 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 10 cases of scarlatina, against 8 
for the preceding week : 11 patients were discharged during the week ; and 66 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 1 under the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

Twenty-five deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 5 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and also 5 
over the number for the week ended the 29th ultimo: they comprise 16 from bronchitis 
and 6 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. .

The deaths of 5 children under five years of age (including 3 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Nine deaths were ascribed to diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 17 to diseases of the circulatory system. 

eee or pulmonary consumption caused 20 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 7. 

Nine accidental deaths and one case of homicide were registered. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was ‘“‘uncertified,” there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness: these: cases comprise the deaths of 5 
infants under 1 year old and the death of 1 person aged 80 years. 

Thirty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (22 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old), and 
_41 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians. . . 

Fifty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 6 took place in the North Dublin Union Work-

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 22°56 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24'9 (250 on the North side, and 24'8 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
9'2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2'8 (3'1 in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
25°7 per 1,000, One was caused by dysentery, but none by any other zymotic disease. The 8 deaths 
from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
27°4 per 1,000. Diarrhoea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 21 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 4 from 
diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
18'l per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the ¢irculatory system, but 
none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from scarlatina, 1 from enteric fever, 1 from 
diarrhoea, and 1 from dysentery. Phthisis caused 2 deaths. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 33°8 
per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, Viz. :—2 from small pox, 1 from erysipelas, and 
1 from Beri-Beri. The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 
3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 16°9 per 


1,000. They consist of 1 from pleurisy, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 8 from 
phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-strect).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 22'2 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from small pox, 1 from typhus, and 1 from 
diphtheria. Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia and 3 from phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23°3 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from diarrhoea and 1 from choleraic 
diarrhea. The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phithists, and 3 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37'8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 9°7 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 21°5; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 14'6 ; 
Blackrock, 21°38; and Kingstown, 19°6. The only deaths from any zymotic disease tabulated for 


_ any of these districts are 1 from diarrhoea and 1from dysentery for Donnybrook. Among the 9 
deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the 


circulatory system ; and the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, October 6, 1894:— 


“ Another week of fine, quiet, autumnal weather in Ireland has to be chronicled. In the eastern 
half of Great Britain conditions were less favourable, and slight rain fell upon most days. At the 
beginning, the isobar of 305 inches embraced the whole of Scotland and Wales, the north and 
centre of England, and the extreme east of Ireland. The weather was first cool and hazy or foggy, 
then brilliant. On Monday, the barometer fell both on the Continent and slightly in Scotland and 
Treland, while it rose over England. The weather remained fine and more or less bright until 
Thursday, when an area of low pressure was found over the south of Germany, whence it spread 
north-westwards towards England. This depression caused freshening easterly winds, cloudy 
skies, and finally slight rains in the N.E. and S.E. of England ; while heavier rains were reported 
from the Continental Stations. On the east coast of Ireland also the sky became overcast and rain 
threatened at times—in Dublin, however, only a few drops of rain were observed on Friday and a 
very slight drizzle on Saturday afternoon. In Dublin, the mean height of the barometer was 
30298 inches, pressure gradually falling from 30509 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.N.E.) to 
29'998 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E.N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 507°. The 
mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 505°. On Sunday the screened thermometers 
fell to 399°. On Monday they rose to 588°. There was no measurable rainfall until the early 
morning of Sunday, October 7th, when ‘011 inch fell. The prevailing winds were 8.E., E., and N.E.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°294 inches. The highest reading (30°522) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (29°998) on Saturday at 9 P.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47:9°, being 1:6° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 60°9°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 320°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 489° 
and of the Wet Bulb 47:1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 36:0 
hours. ‘There was no rain during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 528°, the maximum 62:09, 
and the minimum 42°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°9°, the minimum 33:0°, and 
the mean 48°6° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 59°99, the minimum 39°3°, and 
the mean 49°4°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°12 in., at Glasgow 0°02 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°25 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which 
the rate was 15-5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16-7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17°6 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20°4, and for Edinburgh 17:1. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week i? 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 22°3 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from (0 in eight of the 
districts to 7°6 in Galway; the 15 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising | from measles and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 118 deaths from all 
causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from diphtheria, 
6 from enteric fever, and 8 from diarrhea. 


DvuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 16680 boys and 86 girls—and the deaths to 144—-82 males and 62 eecn 
x 
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The deaths, which are 15 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21:5 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (cumbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 20°4 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-one weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 25:1, and was 2:2 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 21, being 
4 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 1 under the 
number for the week ended the 6th instant: the 21 deaths comprise 2 from small pox, 
2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 7 from enteric fever, 3 (all of which 
occurred in the Richmond District Lunatic Asylum) from Beri-Beri, 3 from diarrhea, 
1 from erysipelas, &c. The deaths from small pox were those of a woman aged 22 
years and a boy 6 years old, both of whom had been vaccinated. 

. Eight cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being equal to the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 11 under the number for the week ended the 
29th ultimo: 6 small pox patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 62 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 14, being 4 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and 8 under the number for the week ended the 
29th ultimo: 15 patients were discharged during the week; one died ; and 95 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 6th instant. _ 

. The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 11 cases of scarlatina, being one 
over the number of cases of that disease admitted during the preceding week: 11 patients 
were discharged during the week; and 66 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being equal to the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 20 for the 
week ended the 29th ultimo to 25 for the following week, fell last week to 15, or 10 under 
the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 15 deaths comprise 
9 from bronchitis and 5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 5 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circu- 
latory system. .

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

- Asalready stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 20°4 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 23'6 (27°2 on the North side, and 20°4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 13°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
92 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°6 (27 in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000.

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1,is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road, and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Waiton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same to a point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on same

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane, through the centre 
of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, Hast and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane ; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 

Belfast, No..5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, Mill- 

treet, Marquis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road, to Wilton-street, 

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, Hast, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland to the River Lagan ; thence through the centre of the river as far as 
Queen’s-square. 

Belfast, No. 9, District.—The only parts of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
of the City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry. 

Belfast, No. 10, District consists of the Townlands of Ballymagarry, Black Mountain, Hannahstown, Ballydownfine, Ballygam- 
mon, Ballymoney, Ballymurphy, Englishtown, Tom of the Tae End, and portion of Edenderry Townland, south and west of a line 
drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springfield-road, through the centre of said road, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Leeson- 
street, Grosvenor-street, Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River to Ballygammon Townland. 

Belfast, No. 11, District consists of the area bounded by a line drawn from the junction of Shankill-road and Wilton-street, through 
the centre of said street, Cupar-street, and Springfield-road, to the boundary of Edenderry Townland atthe Forth River, northwards 
along said boundary to the Whiterock-road, through the centre of said road and Shankill-road to the Municipal Boundary, along 
game to the boundary of Old Park Townland, thence in a north-westerly direction along said boundary to where a stream from Mr, 
Andrew Reid’s land crosses same, thence in a northerly and north-westerly direction along said stream to a fence, and along same 
in a north-easterly direction to the Old Park-road at a point 50 yards on the north-west side of the Old Park National Schools, 
thence in a north-west direction along said road to the road leading into the Old Park Printworks, and along same in a north-east 
direction to the avenue leading to the dwellinghouse of the late Wm.

METEOROLOGY. 
For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, October 13, 1894:— 

“Changeable, but warmer, damper and more foggy weather prevailed. Atmospheric pressure 
was still high, but not so high as in the previous week. The central areas of highest barometer lay 
more to the eastward than before, and thus there was a growing tendency to the substitution of 
southerly and westerly winds for the easterly and northerly breezes of previous weeks. On 
Monday and Tuesday the first dense fog of the season settled down over London. The mornings of 
these days as well as of Wednesday were damp and foggy in Dublin also. On the afternoons of 
Monday, Tuesday, and Thursday rain fell in closeshowers. Until Tuesday the nights were cool, but 
then a rapid advance in temperature took place, which was even more marked by night than by 
day. The minimum in the screen did not fall below 55°1° on the nights of, Tuesday and Wednesday, 
whereas it had been 40°8° on Sunday night. On Wednesday the wind almost ‘boxed the compass’ 
in Dublin, veering from W. to N., and then through N.E. and E. to §.E. Towards the close of 
the week, depressions began to pass across Northern Europe from the north-westward and a return 
to the northerly weather-type was indicated. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
30°'125 inches —the lowest reading was 99'997 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, $.S.W.) ; the highest 
reading was 30°252 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, calm). The corrected mean temperature was 
541°, The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 536°. On Monday the screened ther- 
mometers fell to 408°; on Friday they rose to 62°7°—the highest reading recorded in Dublin since 
September 10th. The rainfall amounted to ‘210 inch, on five days, ‘101 inch being measured on 
Tuesday. The wind was variable.”

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°128 inches. The highest reading (30°264) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29-983) on Tuesday at 9 P.M., wind 8.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 52°8°, being 6°2° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 65°8°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 35:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 53°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 52°7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘94, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 11°8 
hours. The rainfall measured °275 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 53°0°, the maximum 62°09, 
and the minimum 44°6° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 65°8°, the minimum 38°09, and 
the mean 54:2° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 64°4°, the minimum 41°5°, and 
the mean 52°9°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°36 in., at Glasgow 0°26 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°47 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15:9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17:0 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17°5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 18:4, and for Edinburgh 19°6.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°] per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in eight of the 
districts to 17:0 in Lisburn; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 4 from measles. Among the 110 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 1 from measles, 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 7 from 
diarrhea ; the 12 deaths in Limerick comprise 1 from scarlatina and 2 from whooping- 
cough; and the 4 deaths in Lurgan comprise 2 from measles. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 184—93 boys and 91 girls—and the deaths to 121—64 males and 57 females.

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The deaths, which are 39 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18°0 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
‘nstitutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 17-2 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-two weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°9, and was 2-4 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 


The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 18, being | 


5 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 under the 
number for the week ended the 13th instant: the 18 deaths comprise 2 from small pox, 
1 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 4 from enteric fever, 1 (in the Richmond District 
Lunatic Asylum) from Beri-Beri, 9 from diarrhea, &c. The deaths from small pox 
are those of a man aged 42 years (vaccinated) and a male infant, one month old, 
“vaccinated too late: did not take.” 

Twenty-eight cases of smal] pox were admitted to hospital during the week, against 
8 for each of the two weeks preceding and 19 for the week ended the 29th ultimo: 3 
small pox patients were discharged during the week; 2 died ; and 85 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 23 over the number in hospital on Saturday, the 
13th instant. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital has gradually 
decreased from 22 during the week ended the 29th ultimo to 11, the number for last 
week: 11 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 92 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

The other admissions to hospital last week include 8 cases of scarlatina, being 3 under 
the number of cases of that disease admitted during the preceding week : 12 patients were 
discharged during the week; and 62 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
4 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 13th instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 19, being 
4 over the low number for the preceding week, but 7 under the average for the 42nd 
week of the last ten years: the 19 deaths consist of 16 from bronchitis and 3 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 8 children under five years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 2+ deaths and cancer 5. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 3 children under 
5 years of age (including 2 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths of 2 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Thirty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (23 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under | month old), and 
26 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 6 persons aged 70 and. upwards, of 
whom 1 was an octogenarian. 

Forty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic ‘institutions; of this number 7 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 14 in the Scuth Dublin Union Workhouse. |

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 17'2 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 21°5 (24°5 on the North side, and 18°7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 7'0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'2 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3'2 (3°6 in the North City Districts, and 2°8 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
25°77 per 1,000, They comprise 3 from phthisis, 1 from bronchitis, and 1 from pneumonia, but no 
deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°3 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from enteric fever and 3 from 
diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by phthisis and 3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
30°'7 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from 
convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 24°0 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from Beri-Beri and 3 from diarrhoea. Among the 
8 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 16'9 
per 1,000, Small pox caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 10 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis and 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 


No, 2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 197 per 
b) 1,000. Among them are 2 from phthisis, 1 from bronchitis, and 1 from pneumonia. No death from 
any Zymotic disease was registered, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 17°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz., 1 from each of the following :—-Small pox, 
scarlatina, enteric fever, and diarrhcea. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from diarrhea. Four 
of the 12 deaths from other causes were from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 4°9 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1,00; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 12°3; Palmerston, part of, 0°0; Rathmines, 114; Donnybrook, 2'1; 
Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 8’4. No deaths from any zymotic disease were tabulated for any of 
these districts, Three of the 6 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines were from diseases 
of the brain and neryous system.

METEOROLOGY. 
For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, October 20, 1894:— 

“Cold throughout, the weather was at first fine and dry, but afterwards became dull, damp, and 
rainy. On Friday and early on Saturday morning large quantities of cold rain, hail, and sleet fell, so 
that on Saturday the Dublin and Wicklow mountains were snow-capped for the first time this 
season. On Saturday evening much lightning was seen to the eastward of Dublin, and a thunder- 
storm with heavy rain passed over the city between 7 and 830 p.m. Until Wednesday an anti- 
cyclone was found over Scotland and Ireland, while a primary depression with its usual secondaries 
was travelling slowly southwards from the south of Scandinavia to Germany. Polar winds were 
prevalent all over Western Europe and the weather was correspondingly cold. At 8 a.m. of Mon- 
day the thermometer read 30° at Parsonstown, whereas it was 51° in the Scilly Islands and Jersey. 
On Wednesday a rather deep depression moved southwards down the Baltic from Lapland and the 
Gulf of Bothnia, Under its influence cold showers fell very generally along the eastern seaboard 
of Great Britain. Next day the distribution of pressure became very complex—the barometer began 
to rise briskly in the extreme north, bui fell over Spain, France, and the United Kingdom. The 
result was the setting in of easterly winds and rain or sleet and hail, a rapid fall of temperature in 
the North of Europe—to 9° F. at Haparanda at 8 a.m. of Friday—and an equally rapid rise in France 
and Germany. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30011 inches, pressure ranging from 
30°346 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, N.) to 29°528 inches at 2.30 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 455°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 44°59, 
On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 566°, on Friday they fell to 37°9°. The rainfall was 
1°238 inches on the last four days, ‘729 inch being referred to Friday. This was the largest measure- 
ment of rain recorded in Dublin since August 25th, and was much in excess of the total rainfall for 
the month of September (‘442 inch). The prevailing winds were N.E.and N. Hail fell on Friday, 
sleet on Saturday,on which day also there was a sharp thunderstorm.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:011 inches. The highest reading (30°334) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind N., and the lowest (29°554) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43:1°, being 4:1° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 54°8°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 33:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°6° 





-and of the Wet Bulb 40:7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 


being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 17'8 
hours. The rainfall measured °985 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 44°3°, the maximum 56°09, 
and the minimum 30°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°8°, the minimum 25°7°, and 
the mean 41:4° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51-9°, the minimum 28°39, and 
the mean 42°9°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°19 in., at Glasgow 0°10 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°75 in.* >

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including Londen (in which 
the rate was 17°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°5 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 18°5, and for Edinburgh 18:1.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 19°3 per 1,000 of the population, 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in seven of the 
districts to 17-0 in Lisburn; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 4 more from measles. Among the 98 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 2 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 4 from whooping-cough, and 9 from 
oa ; the 12 deaths in Londonderry comprise 1 from enteric fever and 2 from 

arrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 154—85 boys and 69 girls—and the deaths to 150—71 males and 79 oy 
A 
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The deaths, which are 15 under the average number for the corresponding week of 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22:4 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
‘nstitutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21°6 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°9, and was 2:3 


under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. _ 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during the week is 21, being 
3 over the number for the preceding week, but 3 under the average for the 43rd week 
of the last ten years : the 21 deaths comprise 4 from small pox, 1 from whooping-cough, 
1 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 7 from diarrhea, &c. The deaths from small 
pox are those of two adults and a girl aged 11 years, all of whom had been vaccinated, 
and an infant one month old, “ vaccinated too late.” ‘ 

The number of cases of small pox admitted to hospital during the week is 15, being 
13 under the admissions for the preceding week: 17 small pox patients were discharged 
during the week; 4 died; and 79 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 
under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being equal to the admissions 
for the preceding week: 16 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 
86 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number in hospital 
on Saturday the 20th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 15 cases of scarlatina, against 8 for 
the preceding week and 11 for the week ended the 13th instant: 17 patients were dis- 
charged during the week; and 60 remained under treatment on Saturday last, bemg 2 
under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

There were only 18 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during 
the week, being 12 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years 
and 1 under the number for the week ended the 20th instant: they consist of 9 from 
bronchitis, 8 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from croup.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 21'6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 22'8 (19°2 on the North side, and 260 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°9. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
22 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°3 (2'2 in the North City Districts, and 2'4 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 20 per 1,000. : 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 
8°6 per 1,000, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°3 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from small pox and 1 from 
diarrhoea. The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
98°9 per 1,000. Two deaths from diarrhcea constitute the mortality from zymotic disease. 
Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, phthisis 3, and diseases of the brain and nervous system 2. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (7) represent an annual rate of 14°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from cancer, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 24'6 
per 1,000, Small pox caused 1 death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis, 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 281 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhoea. Two deaths were 
caused by phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 288 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from diphtheria and 1 from enteric fever. 
The 20 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 4 from 
phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Oanal-street)._The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23°3 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from diarrhcea, but none from any other zymotic disease. 
Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system, i 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 29°2 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 353; Rathmines, 1572 ; Donnybrook, 27'1 ; 
Blackrock, 00 ; and Kingstown, 14‘0. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts 
comprise 2 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea for Donnybrook, and 1 from small pox for 
Kingstown.

Meteorological Observations. 711 


METEOROLOGY. 
For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, October 27, 1894: 
- “Weather of a cyclonic type was experienced in all parts of Western Europe throughout this 
week. Between Tuesday and Friday a barometric depression of the first importance travelled 
north-eastwards from the 8.W. of Ireland across this country, Scotland and the North Sea, to Sweden. 
In its passage, gales from various quarters prevailed, rain fell in torrents, and temperature became 
much higher than it had ruled for several weeks. On Sunday morning, a depression, which had 
caused thunderstorms during the previous day and night in Ireland, the 8.W. of England and 
throughout France, was found with its centre over the Wash. Very fine, bright weather prevailed 
in Ireland on this day and on Monday. The evening of the last-named day was frosty at first, but 
temperature rose quickly after 9p.m.in Dublin. In central England, however, sharp frost occurred, 
lasting until Tuesday morning. Even there the thermometer afterwards rose so quickly that the 
reading (53°) at 8 a.m. of Wednesday at Loughborough was 27° above that recorded at 8 a.m. of 
Tuesday (26°). This violent disturbance of temperature accompanied, or was caused by, the very 
deep atmospheric depression already mentioned, in which the barometer fell to 28°59 inches in Dub- 
lin. Scarcely had this system travelled away when another less deep depression advanced from 
S.W., causing a renewed rainfall and gloomy weather. Lightning was seen in the South of England 
nightly from Sunday to Friday. On the last day of the week the wind fell calm. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was only 29'353 inches, the extreme readings being—highest, 29°847 
inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, E.); lowest, 28591 inches at 4 p.m. of Wednesday (wind calm), 
The corrected mean temperature was 483°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 
480°. On Wednesday the screened thermometers rose to 577°, on Monday they fell to 360°. The 
prevailing winds were—first, E.; then, W. Rain fell on six days to the total amount of 2'011 inches, 


1042 inches being measured on Tuesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Pheenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°363 inches. The highest reading (29'841) was on 
Monday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (28°845) on Wednesday at 9 p.M., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 461°, being 1:2° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 59:09, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 284°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47:0° 
and of the Wet Bulb 45:3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 17°5 
hours. The rainfall measured 1°660 ins. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50:3°, the maximum 61°29, 
and the minimum 350° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 547°, the minimum 28°1", 
Petes mean 424°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°35 ins., and at Edinburgh 

88 in.

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16:4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17°3 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22-2 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 22°1, and for Edinburgh 23:4.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 22'8 per 1,000 of the population, 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in seven of the 
districts to 9°4 in Kilkenny; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 103 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 1 each from scarlatina, whooping- 
cough, diphtheria, and simple continued fever, 7 from enteric fever, and 4 from 
diarrhea; 4 of the 41 deaths in Cork were from scarlatina ; among the 21 deaths in 
Limerick are 1 from scarlatina and 1 from whooping-congh; the 9 deaths in Lisburn 
comprise 2 more from measles; and the 8 deaths in Lurgan comprise 1 from measles 
and | from scarlatina. 

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durimg the week amounted 
to 184—99 boys and 85 girls—and the deaths to 160—80 males and 80 pores 
B 
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The deaths, which are 21 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23°9 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 8) of persons admitted into public — 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°7 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24-9, and was 2:3 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

There were only 18 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
10 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 under the 
number for the week ended the 27th ultimo: they comprise one from small pox, one 
from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from influenza, one from whooping-cough, one from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, 3 from enteric fever, 4 (all in the Richmond District Lunatic 
Asylum) from Beri-Beri, 5 from diarrhea, &c. The death from small pox is that of a 
man aged 54 years who had not been vaccinated; “said to have had small pox in infancy.” 

- Twenty-eight cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 13 
over the admissions for the preceding week and equal to the number for the week ended 
the 20th ultimo: 23 small pox patients were discharged during the week; 1 died; and 
83 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 over the number in hospital a 
the close of the preceding week. ; 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 19, 
being 8 in excess of the number for each of the two weeks preceding: 28 patients were 
discharged during the week; one died; and 76 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, beg 10 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 27th ultimo. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 15 cases of scarlatina, being equal 
to the number of cases of that disease admitted during the preceding week: 9 patients 
were discharged during the week; and 66 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 6 over the number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during the 
week is 29, being 11 over the low number for the preceding week, but 3 under the 
average for the 44th week of the last ten years: the 29 deaths comprise 14 from 
bronchitis and 13 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convuisions. 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 11 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

See or pulmonary consumption caused 36 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, cancer 6, 
and gout 2. 

Two accidental deaths were registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 
Praga of age (including 5 infants under 1 year old) and the death of 1 person aged 

years. 

Twenty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (18 being infants under 1 year, of whom 5 were under 1 month old), and. 
42 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 4 were octogenarians, 

Sixty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other - 
public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 12 in the Scuth Dublin Union Workhouse. |

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] ; 


Asalready stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 227 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24°9 (25°0 on the North side, and 248 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
13 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°7 (22 in the North City Districts, and 1'2 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 
171 per 1,000. They comprise 1 from whooping-cough, but none from any other zymotic disease. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
250 per 1,000, Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from small pox and 3 from 
diarrhea. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis and 7 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
271 per 1,000. Two were from pneumonia, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, but none from 
any zymotic disease. 


No. 8 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 2,and convulsions 2, but no 
death from any zymotic disease was recorded. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 

_ per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from influenza and 1 from Beri-Beri. 

Among the 21 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 7 from 
phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 365 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhea, The 
11 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 22°2 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, including 1 from enteric fever and2 from Beri-Beri. Among 
the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia and 3 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (8) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 11°7 per 1,000, ‘They comprise 2 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis, bub none from any 
zymotic disease. 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37'8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 97 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 287 ; Rathmines, 133; Donnybrook, 18'8 ; 
Blackrock, 146 ; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts 
comprise 1 from cerebro-spinal meningitis for Rathmines and 1 from enteric fever for Kings- 
town. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Palmerston, part of, were from diseases 
of the respiratory system ; the7 deaths for Rathmines comprise 2 from cancer ; among the 9 deaths 
for Donnybrook are 3 from diseases of the brain and neryous system ; and the 7 deaths for Kings- 
town comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system.

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Waiton-street, Louisa-street, 
and Old Park-road, to the Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, along same to a point where the Water Commissioners’ lands 
meet the lands of the Old Park Printworks, in a north-westerly direction along the mearing between said lands toa point on same 
125 yards from the west side of John Magee’s farm road, thence in a north-easterly direction along the fence passing the rere of 
John Magee’s old farm-house, to the south-western boundary of the Northern Reservoir at Old Park, thence following said boundary 
along its western and northern sides to a point about 140 yards in an easterly direction from the point where the Carr’s Glen River 
enters the grounds of said reservoir, and thence north-eastward along a fence which meets the western boundary of Skegoneil?

Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, Mill- 
street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road, to Wilton-street, 

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland to the River Lagan; thence through the centre of the river as far as 
Queen’s-square. 

Belfast, No. 9, District.—The only parts of this district within the Municipal Boundary are small portions of the north-west 
of the City situated in the Townlands of Ballygomartin and Edenderry, 

Belfast, No. 10, District consists of the Townlands of Ballymagarry, Black Mountain, Hannahstown, Ballydownfine, Ballygam- 
mon, Ballymoney, Ballymurphy, Englishtown, Tom of the Tae End, and portion of Edenderry Townland, south and west of a line 
drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springfield-road, through the centre of said road, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Leeson- 
street, Grosvenor-street, Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River to Ballygammon Townland.

Andrew Reid’s land crosses same, thence in a northerly and north-westerly direction along said stream to a fence, and along same 
in a north-easterly direction to the Old Park-road at a point 50 yards on the north-west side of the Old Park National Schools, 
thence in a north-west direction along said road to the road leading into the Old Park Printworks, and along same in a north-east 
direction to the avenue leading to the dwellinghouse of the late Wm. Girdwood, thence in a straight line to the south-western 
boundary of the Water Commissioners’ lands at a point 125 yards north-westward from the fence of John Magee’s farm road, and 
thence in a south-easterly direction along the Water Commissioners’ boundary to the Municipal Boundary at Barleymill-road, along 
the latter boundary south-westwards to Old Park-road, through the centre of said road, Louisa-street, and Walton-street, across 
Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Tennent-street and Shankill-road to the junction of the latter with Wilton-street. 

Castlereagh, No. 1, District consists of that portion of the Municipal Borough of Belfast, in the County of Down, lying south and 
west of a line drawn from the middle of Queen’s Bridge, through the centre of Bridge-end, Mountpottinger-road, Castlereagh-street, 
and Castlereagh-road to the Municipal Boundary. 

Castlereagh, No. 4, District consists of that portion of the Municipal Borough of Belfast, in the County of Down, lying north and 
east of the said line. 


The Registrar’s District of Cork, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from St. Patrick’s bridge, through the centre of Bridge-street,

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, by the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Townland of Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmore Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandon 
street, asfar as Fair-lane. ; 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fairlane and Fair-hill, along the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Eastern boundary of Killard Townland 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knockna- 
bohilly Townlands to Blarney-street, thence through the centre of Blarney-street and Shandon-street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 4, District is bounded by aline drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of Shandon-street and Blarney. 
street to the Western boundary of Knocknabohilly Townland, thence by the Western boundary of the Townlands of Knocknabohilly 
and Garranabraher to Killeens Townland, thence by the Southern and Western boundary of Killeens Townland to the boundary of 
the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the centre of the River Lee, thence through 
the centre of the river to the ‘‘ Cascade,” on the Western boundary of Gillabbey Townland, thence along the Western and Northern

Cork, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of Shandon-street, Clarence street, Old 
Chapel-lane, Old Youghal-road, Audley-place, Wellington-place, St. Patrick’s-hill, Bridge-street, St. Patrick’ -oridge, St. Patrick’s- 
street, Daunt’s-square, Castle-street, and North Main-street, to North Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of the north channel of the River Lee 
to the suburb boundary, thence along the suburb boundary to Gillabbey Weir, thence through the centre of the south channel to 
8 point in the centre of the river opposite the Custom House, thence through the centre of the north channel, St. Patrick’s-bridge, 
St. Patrick’s-street, Daunt’s-square, Castle-street, and North Main-street, to North Gate- bridge.

Division to the Pouladufi-road, thence through the centre of the Pouladufi-road, Green-street, Barrack-street, Vicar-street, 
Dean-street, Bishop-street, and Fitton-street to the south channel of the River Lee, thence through the centre of the south 
channel to Anglesea:bridge.

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Meteorological Observations. 727 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, November 3, 1894:— 

“ Atmospheric pressure remained in a most unstable condition throughout this week, and copious 

rainfalls, strong squally southerly winds, high but unsteady temperatures, and on Sunday and Mon- 
day electric disturbances made up the weather of the period. Most of the depressions observed 
passed northwards or north-eastwards across the Atlantic, skirting the western coasts of Ireland 
and Scotland. On Tuesday morning, however, three primary areas of low pressure existed—over 
Denmark, the North of Scotland, and off the S8.W. of Ireland respectively. Connected with these 
disturbances thunderstorms had prevailed in Wales and the North of England, and in the course of 
Tuesday torrents of rain fellin the southern half of the British Isles, in Belgium and the N,E. of 
France. The measurement at Brixton, in the S. of London, was 1'44inches. On the same day (Tues- 
day) there was an extraordinary difference in temperature between Haparanda on the Gulf of 
Bothnia, where at 8 a.m. the thermometer read —7° Fahr,, and Berlin and Valentia Island (Kerry), 
where the reading at the same time was 51°, or 58° higher. At 8 a.m. of Saturday temperature 
varied from —2° at Haparanda to 69° at Biarritz—a difference of 71°. From Wednesday to Thurs- 
day morning the barometer rose six-tenths of an inch at Berlin, as an anticyclone formed 
temporarily over Germany. Butthis brought no permanent improvement, for on Saturday another 
storm-centre passed swiftly northwards outside the west coast of Ireland. In Dublin the mean 
atmospheric pressure was 29556 inches, the barometer oscillating between 29°363 inches at 9 a.m. 
of Monday (wind, 8.W.) and 29'743 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, S.E.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 521°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 51°5°. The screened 
thermometers rose to 62°8° on Wednesday, having fallen to 391° on Tuesday. The rainfall was ‘791 
inch, on seven days, ‘201 inch being registered on Tuesday. The prevalent wind was S.S.W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:559 inches. The highest reading (29:728) was on 
Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind E.S.E., and the lowest (29°375) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind S.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 51:5°, being 5:2° above the average fcr 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 63°79, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 33°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 5!:7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 49°3°. The mean humidity of the air was °84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 24:0 
hours. The rainfall measured °920 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54:0°, the maximum 64:99, 
and the minimum 45°7° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°9°, the minimum 30°02, and 
the mean 48°6¢ ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 60°3°, the minimum 33-02, and the 
mean 48°6°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 2:16 ins., at Glasgow 1°98 ins., and at 
Edinburgh 0°70 in.* - |

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15:0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16-9 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°3 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 21°8, and for Edinburgh 19°6.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in twelve of the 
districts to 2°9 in Belfast; the 119 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from scarlatina, 1 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from simple 
continued fever, 3 from enteric fever, and 6 from diarrhea; and the 18 deaths in 
Limerick comprise 1 from scarlatina and 1 from whooping-cough.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week «mounted 
to 221—120 boys and 101 girls—and the deaths to 153—78 males and 75 oe 
Q 
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The deaths, which are 24 under the average number for the corresponding week of — 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°8 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (cumbering 6) of persons admitted into public 


institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21-9 per 1,000. During the | 


first forty-five weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24:8, and was 2:4 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

There were only 12 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
14 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 6 under the 
number for the week ended the 3rd instant: they consist of 4 from small pox, 1 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 3 fram whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 1 from simple 
cholera, and | from diarrhea. 

The deaths from small pox are those of 2 women, and a girl aged 9 years, all of whom 
had “bad marks,” and of a man aged 34 years who had not been vaccinated. 

Thirty-seven cases of smal] pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 9 
over the admissions for the preceding week, and 22 over the number for the week ended 
the 27th ultimo: 35 small pox patients were discharged during the week; 4 died; and 
81 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 20, 
being 1 over the admissions for the preceding week: 14 patients were discharged during 
the week ; and 82 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 3rd instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 12 cases of scarlatina, against 15 
for each of the two weeks preceding: 5 patients were discharged during the week; 2 
died; and 71 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in 
hospital on the previous Saturday. 

‘'wenty-five deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during 
the week, being 4 under the number for the preceding week, and 12 below the average 
for the 45th week of the last ten years: the 25 deaths comprise 14 from bronchitis 
and 9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

cancer 5. 

Four accidental deaths (including 3 by drowning) were registered. 

In 15 instances the cause of deatl was ° uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 11 infants under 
1 year old and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (36 being infants under 1 year, of whom 16 were under 1 month old) 
and 35 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 2 were octogenarians, and 1 (a man) was stated to have been aged 92 years. 

Fifty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 5 took place in the North Dublin Union Workhouse, 
13 in the Scuth Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 
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The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 21°9 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24°7 (236 on the North side, and 25°6 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°65, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
16 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 19 (13 in the North Oity Districts, and 24 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
257 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from wheoping-cough and 1 from simple 
cholera. Of the remaining 7 deaths 2 were from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from 
convulsions, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
250 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is 1 from enteric fever. Among the 20 
deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 5 from phthisis, and 3 from 
diseases of the digestive system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
93°5 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
Three were from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 8 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 200 per 
1,000. Diseases of the brain and. nervous system caused 2 deaths, but no death from any zymotie 
disease was recorded. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 32°3 
per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from small pox and 1 from whooping- 
cough. Among the 18 deaths from other causes are 3 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. One was from small pox, 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 209 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from small pox and 1 from scarlatina. 
Four of the 14 remaining deaths were from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 248 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis, but no death from any 
Zymotic disease was recorded. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12’6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 243 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 76 ; Donnybrook, 14°6 ; 
Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 280. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts 
consist of 1 from diarrhoea in Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, and 1 from enteric fever in 
Palmerston, part of.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, November 10, 1894: 
“This week witnessed a continuance of cyclonic conditions over North-western Europe and re- 
sulting in unsettled weather, with squally southerly to westerly winds, frequent rains or passing 
showers, high but unstable temperature, and fine, bright, dry intervals. Until Thursday the 
barometer stood high over France and Germany—30'10 to 30°20 inches—so that gradients were some- 
times steep over the British Isles. On the day named a V.-shaped depression existed over the North 
Sea, and accordingly the wind drew into N.W. over Great Britain, while it freshened from S. or S.E. 
in Norway, Sweden, and Denmark. During the last two days, atmospheric pressure became 
generally low and was unevenly distributed. In the vicinity of Dublin, alternate cloudy and bright 
spells occurred, but the weather was not unfavourable save as to its variableness. On Wednesday 
rain fell heavily over the south of England and in Wales in connection with the V.-shaped depres- 
sion already mentioned. In Dublin a solar halo was seen at 9 a.m. of Sunday, a lunar halo at 9 p.m. 
of Monday, and a lunar corona at 9p.m. of Saturday. Owing to clouds, the Transit of Mercury was 
not seen from Dublin on the afternoon of Saturday. The mean height of the barometer was 29°647 
inches, pressure ranging between 30°038 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, S.W.) and 29315 inches 
at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 496°. The mean dry 
bulb temperature at9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 481°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers rose to 
577°, on Thursday they fell to 411° The rainfall was ‘419 inch on six days, ‘211 inch being measured 
on Thursday. The prevailing wind wasS.W. Electrical disturbances occurred on Friday night and 

Saturday in several places.” 








At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-654 inches. The highest reading (30-037) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind S.S.W., and the lowest (29-327) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48°4°, being 3°8° above the average fcr 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 56°8°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 38:7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 455°. The mean humidity of the air was °85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 25:0 
hours. The rainfall measured °470 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50°3°, the maximum 59°5°, 
and the minimum 40°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 55°1°, the minimum 41°19, and 
the mean 48°4° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54°6°, the minimum 41:3°, and the 
mean 48°2°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°64 in., at Glasgow 0°87 in., and at 
Edinburgh 0°46 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in nine of the 
districts to 15'1 in Galway; the 16 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 4 from measles. Among the 121 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast 
are 3 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from 
simple continued fever, 3 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea; the 31 deaths in 
Cork comprise 1 from measles, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from simple continued fever, and 4 
from diarrhea; and the 21 deaths in Limerick comprise 1 from typhus and 2 from 
whooping-cough. 

DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week «mounted | 
to 197—105 boys and 92 girls—and the deaths to 156—82 males and 74 ane 
D 
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The deaths, which are 31 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23°3 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°7 per 1,000. During the — 
first forty-six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24:8, and was 2-4 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

Thirteen deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being one over 
the low number for the preceding week, but 9 below the average for the corresponding 
week of the last ten years: they comprise 3 from small pox, 1 from whooping-cough, 
1 from diphtheria, 1 from simple continued and ill-defined f-ver, 2 from enteric fever, 
2 from diarrhea, &e. : 

The deaths from small pox are those of a man who had “two fair marks,” of a woman 
who had not been vaccinated, and of a man aged 46 years in whose case there is no 
statement as to vaccination. . 

Twenty-five cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 12 
under the admissions for the preceding week, and 3 under the number for the week ended 
the 3rd instant: 10 small pox patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 
94 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 over the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

The present epidemic of small pox in Dublin, though slight as compared with the 
great epidemics of 1871-73 and 1878=80, has naturally caused considerable alarm since 
its first appearance in July last. The deaths from the disease within the Dublin 
Registration District have, for each week from the 2|st of July to the 17th November, 
been respectively I, 0, 1, 1, 3, 6, 0, 1, 2, 0, 2, 4, 2,2, 4,1, 4, and 3, making a total of 37 
deaths, all except one of which occurred in hospital; and the admissions to hospital 
during the same period have been 0, 4, 9, 26, 37, 14, 16, 16, 12, 13, 19, 8, 8, 28, 15, 
28, 37, and 24 weekly. ‘Thus there has been a considerable fall among the new cases; 
the epidemic has no doubt been kept in check by the vaccinations and revaccinations 
which have been performed to a_greater extent than previously recorded in Dublin. 
While this is slight as compared with former epidemics, its complete subsidence will 
depend mainly upon the rapid and successful vaccination of all susceptible persons. 

There were only 12 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week, 
being 8 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 7 under the number for the 
week ended the 3rd instant: 8 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 
84 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital on 
the previous Saturday. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 20 cases of scarlatina, against 12 
for the preceding week: 8 patients were discharged during the week; and 83 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 over the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 10th instant. 

Twenty-five deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during - 
last week, being equal to the number for the preceding week, but 15 below the average 
for the 46th week of the last ten years: the 25 deaths comprise 7 from bronchitis, 
1] from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

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The deaths of 13 children under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Thirteen deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive 
of convulsions) and 14 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 12 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 5. 

Eight accidental deaths (including 2 by burns and scalds), and 1 case of suicide were 
registered. 

In 15 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 7 infants under 
1 year old and the deaths of 5 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Thirty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (22 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old) 
and 41 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians, and 1 (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Seventy-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 7 in the Scath Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


Asalready stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 22°7 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 25°1 (25°0 on the North side, and 25°2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°0. 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
15 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'5 (1'8 in the North City Districts, and 12 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 15 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 
11°4 per 1,000. One death from diarrhea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Convulsions 
caused 2 deaths. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
25:0 per 1,000, Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from simple continued fever and 
1 from enteric fever. Six deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by diseases 
of the circulatory system, and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
325 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is 1 from whooping-cough. Among the 
17 deaths from other causes are 3 from phthisis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 4 
from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 

No. 8 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 260 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis, but no death from any of the principal zymotic diseases was 
registered. 

No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 18'5 
per 1,000. Small pox caused 1 death, the only death from any zymotic disease, and diseases of the 
respiratory system 4. © 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 42°2 per 
1,000. Two were from small pox, 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 3 from convulsions. 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 222 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, and 4from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system, but none from any.of the principal zymotic diseases. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 262 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from diseases of the circulatery system, 2 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system, and 2 from cancer, but none from any of the principal zymotic 
diseases, 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 19°4; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 246 ; Palmerston, part of, 0°0; Rathmines, 76; Donnybrook, 188; 
Blackrock, 21°8 ; and Kingstown, 30°8. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts’ 
consist of 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines, 1 from diarrhoea for Blackrock, and 1 from diphtheria 
for Kingstown.. Among the 9 deaths from all causes tabulated for Donnybrook are 2 from diseases 
of the respiratory system, 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, and 3 from diseases of 
the digestive system ; and the 11 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system,

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1,is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road, and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, Districtis bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duneairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Waiton-street, Louisa-street,

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through

METEOROLOGY. ; 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, November 17, 1894:— 

“Very disturbed conditions existed over North-western Europe throughout this week, which will 
be especially memorable for a torrential rainfall in the S.W., 8., and S.E. of England and resulting 
destructive floods in those districts. In Scotland, the N.E. of England and the N. and E. of Ireland, 
the rainfall was moderate and intervals of very fine, bright weather were enjoyed. On Sunday 
rather steep gradients for W. and S8.W. winds existed. In the evening a lunar halo and corona of 
unusual beauty appeared. On Monday morning two atmospheric depressions were found with 
minima below 29 inches—of these, one was over Caithness, the other was near the Scilly Islands. 
Round the latter vortex, the winds were strong to a gale and torrents of rain were falling—at 8 a.m. 
the measurement at St. Mary’s, Scilly, was 3°06 inches, and at Hurst Castle 2:02 inches. This system 
subsequently travelled up the English Channel and then across the North Sea to Denmark. Its 
passage was attended by violent gales, storms of rain, hail, thunder and lightning. The barometer 
fell to 28°75 inches at Hurst Castle. On Tuesday another even more extensive depression bore in 
upon the British Islands, causing a renewal of the rainstorm and gales. Its centre was near the 
Shetlands at 8 a.m. of Wednesday—the barometer reading at Sumburgh Head being only 28°59 inches. 
Again, the rainfall was immense over the southern half of England. In Ireland the weather now 
became very bright and cool and so remained until Saturday, which was a cloudy, warm, squally 
day. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29'365 inches, the barometer ranging from 
28'904 inches at 2 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, S.W.) to 29°881 inches, at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.) 
The mean temperature was 45'9°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers fell to 35°79, on Saturday 
they rose to 56°9°. The rainfall was ‘469 inch, ‘399 inch falling on Tuesday. The prevailing winds 
were S.W. and 8.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-378 inches. The highest reading (29°890) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.E., and the lowest (28°939) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44:2°, being 0°5° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 56°5°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 331°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44:0° 
and of the Wet Bulb 41°4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 29°2 
hours. The rainfall measured °510 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 47:0, the maximum 55°59, 
and the minimum 40°4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 55:0°, the minimum 38°39, and 
the mean 45°3¢; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53:59; the minimum 36°5°, and the 
mean 44°0°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 2:03 ins., at Glasgow 1°17 ins., and at 
Edinburgh 0°46 in.* :

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15°9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17:3 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21°3 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 21°2, and for Edinburgh 23°3. 


Town Distrricrs oF IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 23'0 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from (°0 in seven of the 
districts to 21:0 in Armagh; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 107 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are 1 from scarlatina, 4 from diphtheria, 1 from enteric 
fever, and 6 from diarrhea; the 18 deaths in Limerick comprise | from scarlatina and 
1 from diarrhea; among the 14 deaths in Londonderry are 1 from diphtheria and 
1 from diarrhea, and the 15 deaths in Waterford comprise 1 from typhus and 4 
from diarrhea. The Registrar for Castlereagh No. 4 District, Belfast Union, 
remarks,—-‘‘ during the week I gave orders for the removal of a case of small-pox 
from this district to Union Hospital.” 


DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the weck emounted 
io 170—98 boys and 77 girls—and the deaths to 163-90 males and 73 females.

The deaths, which are 20 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24°3 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23°6 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24:8, and was 2-4 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

Seventeen deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 4 over 
the low number for the preceding week, but 6 under the average for the corresponding 
week of the last ten years: they comprise 1 from small pox, 1 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 1 from influenza, 3 from whooping-cough, 5 from enteric fever, 4 from 


diarrheea, &e. 
The death from small pox was that of a man aged 34 years who had not been 


vaccinated. 

Only 18 cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 7 
under the admissions for the preceding week, and 19 uuder the number for the week ended 
the 10th instant: 18 small pox patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 
91 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 below the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

The present epidemic of small pox in Dublin, as pointed out in last week’s 
return, though slight as compared with the great epidemics of 1871-73 and 
1878-80, has naturally caused considerable alarm since its first appearance in July 
last. The deaths from the disease within the Dublin Revistration District have, 
for each week from the 2Ist of July to the 24th November, been respectively 1, 0, 
1, 1, 3, 6, 0, 1, 2, 0, 2, 4, 2, 2, 4, 1, 4, 3, and 1, making a total of 38 deaths, 
all except one of which occurred in hospital; and the admissions to hospital dur- 
ing the same period have been 0, 4, 9, 26, 37, 14, 16, 16, 12, 13, 19, 8, 8, 28, 15, 
28, 37, 24, and 18 weekly. Thus there kas been a considerable decrease in new cases. 
While this is slight as compared with former epidemics, its complete subsidence will 
depend mainly upon the rapid and successful vaccination of all susceptible persons. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 14, 
being 2 over the admissions for the preceding week, but 6 under the number for the 
week ended the 10th instant: 11 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
week ; 3 died; and 84 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the 
number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 24 cases of scarlatina, against 20 
and 12 for each of the two weeks preceding: 18 patients were discharged during the 
week; and 89 remained under treatment on Saturday last; being 6 over the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 17th instant. 

Twenty-five deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during 
last week, being equal to the number for each of the two weeks preceding, but 15 
below the average for the 47th week of the last ten years: the 25 deaths comprise 
9 from bronchitis, 12 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 11 children (including 9 infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to 
convuisions. 

Two deaths were caused by epilepsy, 13 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 20 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 2. 

Seven accidental deaths (including 3 by burns) were registered. 

In 9 instances the cause of deat! was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 children under 
5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year old). 

Forty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (28 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old) 
and 36 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 2 were octogenarians, 

Sixty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 8 took placein the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 11 in the Scuth Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables LV. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23'6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 27°7 (26°3 on the North side, and 28'9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 14'0. 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°3 (13 in the North City Districts, and 3'3 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
28°6 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system 
but no death from any zymotic disease was recorded. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
25°0 per 1,000, One death from enteric fever constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among 
the 20 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, 2 from 


- diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North Ciiy District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
307 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is 1 from enteric fever. Pneumonia caused 
2 deaths, phthisis 2, diseases of the circulatory system 3, and diseases of the brain and nervous 
system 3. : 

No. 8 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 22:0 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough caused 1 death—the only death from any zymotic disease. 

No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 36'9 
per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from small pox, 1 from influenza, 1 from 
enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea. Of the remaining 19 deaths 3 were from bronchitis and 4 from 
diseases of the brain and neryous system. 

No.2 South City District (High-street).—_The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 394 per 
1,000. They comprise 1 from enteric fever, 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, and 2 from 
phthisis. 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 30°1 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from enteric 
fever. Among the 20 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 5 from 
phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 146 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is 1 from diarrhoea. Diseases of 
the circulatory system caused 3 deaths, 

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 97 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 11'4i;; Donnybrook, 16'7 
Blackrock, 21°8 ; and Kingstown, 19°6. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts 
comprise 1 from whooping-cough for Rathmines, 1 from diarrhcea for Donnybrook, and 1 from 
scarlatina for Blackrock. Among the 6 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 3 from 
diseases of the brain land nervous system ; the 8 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from diseases 
of the respiratory system and 2 from conyulsions ; and the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from 
phthisis.,

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickférgus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus.

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fairlane and Fair-hill, along the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Klectoral Division to the Eastern boundary of Killard Townland 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knockna- 
bohilly Townlands to Blarney-street, thence through the centre of Blarney-street and Shandon-street, as far as Fair-lane.

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Meteorological Observations. 775 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TanLEe VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R. mur. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, November 24, 1894:— 

“*After a storm comes a calm’”—this would be a pithy way of comparing the weather of this week 
with that of its predecessor. The gales and rains ceased, and a growing tendency to anticyclonic 
conditions showed itself as the period advanced. On Sunday a V.-shaped depression lay over Ire- 
land, where rainy but finally quiet weather prevailed. At night the sky was clear, and temperature 
fell fast, but only for a short time, for on Monday it again became extremely mild. This change was 
succeeded by a considerable rainfall, amounting to six-tenths of an inch or upwards in the extreme 
S.W. and N.W. of the country. Bright aurora was reported on Sunday night from Wick in Scot- 
land and Roche's Point in Cork. The display was again seen on Monday night at Wick; and on 
Friday night also a brillant aurora was seen in Ireland, Scotland, and Sweden. On and after Wed- 
nesday, an anticyclonic band stretched westwards from Central Europe to the southern parts of the 
British Island. The wind fell light in consequence, having blown a fresh gale from 8.W. in Ireland 
and the Irish Sea on Wednesday night. The atmosphere also became hazy and thick, and fogs 
formed in many places. On Friday morning the distribution of temperature was most irregular— 
at 8 a.m., the thermometer read 51° at Holyhead, Pembroke, and Scilly ; only 36° at Valentia Island, 
34° at Donaghadee, and 33° at Parsonstown. Saturday wasa fine day with an easterly breeze. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30174 inches, pressure ranging from 29:917 inches 
at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, §.8.E.) to 30°87 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.). The mean tem- 
perature was 47'4°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m,.and 9 p.m. was also 474°. On Mon- 
day the screened thermometers rose to 548°, having fallen to 382° during the previous night. The 
rainfall was ‘300 inch, on four days, ‘150 inch being measured on Sunday. The prevailing winds 
were S.S.E., S.S.W., and W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30177 inches. The highest reading (30-398) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29:914) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44:4°, being 0°3° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Monday, when the thermometer registered 56°69, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 30°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46:3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 44°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 10°7 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘320 in, 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 44:0°, the maximum 56:09, 
and the oinimum 311°; at Glasgow the maximum was 54°3°, the minimum 33:79, and 
the mean 45:0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54'1°, the minimum 32°5°, and the 
mean 45°1°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°13 in., at Glasgow 0°42 in., and at 
Edinburgh 0°25 in.* :

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17°8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21:4 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 23-7, and for Edinburgh 18:1. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 21°1 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in seven of the 
districts to 18°2 in Lurgan; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, and 1 from whooping-cough. Among 
the 117 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 1 from scarla- 
tina, 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from simple continued fever, 2 from enteric fever, and 
1 from diarrhea; and the 16 deaths in Limerick comprise 3 from scarlatina and 1 from 
whooping-cough. 

DuBLin AND SuBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered durmg the week amounted 
to 213— 108 boys and 105 girls—and the deaths to 142--68 males and 74 females. 
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The deaths, which are 49 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21:2 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 20-0 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-eight weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24:7, and was 2°5 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

Only 11 deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 6 under 
the number for the preceding week and 12 below the average for the corresponding 
week of the last ten years: the 11 deaths consist of 3 from small pox, 1 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 1 from influenza, 1 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 
2 from diarrhea, and 1 from dysentery. 

The deaths from small pox are those of a female aged 17 years who had been vac- 
cinated, and of a boy aged 13 and a female aged 19 years who had not been vaccinated. 

Thirty-seven cases of small pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 19 
over the admissions for the preceding week, and 12 over the number for the week ended 
the 17th ultimo: 25 small pox patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 
101 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 over the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Since the appearance of this disease in July last the deaths from it within the Dublin 
Registration District have, for each week from the 21st of July to the Ist December, 
been respectively I, 0, 1, 1, 3, 6, 0, 1, 2, 0, 2, 4, 2, 2, 4, 1, 4, 3, 1, and 3, making 
a total of 41 deaths, all except one of which occurred in hospital; and the admissions 
to hospital during the same period have been 0, 4, 9, 26, 37, 14, 16, 16, 12, 13, 19, 
8, 8, 28, 15, 28, 37, 24, 18, and 37 weekly. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 14, 
being equal to the admissions for the preceding week: 17 enteric fever patients were 
discharged during the week; 1 died; and 80 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 4 under the number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 12 cases of scarlatina, against 24 
and 20 respectively for each of the two weeks preceding: 5 patients were discharged 
during the week; 1 died; and 95 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 
over the number in hospital on Saturday the 24th ultimo. 

Twenty-eight deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during 
last week, being 3 over the number for the preceding week, but 19 under the average 


for the 48th week of the last. ten years: the 28 deaths comprise 15 from bronchitis 


and 8 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 12 children under 5 years of age (including 10 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Ten deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 11 by diseases of the circulatory system. 
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Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
“cancer 6. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In |1 instances the cause of death was ‘“‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 

attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age (including 6 infants under 1 year old) and the death of one person aged 
65 years. 
e Serie wins of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (28 being infants under | year, of whom 8 were under | month old) 
and 35 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and , upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 16 in the Scuth Dublin Union Workhouse. 


. The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
} the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
( - the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII. ] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 200 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 22°6 (23'2 on the North side, and 22'0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 14°0. 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
16 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'3 (22 in the North City Districts, and 04 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,009. : 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Hmerald-street).—The deaths (3) are equal to an annual rate of 
86 per 1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
239 per 1,000, Among. them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from small pox, 1 from enteric 
fever, and 1 from diarrhcea. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 6 from 
phthisis, and 3 from convulsions. 


No.2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
289 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is 1 from small pox. Two were from 
bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 8 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 26:0 per 
1,000. Small pox caused 1 death—the only death from any zymotic disease. The remaining 12 
deaths comprise 3 from diseases-of the respiratory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from mesenteric 
disease. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 27°7 
per 1,000. They comprise 1 from whooping-cough, 6 from bronchitis, and 3 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 253 per 
1,000. Two were from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 from phthisis, but no death from any zymotic disease was recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 157 per 
1,000. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, phthisis 2, and diseases of the brain and nervous system 2. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 219 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 3 from 
phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 29'2 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1,00; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 114; Donnybrook, 63; 
Blackrock, 218; and Kingstown, 22°4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts 
consist of 1 from dysentery for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1;1 from enteric fever and 1 from 
diarrhoea for Rathmines; and 1 from scarlatina for Blackrock. Among the 6 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, are 3 from phthisis; and the 8 deaths for Kingstown 
comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory system.

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M eteorological Observations. 791 


die METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, December 1, 1894:— 

“The tendency to anticyclonic conditions observed in Western Europe during the previous week 
persisted throughout the period now under review, and except in the far North quiet, fine weather 
prevailed. Temperature was often above the average for the time of year, but local frosts were 
felt in different parts of the inland districts of our islands, while more decided and extensively dis- 
tributed frosts occurred in France and Germany. Until Tuesday the area of highest pressure was 

- found over the south of Scandinavia and of the Baltic, in which regions the barometer stood at 
between 30°70 and 30°80 inches. On the morning of the day named a separate centre of high pressure 
formed over Ireland, accompanied by a sharp frost inland—the thermometer receding to 25° at 
Parsonstown, King’s Co. At this time, the barometer was falling in the extreme N.W. and N., as a 
large depression approached Norway from the westward. This disturbance caused a general rise 
of temperature in the British Islands on Wednesday afternoon, the atmosphere became soft and 
damp, and the wind freshened with light showers at many stations. As this low pressure area 
travelled eastwards, the barometer rose again, the wind fell light and drew into northerly points, 
and temperature gave way quickly. Fog and frost set in on Friday, but the amount of cloud 
checked radiation to alarge extent and only local frosts under clear skies were recorded. In Dublin 
the mean height of the barometer was 30°442 inches, the extreme readings being—highest, 30°591 
inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, W.N.W.), lowest, 30297 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, S.E.). 
The mean temperature was 437°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m, and 9 p.m. was 42°7°, On 
Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 52'°3°. On Friday they fell to 344°. The prevailing wind 
was westerly. There was no measurable rainfall.”

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°441 inches. The highest reading (30°597) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (30°315) on Thursday at 9 A.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 410°, being 0°3° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 52°79, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 26°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40°1° 
and of the Wet Bulb 38:6°.. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 16°5 
hours. The rainfall measured °010 in. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°3°, the maximum 47°8°, 
and the minimum 31°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 53°0°, the minimum 27°9°, and 
the mean 42°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°19. the minimum 30°4°, and the 
mean 42:0°. The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0°01 in. There was no rain at Green- 
wich or Edinburgh.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 19:4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20:2 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22°1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 23°9, and for Edinburgh 18°6.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 

. the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 22'2 per 1,000 of the population.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eight of the 
districts to 5°6 in Limerick; the 19 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 1 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, and 1 from diarrhea. Among 
the 107 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 3 from whoop- 
ing-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; the 33 
deaths in Cork comprise 1 from scarlatina and 1 from whooping-cough ; and the 3 
deaths in Waterford comprise 2 from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 204— 96 boys and 108 girls—and the deaths to 170—-76 males and 94 females.

The deaths, which are 32 under the average number for the corresponding week of 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25°4 in every 1,000 ql 


of the population: omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24°9 per 1,000. During the 
first forty-nine weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24-7, and was 2:6 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 22, being 
11 over the low number for the preceding week, but 2 below the average for the cor- 
responding week of the last ten years: the 22 deaths comprise 6 from small pox, 1 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 6 from influenza and its complications, 1 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea, 1 from erysipelas, &c. 

The deaths from small pox are those of a boy, 4 girls, and a woman, none of whom 
had been vaccinated. 

Thirty-one cases of smal] pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 6 
under the admissions for the preceding week: 35 small pox patients were discharged 
during the week; 6 died; and 91 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 
under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Since the appearance of this disease in July last the deaths from it within the Dublin 
Revistration District have, for each week from the 21st of July to the 8th December, 
been respectively 1, 0, 1, 1, 3, 6, 0, 1, 2, 0, 2, 4, 2, 2, 4, 1, 4, 3, 1, 3, and 6, making 
a total of 47 deaths, all except one of which occurred in hospital; and the admissions 
to hospital during the same period have been 0, 4, 9, 26, 37, 14, 16, 16, 12, 13, 19, 
8, 8, 28, 15, 28, 37, 24, 18, 37, and 31 weekly. 

Nineteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 5 
over the number for each of the two weeks preceding: 8 enteric fever patients were dis- 
charged during the week; 1 died; and 90 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 10 over the number in hospital on Saturday the Ist instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 9 cases of scarlatina, against 12 
for the preceding week and 24 for the week ended the 24th ultimo: 5 patients were 
discharged during the week; and 99 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
4 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during last 
week is 36, being 8 over the number for the preceding week, but 13 under the average 
for the 49th week of the last ten years: the 36 deaths comprise 24 from bronchitis, 
8 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 13 children under 5 years of age (including 11 infants under 1 year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. . 

Two deaths were caused by epilepsy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 
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Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer l. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 7 infants under 1 

ear old and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Fifty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (38 being infants under 1 year, of whom 13 were under 1 month old) 
and 42 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 4 were octogenarians, and | (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Sixty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 249 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28'1 (23:2 on the North side, and 32'6 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°4. 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2:1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2’6 (09 in the North City Districts, and 41 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 10 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°0 per 1,000. Two were from influenza, 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, and 2 from 
phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
20°3 per 1,000, Influenza caused 1 death—the only death from any zymotic disease—diseases of 
the respiratory system 4, diseases of the circulatory system 3, and phthisis 2. 


No. 2 North City District (hisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
271 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is 1 from whooping-cough. Among the 
14 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 260 per 
1,000. One death from scarlatina constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Of the re- 
maining deaths 2 were from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (26) represent an annual rate of 40°0 
per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 5 deaths, viz. :—small pox 4 and influenza 1. The 21 deaths 
from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—_The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28'1 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from small pox and 1 from enteric 
fever. Three were from bronchitis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—_The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 31'4 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from influenza and 2 from diarrhoea. 
Among the 20 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 291 per 1,000. One death from diarrhoea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
The remaining 19 deaths include 3 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 8 
from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. : 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf andiHowth, No.1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock¥and Drumcondra, No. 1, 34:0; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 95; Donnybrook, 167; 
Blackrock, 291; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts 
consist of 1 from influenza for Rathmines; and 1 from diphtheria and 1 from enteric fever for 
Donnybrook. Among the 7 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 
are 2 from bronchitis ; and the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
System and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tasty VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, December 8, 1894:— 

“ Although not so settled as in the previous week, the weather was favourable and seasonable. 
At first an anticyclone still stretched westwards across the British Islands from Germany, but the 
barometer was, all the same, falling steadily. Light to moderate or fresh S.E. winds prevailed in 
Ireland, where the weather was fine and dry. Sunday was a brilliant day in Dublin—a heavy dew 
fell in the evening. Monday broke overcast, but the sky afterwards cleared and fog and frost 
occurred at night. On Tuesday a shallow, irregular depression (29°70 inches and less) lay over Brittany 
and the English Channel. It caused dull, misty cold weather, but scarcely any rain fell. On this 
day the maximal temperature in Dublin was only 338°. Wednesday was dull and foggy to fair. 
On Thursday, much cirrus overspread the sky, causing solar and lunar halos, and the barometer 
fell as a more decided depression approached from the S.W. At8a.m.of Friday the barometer was 
down to 29°48 inches at Malin Head, and rain was falling in many parts of England and Ireland. By 

Saturday morning this disturbance had reached the Shetlands and was filling up, while a long 
trough of low pressure existed over the North Sea, In Treland the weather was cold, but fine. In 
England and Scotland, it was taking up after a somewhat heavy rainfall. A solar halo and a lunar 
halo were again visible on this day. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'930 inches, 
pressure ranging from 30°333 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, S.E.) and 29°608 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Friday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 40°29; the mean dry bulb readings at 
9a.m. and 9 p.m. were 390°. On Friday the screened thermometers rose to 514°, having fallen to 
28°6° on Tuesday. There was again no registrable rainfall—a sprinkling on Thursday yielding only 
003 inch. The prevailing wind was westerly.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°927 inches. The highest reading (30°334) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (29°597) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind §8.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 36°8°, being 4:2° below the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 50°99, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 197°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 36:5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 35°1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 15°7 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured °030 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 39°8°, the maximum 48°69, 
and the minimum 30°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 46°9°, the minimum 29°2°, and 
the mean 38°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 45°5°, the minimum 29:9°, and the 
mean 38'1°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:17 in., at Glasgow 0°30 in., and at 
Edinburgh 0°15 in.”

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°6), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19-7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22°5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 24°7, and for Edinburgh 21:1.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eight of the 
districts to 14°0 in Armagh; the 3 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 133 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 1 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea; and the 43 deaths in Cork 
comprise 1 from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 172— 84 boys and 88 girls—-and the deaths to 182-82 males and 100 females. 
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The deaths, which are 22 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27:1 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 2) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26°8 per 1,000. During the 
first fifty weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24-8, and was 2°6 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 22, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week, but 2 below the average for the corre- 
sponding week of the last ten years: the 22 deaths comprise 5 from small pox, 1 from 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 3 from influenza and its complications, 
4 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhcea, &c. 

The deaths from small pox are those of 1 man and 2 women vaccinated, and of 2 
boys who had not been vaccinated. 

The number of cases of smal] pox admitted to hospital during the week is 86, being 
55 over the admissions for the preceding week: 56 small pox patients were discharged 
during the week; 5 died; and 116 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
25 over the number in hospital on Saturday, the 8th instant. 

Since the appearance of this disease in July last the deaths from it within the Dublin 
Reyvistration District have, for each week from the 2Ist of J uly to the 15th December, 
been respectively 1, 0, 1, 1, 3, 6, 0, 1, 2, 0, 2, 4, 2, 2, 4, 1, 4, 3, 1,3, 6, and 5, making 
a total of 52 deaths, all except one of which occurred in hospital; and the admissions 
to hospital during the same period have been 0, 4, 9, 26, 37, 14, 16, 16, 12, 13, 19, 
8, 8, 28, 15, 28, 37, 24, 18, 37, 31, and 86 weekly. 

Thirteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 6 
under the admissions for the preceding week: 17 enteric fever patients were discharged 
during the week; 2 died; and 84 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
6 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 18 cases of scarlatina, against 9 { 
for the preceding week : 22 patients were discharged during the week; and 95 remained ; 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 28 for the 
week ended the Ist instant to 36 for the following week, further rose last week to 48, 
but this number is 7 below the average for the 50th week of the last ten years: the 
48 deaths comprise 30 from bronchitis and 12 from pneumonia or inflammation of the 
lungs.

The deaths of 10 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convuisions. 

Two deaths were caused by epilepsy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 28 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 16 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 9. 

Thrce ac idental deaths were registered. 
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In 13 instances the cause of death was “‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 8 children under 
5 years of age (including 7 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths of 2 persons aged: 
60 years and upwards. 

Forty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (28 being infants under 1 year, of whom 11 were under 1 month old) 
and 51 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians, and | (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 15 in the Scuth Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 268 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 30°0 (27°77 on the North side, and 32'2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°4. 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°0 (13 in the North City Districts, and 45 in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1’5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 
42°38 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—l from whooping-cough and 1 from 
influenza. Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 
215 per 1,000, Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from whooping-cough and 1 
from diarrhea. Three deaths resulted from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
2 from cancer, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—_The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
271 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from diseases of the respiratory system, 4 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. No death from any zymotic disease 
was registered. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 280 per 
1,000. Four were from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 3 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (26) represent an annual rate of 40°0 
per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, including 1 each from small pox, scarlatina, and 
diarrhoea. The 22 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 South City District (High-street).—_The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Of the remain- 
ing deaths 3 were from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 37°9 per 
1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 2 from small pox, 1 from whooping-cough, 
1 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhoea. Among the 24 deaths from other causes are 6 from 
bronchitis, 5 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 219 per 1,000, Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from small pox, 1 from enteric 
fever, and 1 from influenza. Pneumonia caused 2 deaths and diseases of the circulatory system 2. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No.1, 50°4 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 9'7 ; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 152 ; Donnybrook, 31'3 ; 
Blackrock, 00; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts 
consist of 1 from enteric fever for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and 1 from measles and 1 from 
whooping-cough for Rathmines. The 2 deaths tabulated for Palmerston, part of, were from. 
bronchitis ; of the 15 deaths from all causes for Donnybrook 3 were from pneumonia, 2 from 
bronchitis, and 3 from convulsions; and the 7 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of 
the circulatory system.

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1,is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road, and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road ; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Waiton-street, Louisa-street,

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Stockman’s-lane, and 
along the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland tothe River Lagan ; thence through the centre of the river as far as 
Queen’s-square.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, December 15, 1894:— 

“Throughout this week a cyclonic distribution of atmospheric pressure and the south-westerly 
type of weather held over the British Islands and all but the south-eastern part of Scandinavia. 
Over Central Europe the barometer until Friday stood high within the limits of an anticyclone, 
and the weather was calm, cold, frosty and at times foggy—at Munich the 8 a.m. temperatures 
were—31*, 28°, 21°, 17°, 16°, 22°, and 44°. The corresponding values at Valentia Island (Kerry) were— 
51°, 54°, 51°, 52°, 55°, 51°, and 48°. During the earlier part of ‘the week a ‘succession of depressions 
skirted the western shores of Ireland and Scotland, causing squally 8. and 8.W. winds, much cloud, 
showers, and high temperatures. On Thursday morning a deep depression struck the N.W. of 
Scotland, where the barometer read only 29°19 inches (at Stornoway in the Hebrides) while it stood 
nearly an inch and a quarter higher in the S. of Germany (30°43 inches at Munich). Fresh to strong 
§.S.W. gales were felt in Ireland, Scotland, and the west of Norway. Next morning the barometer 
read only 28:98 inches at Haparanda on the Gulf of Bothnia, having been down to 28°76 inches at 
Bodé in Norway the previous evening. On Friday afternoon heavy showers fell, followed by hail 
squallsat10p.m. Saturday was a bright, cold day ; but squalls and rain again set in during the 
course of the evening. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'876 inches, pressure 
ranging between 29:563 inches at 6 p.m. of Sunday (wind, S.S.W.), and 30°168 inches at 5 p.m. of 
Saturdayj(wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 488°. Themean dry bulb reading 
at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 489°. On Sunday the thermometers fell to 34°9° in the screen ; on Thurs- 
day, they rose to 568°. Rain was measured daily, the total amount being ‘564 inch, of which ‘203 
inch fell on Friday. The prevailing winds were south-westerly. A very heavy fall of rain occur- 
red over the S8.E. of England on Friday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°875 inches. The highest reading (30°054) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29-591) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind S S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45°8°, being 4:8° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 56:2°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 280°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47:7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 45°7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 7:2 
hours. The rainfall measured °605 in. 
| At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°4°, the maximum 52:99, 
| and the minimum 31:9° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 55°99, the minimum 30°19, and 
the mean 45°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 56-29, the minimum 30°22, and the 
mean 46°0°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°97 in., at Glasgow 0°99 in., and at 
Edinburgh 0-71 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°'3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18:2 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21-7 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 23°3, and for Edinburgh 20:8. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 25°6 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, 
alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in nine of the 
districts to 9°1 in Lurgan; the 10 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from measles. Among the 138 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are 1 from measles, 8 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 2 from 
simple continued fever, 3 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea; the 42 deaths in 
Cork comprise 1 from scarlatina and 1 from whooping-cough; of the 16 deaths in 
Limerick 2 were from whooping-cough ; and the 17 deaths m Londonderry comprise 
1 from diphtheria and 2 from whooping-cough. The Registrar for Lisburn District 
remarks—‘‘ three cases of scarlatina from one house sent to hospital.” 


DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week smounted 
to 155—S$6 boys and 69 girls; and the deaths to 178-~94 males and 84 females. 
31 
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The deaths, which are 20 under the average number for the corresponding week of 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26°5 in every 1,000 
of the population: omitting the deaths (rumbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 25:1 per 1,000. During the 
first fifty-one weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 24°8, and was 2°6 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1884-93. 

Twenty-six deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 4 
over the number for the preceding week, and 2 above the average for the corre- 
sponding week of the last ten years: the 26 deaths comprise 6 from smallpox, 1 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from influenza, 5 from whooping-cough, 7 from enteric 
fever, 3 from diarrhea, 2 from erysipelas, &c. 

The deaths from small pox are those of a man and 2 women vaccinated, and of a 
man and 2 children who had not been vaccinated. 

The number of cases of smal] pox admitted to hospital during the week is 113, being 
27 over the admissions for the preceding week: 91 small pox patients were discharged 
during the week; 7 died; and 131 remained under treatment on Saturday last, bemg 
15 over the number in hospital on Saturday, the 15th instant. 

Since the appearance of this disease in July last the deaths from it within the Dublin 
Registration District have, for each week from the 21st of July to the 22nd December, 
been respectively 1, 0, 1, 1, 3,6, 0, 1, 2, 0, 2, 4, 2, 2, 4, 1, 4, 3, 1, 3, 6, 5, and 6, 
making a total of 58 deaths, all except one of which occurred in hospital; and the 
admissions to hospital during the same period have been 0, 4, 9, 26, 37, 14, 16, 16, 
12, 13, 19, 8, 8, 28, 15, 28, 37, 24, 18, 37, 31, 86, and 113 weekly. 

Only 10 cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 3 
under the admissions for the preceding week, and 9 below the number for the week 
ended the 8th instant: 19 enteric fever patients were discharged during the week ; 
4 died; and 71 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 26 cases of scarlatina, being an 
increase of 8 as compared with the admissicns for the preceding week: 40 patients were 
discharged during the week; 2 died; and 79 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 16 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 36 for the 
week ended the 8th instant to 48 for the following week, fell last week to 42, or 2 
below the average for the 51st week of the last ten years: the 42 deaths comprise 
28 from bronchitis and 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Eight deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive 
of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. ; 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 10. 

Two accidental deaths were registered.

In 18 instances the cause of death was ‘“‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 
5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year old) and the deaths of 5 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Fifty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (34 being infants under | year, of whom 13 were under | month old) 
and 35 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians. 


Sixty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
_ public institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate forthe entire Registration District was 25'1 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 30°6 (263 on the North side, and 346 on the South), and in the Suburbs 12°0, 
The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
31 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 4:0 (2°7 in the North City Districts, and 53in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 10 per 1,000. 3 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street)—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
257 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from pneumonia, but no death from any zymotic disease was 
recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
250 per 1,000, Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from whooping-cough and 1 
from diarrhoea. The 19 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from diseases of the respiratory 
system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from 
convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
325 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from enteric fever and 1 from diarrhoea. 
Of the remaining deaths 4 were from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circula- 
tory system, 2 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 22'0 per 
1,000. Two from enteric fever constitute the mortality from zymotic disease. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 35°4 
per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, including 2 from small pox, Among the 20 deaths 
from other causes are 5 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from 
cancer. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 394 per 
1,000. The deaths from zymotic diseases consist of 1 from small pox and 1 from enteric fever. 
Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, diseases of the digestive system 3, and convulsions 2, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 37'9 per 
1,000. Seven were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from small pox, 4 from whooping-cough, and 1 
from enteric fever. The 22 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 
4 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27°7 per 1,000. One each from scarlatina and enteric fever constitute the mortality from 
zymotic disease. Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis and 6 from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No.1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 00; Rathmines, 114; Donnybrook, 167; 
Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 11'°2. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts 
consist of 1 from diarrhoea for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 1 from influenza and 1 from erysipelas 

- for Rathmines, and 1 from small pox for Donnybrook. Among the 6 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Rathmines are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system ; the 8 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 
2 from cancer ; and the4 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from phthisis.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, December 22, 1894:— 

“ Atmospheric pressure was in a very unstable condition over Europe at large throughout this 
week, and the weather was therefore changeable and pnsettled. On Sunday morning the barometer 
ranged from 28°90 inches at Bod, in the N.W. of Norway, to 30°43 inches at Lyons. In the British 
Isles moderating northwesterly winds prevailed and the weather was improved. Soon, however, 
a new depression appeared over the N, of Scotland and this developed into a cyclonic disturbance, 
in the centre of which pressure decreased to less than 28°70 inches on Tuesday evening between the 
Shetlands and the S.W. of Norway. Gales, from S.W. to N.W., with passing showers of rain and hail 
and—in some districts—lightning, were reported. On Wednesday night this disturbance travelled 
south-eastwards to Germany and filled up. On Friday another serious reduction of pressure 
occurred over the Norwegian Sea and North Atlantic, and towards evening a tempest of wind and 
rain, with very high temperatures, was felt in Ireland and afterwards extended to all parts of 
Great Britain. At York the barometer fell from 29°99 inches at 8a.m.of Friday to 28°72 inches at 
8a.m.of Saturday. From 6 p.m. of Friday to 8 a.m. of Saturday the decrease of pressure at that 
station amounted to 1'1l inches. As this system passed away, the wind drew into N.W., the air 
became exceedingly dry and crisp—the relative humidity falling to 60 per cent. in Dublin on 
Saturday, and temperature fell fast. In Dublin, the mean atmospheric pressure of the week was 
29'832 inches. The barometer rose to 30°238 inches about 3 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.) and fell to 
29'144 inches at 11°30 p.m. of Friday (wind, 8.S.W.). The corrected mean tempeaature was 46'1°. 
The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 442°. On Friday and also on Saturday the 
thermometers in the screen rose to 53'7°, having fallen to 37°0° on Thursday, The prevalent winds 
were W.and W.S.W. The rainfall was ‘414 inch, on four days ; ‘187 inch being measured on Monday 
and ‘159 inch on Friday. Faint aurora was seen on Saturday night.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°840 inches. The highest reading (30°230) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°431) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44°6°, being 5°5° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 52°4°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34:°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 41°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 16°2 
hours. The rainfall measured °820 in. ; 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°9°, the maximum 51°79, 
and the minimum 318° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°49, the minimum 33:29, and 
the mean 42:0* ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54:09, the minimum 31°4°, and the 
mean 41°1°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°59 in., at Glasgow 1°55 ins., and at 
Edinburgh 1:06 ins.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17:2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°0 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22:1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 24°5, and for Edinburgh 17:2. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week ia 
the sixteen principal Town Districts of Ireland was 22°3 per 1,000 of the population. 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 16 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1:9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in twelve of the 
districts to 9°1 in Lurgan; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 more from measles. Among the 114 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 2 from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 3 
from diarrhea.

Twenty-seven deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being | 
one over the number for the preceding week, and one over the average for the corre- = | 
sponding week of the last ten years: the 27 deaths comprise 10 from small pox, 2 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping- 
cough, 3 from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea, 2 from erysipelas, &c. _ 

The deaths from small pox are those of 3 persons vaccinated, of 6 unvaccinated, and _ 
in one case no statement was made as to vaccination. 

Thirty-two cases of smal] pox were admitted to hospital during the week, being 81 
under the admissions for the preceding week: 14 small pox patients were discharged — 
during the week; 8 died; and 141 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week i

the week ended the 15th instant: 13 enteric fever patients were discharged during the _ 
week; 2 died; and 67 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the _ 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. % 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 7 cases of scarlatina, being a 
decrease of 19 as compared with the admissicns for the preceding week: 7 patients were 
discharged during the week; and 79 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being equal to the number in hospital on Saturday the 22nd instant. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system amount to 37, being 21 below the 
average for the corresponding week of the ten years 1884-93, and 5 under the number 
for the preceding week: the 37 deaths comprise 22 from bronchitis and 13 from pneu- 
monia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 12 children (all infants under 1 year old) were ascribed to convulsions. 
Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous _ 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 13 by diseases of the circulatory system. : 
Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 17 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 5. 3 
Five accidental deaths and 1 case of suicide were registered. 5 
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In 15 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children under 
5 years of age (including 8 infants under 1 year old) and the death of one person aged 
89 years. 

Thirty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (22 being infants under 1 year, of whom 4 were under 1 month old) 
and 55 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 10 were octogenarians. 

Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 16 in the Scuth Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union © 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables LV. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 249 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28'3 (268 on the North side, and 297 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°0. 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3'1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 40 (1'8 in the North City Districts, and 6'l in the 
South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
257 per 1,000. One was from whooping-cough, but none from any other zymotic disease. Among 
the 8 deaths from other causes are 2 from pneumonia and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 
29°8 per 1,000, Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina and 1 from enteric fever. 
The 23 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 5from phthisis, 3 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, and 4 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
19°9 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. No death 
from any of the principal zymotic diseases was recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, including 1 from enteric fever. Phthisis caused 2 deaths 
and convulsions 2. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street)—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 26'2 
per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, viz.:~—small pox 2 and influenza'l, Among the 14 
deaths from other causes are 4from bronchitis. 


No.2 South City District (High-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 337 per 
1,000. Three were from small pox, but none from any other zymotic disease. Among the remain« 
ing deaths are 4 from bronchitis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 31°'4 per 
1,000. Six were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—3 from small pox, 1 from scarlatina, 1 from whooping= 
cough, and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 18 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 2 from

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 291 per 1,000, Six occurred from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from small pox, 1 from enteric 
fever, 1 from.diarrhea, 1 from influenza, and 1 from erysipelas. The 14 deaths from other causes 
comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, 2from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


‘Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No.1, 378 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 29°2; Finglas 
and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 152 ; Donnybrook, 167; 
Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 11°2. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these districts 
consist of 1 from erysipelas for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from 
diarrhoea for Donnybrook. Among the 8 deaths from all causes in Rathmines are 2 from bronchitis ; 
and the 4 deaths in Kingstown comprise 2 from convulsions,

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R. MET. soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, December 29, 1894:— 

“ At first dull, damp, and mild, the weather afterwards became stormy and colder, with bright 
intervals. Atmospheric pressure remained in most unstable equilibrium all over Europe, and 
strange contrasts of anticyclonic and cyclonic conditions presented themselves day after day. 
Speaking in general terms, the barometer ruled low in the far North, high in the central Euro- 
pean zone and over the Atlantic to the southwest of the British Islands. On Thursday at noon, the 
unusual reading of 30°93 inches was recorded at Valentia Island (Kerry). At8a.m. of the same day 
28°78 inches was the pressure at Haparanda on the Gulf of Bothnia, Sunday proved wet in 
Ireland owing to the passage eastwards across this country of a V.-shaped depression, which filled up 
subsequently over the North Sea. As this system dispersed, very gloomy, damp, mild weather 
prevailed. On Christmas Day (Tuesday), the thermometer rose to 55° at Wick, 54° at Nairn and 
Prawle Point, 53° at Aberdeen, Dublin, Scilly, and Jersey, §2° at many stations, and 50° in London. 
So warm and dull a Christmas had not occurred for many years. On Wednesday a large depression 
spread south-eastwards across Scandinavia, causing severe gales in that region and strong N.W. 
winds in Scotland. On Thursday the barometer was exceptionally high in the W. of Ireland (about 
309 inches), but at night pressure gave way quickly as a new storm-system advanced from the 
westward. A hard W.S.W. to N.W. gale ensued, followed by a brisk fall of temperature and showers 
of cold rain, hail, sleet or snow. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30243 inches, 
pressure varying between 30'805 inches, at 4p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.), and 29505 inches, at 9 a.m. 
of Saturday (wind, N.W. by W.). The reading of the barometer at 4 p.m. of Thursday was the 
highest recorded in Dublin since January 14, 1891, at 9 p.m. of which day the reading was 30°875 
inches. The corrected mean temperature was 447°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 437°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers rose to 52°6° ; on Saturday they fell to 
35°3°. The prevailing wind was westerly. Rainfall measured ‘489 inch, ‘217 inch being recorded 
on Sunday. Hail fell on Friday and Saturday ; sleet, on Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°238 inches. ‘The highest reading (30'806) was on i 
Thursday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°488) on Saturday at 9 a.M., wind W. i 

The mean temperatnre for the week was 42°9°, being 4°6° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the ten years, 1884-93. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 51°29, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 31:7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 41°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 7°3 
hours. The rainfall measured °450 in. ; 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°0°, the maximum 50°09, 
and the minimum 36:0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 51°99, the minimum 33°19, and 


the mean 42°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 49:09, the minimum 312°, and the 
mean 40°8°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured (?) in., at Glasgow 0°37 in., and at 
Edinburgh 0°33 in.*

DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—-Births.—In the Dublin Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
day, 29th December, 1894, 2,314 births—1,206 boys and 1,108 girls—being equal 


to an annual ratio of 1 in 37°8, or 26°5 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 1,779, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 29-0 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the suburban districts named above, 
535, equal to a rate of 20°5 in every 1,000 of the population. | 

There were registered in London during the same period 32,697 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 30:1 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 5,623, being equal to 32°7 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 1,822—a 
number affording an annual birth-rate of 26°9 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 2,047—1,031 males and 1,016 females—affording an annual 
ratio of 1 in 42°7, or 23:4 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891; omitting the deaths (74) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°6 per 1,000. The average number 
of deaths registered in the fourth quarter of the last ten years was 2,386, equivalent 
to an annual mortality of 27-4 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (23°4) for last quarter 
was 3°0 under the average for the December quarter. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 724, representing an annual mortality of 24°8 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river 
was 849, or 26-5 in every 1,000. In the suburban districts the number of deaths 
registered was 400, being equal to an annual death-rate of 15:3 in every 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 18,000—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 16-6 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 3,707, equal to 21:6 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 1,321 affording an 


annual death-rate of 19-5 in every 1,000 of the estimated population.

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Diseases.__The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration District during last quarter is 250, being 26 over the number for the 
preceding quarter, but 72 (or 22 per cent.) below the average for the fourth quarter of 
the ten years, 1884-93, and 126 under the number for the fourth quarter of 1893, 


The annual rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these dis- 


eases during last quarter, is 2-9, being 0°8 below the average rate for the corresponding 
quarter of the last ten years, and 1:4 under the rate for the fourth quarter of 1893, 
During the thirteen weeks ended the 29th September, 1894, 17 deaths from 
smaill-pox were registered in the district ; during the quarter ending 29th December 
last 51 deaths from the disease were recorded, making a total of 68 fatal cases from the 
appearance of the disease in the second quarter of last year up to the close of the year, 


Those are the first deaths from this disease in the district since the month of March, 


1888. Twenty-seven of the 51 persons whose deaths were registered last quarter were 
unvaccinated, 21 had been vaccinated, 1 infant was vaccinated too late, and in 2 caseg 
there was no statement as to vaccination. As to the ages of the persons who died of 
small-pox and their relation to the protective power of vaccination it is to be noted that 
all the 9 children under five years old were unprotected by vaccination (one having 
been vaccinated too late), and of 42 persons above five years of age 19 were unvaccinated, 


and 21 were vaccinated ; all of these vaccinated except one (aged 6) were over 7 years — 


of age, the period at which the protective power of primary vaccination is known to be 
weakened. There were 64 small-pox patients under treatment in Dublin hospitals at 
the close of the September quarter ; during last quarter 466 small-pox patients were 
admitted; 339 were discharged ; and 50 died, leaving 141* as the number in hospital 
on Saturday, the 29th ultimo. 

Enteric fever caused 45 deaths, being 10 over the number for the preceding quarter, 
but 21 below the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1884-93, and 46 
under that for the last quarter of 1893. The number of cases admitted to hospital 
during the quarter is 186. showing an increase of 4 over the admissions for the preced- 
ing three months, but a decline of 85 as compared with. those for the fourth quarter of 
1893. One hundred and eighty-six enteric fever patients were discharged during the 


quarter, 22 died, and 67 remained under treatment on Saturday 29th ult., being 22° 


under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding quarter. ‘There was but one 
death from typhus registered, being 6 below the average for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1884-93 ; and only one death was tabulated under the head of sample 


continued and ill-defined fever, the average for the corresponding quarter of the pre- 


vious ten years being 5. 

Deaths from whooping-cough, which had fallen from 93 in the first quarter of the 
year to 57 in the second, and 25 in the third quarter, were again 25 last quarter ; this 
number is 19 below the average for the corresponding three months of the preceding 
ten years. 




















Scarlatina caused 11 deaths only, being 33 under the average. During the quarter 


187 cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being 35 over the admissions for the 
preceding three months ; 170 patients were discharged during the quarter; 5 died; 


and 79 remained under treatment on Saturday, the 29th December, being 12 over the 


number in hospital at the close of the third quarter. 


There were only 15 deaths from influenza and its complications, against 45 for the é 


fourth quarter of 1893. 

The number of deaths tabulated under the head of diarrhea, dysentery, is 55, or 11 
under the average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1884-93. 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 5 from diphtheria; 1 from 
measles, the average number from which disease in the jfourth quarter of the years 
1884-93 was 19; 7 from erysipelas, &c. : 

The mortality from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or pul- 
monary consumption), was much below the average for the period of years, the number 
of deaths being 372, being 148 under that for the corresponding quarter of 1893, and 
131 or 26 per cent., below the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1884-93 ; 
the 372 deaths comprise 213 from bronchitis, 118 from pneumonia or inflammation of 
the lungs, 9 from croup, and 5 from pleurisy. 18

The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 128, showing a decrease 
of 47 as compared with the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1884-93. 

Twenty-three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 10 by epilepsy, 91 by other diseases of 
the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 185 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. 

_ There were 281 deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption registered, being 
1 over the average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1884-93; mesenteric 
disease caused 40 deaths, tubercular meningitis 38, and cancer 73. 
_ Fifty-three accidental deaths, 2 cases of homicide and 2 of suicide were registered. 

In 157 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 157 cases, 98, or 62 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years of age: these 98 deaths form 19:3 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of thatage. Of the deaths of 122 infants under 
1 month old registered, there were 51 (or 42 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. 

From Table II., on page, 860, it will be seen that, excluding 74 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
District, the number of deaths registered during the thirteen weeks was 1,973, equal 
to an annual rate of 22°6 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 
and that 187 of these deaths, representing an annual rate of 2:1 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.} The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 25°7 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 15-3 -per 1,000, the district rates 
ranging from 7°‘5 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 29°9 for No. 1 South City 
(South Harl-street) district. «The death-rate represented by the mortality from the 
principal zymotic diseases in the city was 2°5, and in the suburbs 1°2, the rates for the 
several districts varying from 0°0 in Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 3°7 in No. 2 
South City (High-street) district ; the 137 deaths from all causes tabulated for the last- 
named district comprising 10 from small pox, | from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 1 from 
diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea. 


Occupations.—T'able III., on page 861, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
| several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 

_ deaths ‘in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to an annual 
rate of 16°4 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 
1891; in the ‘Middle Class” the death-rate was 14°7 per 1,000; among the 
‘“‘ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 21°3; and in the “ General Service 
Class” and the “Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 30°2. 

Ages.—Of the 2,047 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin district during 
the quarter, 509 were under 5 years of age, this number being equal to an annual 
mortality of 55:0 in eyery 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census of 1891) ;

169 were between the ages of 5 and 20, representing an annual death-rate of 6:6 per 1,000 
persons of that age-period : the total number under 20 years being equal to an annual — 
mortality of 19:5 per 1,000 of the population at that age (according to the Census of 
1891) ;—394, or 13:1 per 1,000 persons, were between 20 and 40 ;—472, or 28°9 per 
1,000, between 40 and 60 ;—436, or 73:4 per 1,000, between 60 and 80; and 67, or 
147°3 per 1,000, were aged 80 and upwards, including 4 persons (1 male and 3 — 
females) stated to have been nonagenarians. 


Public Institutions—Of the 2,047 deaths in the Dublin District during the 
quarter, 792, or 39 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 471 in the various 
hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums; 141 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse ; 
175 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 5 (those of persons admitted from 
the Dublin Registration District) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


Weather.—The mean temperature for the quarter, deduced from the mean weekly | 
temperature, as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 45°3°. At | 
Greenwich the mean temperature was 46°8°; at Glasgow, 45:0°; and at Edinburgh, 44'7°. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 7:055 inches; at 
Greenwich, 8°93 inches ; at Glasgow, 9°33 inches ; and at Hdinburgh, 6:47 inches.

two preceding quarters), 1 in Cork, 8 in Galway, 1 in Newry, 14—equal to an annual | 
rate of 4°6 per 1,000 of the population—-in Lisburn, 9—being a mortality equal to an | 
annual rate of 3°1 per 1,000—in Lurgan, and 1 in Sligo, 


Scarlatena caused 42 deaths against 39 for the preceding three months, and 32 | 
for the fourth quarter of 1893 ; of those registered last quarter 12 were in Belfast, 11 | 
equal to an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000 of the population—in Limerick, where 15 
deaths from this disease were registered in the preceding quarter, 7 in Cork, 4in Wexford 
and Lurgan respectively, 2 in Lisburn, and 1 each in Londonderry and Newry. 


T'yphus.—The only deaths from typhus recorded for the 15 districts are 1 in each 
of the following districts, viz :—Limerick, Waterford, Galway and Drogheda. 


Whooping-cough.—The deaths from whooping-cough amount to 48, of which one 
half occurred in Belfast (where, during the corresponding quarter of 1893, there were 
65 deaths from this cause), 13—equal to an annual rate of 1:4 per 1,000 of the popu-

Enteric Fever.—The total number of deaths from enteric fever registered is 42, | 
being 4 under the number for the preceding three months, and 11 under that for the 
fourth quarter of 1893.
